The original seats of the Macedonians were in 
the regions east of the chain of Skardus fthe ^> L ‘ 
northerly eontinuatirm of rind its)—north of the 
chain called the Cam bunion mountain*, which con¬ 
ned* Olympus with (’Indus, and which form* the 
north-western boundary of Thessaly- Rot they did 
not reach so far eastward as the Thcrmtiic Gulf . 
apparently not further eastward tliun Mount Iter* 
mhi*, or about ihe longitude of Gdi-^n and lkr- 
rhoiii They thus covered the tipper |«irtiniH of 
the course id the rivers Holuikmoii and Erigfrt, 
before the junction of ific hitler with the Axius; 
while ihc upper course of (lie A*tits, higher than 
this point of junction. appear* lu have belonged to 
IVoniu—though the boundaries of Macedonia and 
Pa-on iu aumui be distinctly marked out at any time. 

The Surge Space of count n, included between the 
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The basins of iiitulia and of the Ralialimfln, with 
tlie mountainsaround and adjoining were possessed 
by the original Macedonians, thul & I Tetlovo, on 
the north, by a port tun of the Pee on tans. Among 
the four, Thessaly is Ihr most spacious; yd the 
two comprised in the primitive <*aU of the Matt* 
doniaus. both of them very considerable in magni¬ 
tude. formed u territory better calculated to nou¬ 
rish and to generate a considerable population, 
than (he less favoured home, tmd smaller breadth of 
valley and plain, occupied by Epirote or Illyrians, 
Abundance of corn easily raised, of posture for 
cattle, ami of new fertile land open to cultivation 
—would suffice to increase the n uni hers n! hardy 
villagers, indifferent to luxury us well a,*- lu omt- 
muktion, mid exempt from that oppressive ex tor- 
tiou of rulers which now harasses the same line 
regions 1 .

During the skth century n.c,, three 
other festivals, at first local, became suce^ssiveh 
natiuuaHsed -the Pythia near Delphi, the Ulhmil 
near Corinth, the Nemca near K Icon a', between 
Sikyfiu and Argos. 

In regard to the Pythian festival, we rind a slum Pyu™ 
notice of the particular incidents and individuals £X1 l" 
by whom it? recoil dilution ami enlargement were 
brimght about—u notice the more interesting, in¬ 
asmuch as these very incidents are themselves a 
manifestation of something like Pandldlemc pa¬ 
triotism, standing almost alone in an age which 
presents little else in operation except distinct city- 
interests. At the lime when tin Homeric Hymn to 
the Delphi man Apollo was composed (probably in e*Hj ..«» 
the seventh century d.c.i, the Pyliiiau festival bad i'. i 
os yet acquired little eminence.

The rrLMtofH of all these tbll'emii styles—from Kill* 
lifiUB mid Archilochus down to Stesiohoros—-Gill 
within the two centimes here included, lhough 
Pindar and Simouidta, " the proud and high-created 
bards 1 ," who carried lyric mid chorie poetry to the 
totiiiraum oi' elaboration iaiisistcul with full poeti¬ 
cal effect, lived in the succeeding century, and were 
con temporary with the tragedian JSschylus.

Archilochus and K aliinus both appear to fall 
about the middle of the seventh century a.<\, and 
it is with them that the innovations in Grecian 
poetry commence. Before them, wc arc told, there 
existed nothing but the Ept#, or lhiktylie Hex¬ 
ameter poetry, of which much has been said in my 
former volume — being legendary atones or adven¬ 
ture narrated . together with addresses or hymns 
to the gods. We must recollect, too, that ibis whs 
not only llie whole poetry, but the whole literature 
of the agi.-. Prose cntiiposiuou wa* altogether un¬ 
known, and writing, it beginning to lie employed an 
an aid to a few superior men, was at any rate ge¬ 
nerally uiiUM'd, and Mu ml no reading public. She 
voice was the only conimuo leant, and the car the 
only recipient, of nil those ideas and feelings 
which productive minds in the community found

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The Iambic metre, built upon the primitive Ifttn- 
bint ur coarse and licentious jesting 1 which formed 
a purl of some Grecian fralivula (especially of the 
festivals of Daimitir as welt in Attica as in Paros, 
the native country of the poetl, is only one amongst 
many new paths struck out by bis inventive genius. 
Ilia exuberance astonishes us, when we consider 
that lie takes bis shu t from little more than the situ* 
pie Hexameter *, in which too he was a distinguished

likely lo have been the invent or as Kalliniis, just 
as he w;ts the earliest popular and successful author 
of table-song* »r Skolia. though Tcrjiander may 
have originated *oro« such before Utiu. The entire 
hiss of bis poems, excepting some lew fragment*, 
enabled os to recognise little more than one cha¬ 
racteristic—the intense personality which pervaded 
them, as well as that course,direct, and out—rpuken 
licence, which afterwards lent such terrible effect to 
the ulil comedy al Allien .. Mis lampoons arc said 
to have driven .Lykanihfo. tJu father of Nr.obtiltf, 
to hang htm»elf: the latter had been promised to 
Archilochus in marriage, but that promise was 
broken, and the poet assailed htilh Jig her ami 
daughter with every species of calumny \ In ad¬ 
dition to this disapjioiiUmem, he was poor, the son 
of a k lave-mot her. and nn exile from his country 
Paros to the unpromising colony of Thasos. Hie 
desultory notices respecting him betray a state of 
suffering,combined with loose conduct, which vented 
itself sometimes in complaint, sometimes in libel¬ 
lous assault; so that he was m lust slain by some 
whom his inuse hail tliu* exasperated. His extra¬ 
ordinary poetical genius Hiuls hut one voice of en¬ 
comium throughout antiquity. His triumphal song 
to Ufiraklls was still popularly sung by the victors 
aL Olympia, near two centuries after his death, in 
the days of Pindar j but that majestic and compli¬ 
mentary poet at once denounces the malignity, and

Amitlst the multifarious veins in which Archilo¬ 
chus displayed his genius, moralising or s^nomic 
poetry is nnt wanting; while Ilia contemporary Si¬ 
monides of Amorgos devotes the Iambic metre espe¬ 
cially to this destination, afterwards followed out 
by Solon and Thcogni*- But Knltinus, the earliest 
celebrated olegifir poet, so far as we can jntige 
fmin his few fragments, employed tile elegiac metre 
for exhortations of warlike patriotism ; anil the 
more ample remains which we possess of Tyrtiuus 
are eerrnonH in the same strain, preaching to the 
Spartans bravery against the foe, with unanimity, as 
well as ubedientv to the law, at home. They are 
patriotic effusions, called forth hv lhc circu main Hues 
of the time, and sung by single voice, witli accom¬ 
paniment of tin flute*, to Lho5C- in whose bosoms 
the flame of courage was to hr kindled. For though 
what wc peruse is in verse, wc are still in the tide 
of real mid present life, ?o that we must suppose our- 
selves rather listening to an orator addressing the 
citizens when danger or dissension is actually im¬ 
pending. It is only in the hands of M turn crime- that 
elegiac verse comes to be devoted to soft and ama¬ 
tory subjects. Ilia few fragments present a vein of 
passive and tender sentiment, illustrated by appro¬ 
priate matter of legend, such as would W cost into

poetry in nil ages, and quite different from the 
rhetoric of Kalliinis and Tyrtacus. 

The poetical career 0 / AJkiuau is ngiiin distinct 
from that of any of his nbove*n rant ion ud contem- 
pottriM. Their coinpowtions, besides by unis to 
the gods, were principally expressions of feeling 
intended to bo sung by individuals, though some* 
Limes also suited for the KAmu* or hand of festive 
volunteers, assembled on some occasion of common 
interest; those of Alkman were principally dioric, 
intended fur the song and accompanying dance of 
the dwras. Nc wan a native of Sardi-. in Lydia, 
nr at least lit- family were so (and appears to have 
come in early life to Sparta) . tboudi hi* genius 
and mastery af the Greek language discountenance 
llm story that lie was brought over to Sparta as a 
slave. The most ancient arrangeinent of music at 
Sparta, generally ascribed tuTerpandur 1 . underwent 
considerable alteration, not only through the ele¬ 
giac and aoapaistic measure.* of Tvrtiuus, but also 
through the KretanThalfltasnnd the Lydian Alkman. 
The harp, the instrument or Terpundcr, ™ : irdt'd 
and in part sujjL-rseded by the flute oj pipe, which 
3nut lieeri recently rendered more effective in (he 
hands of Olympus, K Innas, and Poly® a Mu*, and 
which gradually became, for compositions intended 
to taiBc strong emotion, the favourite instrument 
of the two—-being employed as accompaniment both 
to the elegies of Tyrian us, and to the lifporchemata 
(wnga or hymns combined with dancing) of Thu-

These elegies (as hna been just remarked) were 
sung by one person, in the midst of an assembly of 
listeners* and there were doubtless other eompoai* 
tiuos intended for the individual voice* But in 
general such was not the diameter of music and 
poetry at Sparta ; everything dour there, both seri¬ 
ous and recreative, was public ami collective, so 
that the chums mid its performances received ex¬ 
traordinary development. It has been already 
stated, lb tit the chorus usually, with song and 
dance combined, constituted nil important part of 
divine service throughout all Greece* and wan ori¬ 
ginally a public manifestation of the citizens gene- 
mlly—a large proportion of them being actively 
engaged in it*, and receiving some 1 mining for the 
purpose as an ordinary brunch of education- Nei¬ 
ther the song unr tin- dunce under such conditions

But the drama never found 
mhnhmiotuit Spuria, and i In' inciilkirity of Spartnti 
life tended much to beep lip Lite (Kipulitr cluirus on 
its undent footing. It formed m fact one element 
ill that nevcr-ceasin:! drill to whit'll the Spartans 
were subject from I heir buy hood, and it served a 
purpose analogous to their military training, in 
accustoming them In simultaneous ami regulated 
movement—insomuch that the comparison between 
the chorus, especially in its Pyrrhic or war-dances, 
and the military cuomoty, *ccin* to have been often 

dwell upon 1 lu the -nicing of tlie sole. |-a an 

in honour of Apollo, at I he festival of the Hyu 
hint bin. king Agi-iilaus w.ih under the order* of 
the di urns-muster, and sang in the place allotted 
to him*; while the whole body of Spartans without 
exception—the old, the middle*aged, and the youth, 
the matrons and the virgins.—wart distributed in

We see thus- I but both at Sparta find in Krfle 
{which approached in respect 1:0 publicity ol indi¬ 
vidual life most nearly to Sparta the dioric apti- 
liujps and manifestations occupied a larger space 
Lhsui in any other Grecian city. And as n certain 
degree of musicid and rhythmical variety was. es- 
ientioI to meet this want’, while mu te was never 
taught to Spartan citizens individually—vve farther 
understand how strangers like Tetpjdcr, Puly- 
mnt?stus, ThaWtas, TyrtseuH, Alkmau, &c., were 
not only received, but inquired great in Hue nee at

Some if his Iragnithls, too, inrmiir^t that fresh out* 
pmirittg nr individual sentiment imd eumtmii which 
CO nut it Hies so much of the charm of popular poetry.

Those 
who recollect that in earlier periods of our history, 
stud in all countries where there is little accumu¬ 
lated slock, an exorbitant difference i* often experi¬ 
enced In the price of com before ami after the liar- 
vest, will feel the justice of Atkman's description. 

Judging from these and from a few other frag¬ 
ments of this poet, Aik man appears to have com¬ 
bined the life and exciting vigour of Archilochus 
in the song properly so called, sung by himself

Continued by Stevie hums ltM 
and Pindnr, this habit passed even to the Attic "w*- 
dramatics whose cboric songs arc thus in, a grfjal 
njeasor* Doric, while their dialogue is Attic. At 
Sparta, as -well ns in Other parts of Peloponnesus', 
the musical and rhythmical style appears to have 
been fixed by Alkniau and bis c on temporaries, nnd 
to bate been tenaciously maintained, for two or 
three ecu tunes, with little or III! innovation , (be 
more so, as the flute- players at Sparta formed an 
hereditary profession, who lb I towed I ho routine of 
their lather*'. 

Alkmitn wna the Inst poet who addressed him¬ 
self to the popular chorus. Doth Arina and Stesi. 
chorus composed for n body of trained men, with 
a degree of variety and involution such ns could

He converted tt 
into ail elaborate composition in honour of the 
jmd fimig Liiul danced by n eboroa ot hlty per¬ 
sona, not" only sober, but trained with great stricl- 
though its rhythm and movements, and its 
equipment in the character of satyrs, presented 
more or less an imitation of the primitive licence. 
Born at Mclbynma in Lcsbcw, A non appears ** * 
harper, singer. end composer, much favoured by 
Periander at Corinth, in which city he first " com¬ 
posed, denominuted, and taught the Dithyramb,” 
earlier than any one known lu Herodotus*. He 
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did nut. however, remain permanently there, but 
travelled front city to city exhibiting at the festi¬ 
val * for money,—c-*pucinliy to Sicilian ami Italian 
(Greene, a here lie acijuired large gain*. Wt- may 
here again remark how the poets as well as the 
feslivaU served to promote a sentiment of unity 
mrionfi the dispersed Greeks Stidt transfer of the 
Dithyramb, from the held of spontaneous nature 
into the garden of art 1 , constitutes tin: first stage 
in tliL- refinement of Djoimmc won-hip; which will 
hertaker he found still thither exalted jn the form 
of the Attic drama. 

The dale of Avion seems about i>fXI n.t.. shortly 
after Aik man: i lint of Stesichorus is ;l few years 
later. To the latter the Greek chorus owed a high 
degree of improvement, and in particular the Ust- 
tiiushcd distribution of its performance into the 
Strophe, the AntisLropb^. and the Epftdus: the turn, 
(he return, and the real—the rhythm and metre of 
the son" during each strophe' carrcsponded with 
that during the ultUstrophd, but wu= varied durin- 
the epfidus, and again varied during the following 
strop life. Until this time the song had liecn mo- 
nos trophic, consisting ul nothing itton? tli m one 
uniform stanza, repeated from the beginning 10 the 
cud of the composition*; so that wc may easily see 
how* vast was the new complication and difficulty

vehemence of ArchiloebtiA though without hi* in¬ 
tense private malignity, Both composed for their 
own local audience, ami in their own Lesbian iEolic 
dialect; nut lie can there was attj peculiar fitness 
in that dialect to express their vein of sentiment, 
but (icentrs* it was marc familiar to their hearers. 
Sappho herself boosts of the pre-eminence of the 
Lesbian bards 1 j and the celebrity of Terpandcr, 
PsriklciU£, and Arion, permits us to suppose that 
them may have been Indore her ni.iuy popular bards 
ill the island who did not nitons to Hellenic cele¬ 
brity. Alktens included in his isongs the Iterctvi 
hursts of political feeling, the stirring altcimiiimns 
of war and exile, and all the ardent relish of a sus¬ 
ceptible tonii for wine and love 3 . The love-song 
seems to have formed tlm principal theme of Sap¬ 
pho, who however also composed odes nr so tig** vm 
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«i great varicl y of other subjects, serious as wet) as 
satirical, ami is smd farther to have first employed 
the Mixulydian mode in tnmne. ft displays thr 
tendency of the age to metrical and rhythmical 
povdlv, that Alkieus ami Sappho are said to have 
each invented I he, peculiar stanza, welhkoown under 
thoir respective names—combinations of the dactyl, 
trochee mid iambus, analogous to the asynartetiC 
verses of Archilochus ■ they hv no means confined 
themselves however to Altaic and Sapphic metre. 
Both the one and the other composed hymns W 
tin* gods ; indeed this is a theme ciiinnitm to nil 
the lyric and cboric poets, whatever may be their 
peculiarities in other ways. Most of their compo¬ 
sitions wer. Ttoiigs lor the single viiiit, not lor the 
chorus. ‘live poetry of Attctcua is the more worthy 
of note, us it is the earliest instance oi the employ¬ 
ment of the Muse in aciunl political warfare, and 
shows the increased hold which that motive was 
acquiring: on the Grecian mind. 

The gnomic poets, or moruhsts in versa, approach 
by the tone of their sentiments mom In the nature 
of prose They begin with SJumnidtfj of Amurgns or 
of Samos, the contemporary of Archilochus: indeed 
the latter himself devoted -nine coin position- to the 
illustrative fable, which had not been unknown even 
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to ll^iod. tii LLc rcmaiiifi i»i 8iiuQuiil& ot Amorgos 
we tne« nothing relative to the matt [icreuiially, 
though be too, like Archilochus, is said lo Imve 
had an individual enemy, Orodttkidds, whose cha¬ 
racter was aspersed by bis Muse 1 . Hi* only colt* 
sidcrahle poem extant is devoted to a survey ot the 
characters ul women, in iambic verse, amt hy way 
of comparison with various animals—the mate, the 
ass. the bee, &c. I( follows out the tlmodie vein 
respecting the social mid economical mischief usu¬ 
ally caused hy women, with some tew honourable 
exceptions. Hut the jmet shows it much linger 
range of observation mid Illustration, it we com¬ 
pare him with his predecessor Hesiod - moreover 
his illustrations come fresh from life and reality 
%Yc find in tliis early iambist the same sympathy 
with iudu’in and lie due rewards which are 
observable in Besiod, together with a still more 
melancholy sense of the uncertainly of human 
events* 

Of Solon and Theognb J haveapaben in iWriior ^-*^1 
chapters. They reproduce in port the moralising 
vein of the Amors 11m SiinnuidiN, though with u 
strong admixture of personal feeling and a direct 
application lo pawing events. The mixture of \x>- 
liticn! with social morality, which «C find in both, 
marks ilicir more advanced age. Solon bears in 
thU respect the s-nuie relation to SiinonidG*. as his 
contemporary Aik®us hear* u> Archilochus. Mis 
poems, os far as we enn judge hy the fragment! 
remain tux, appear to have been short occwicmal 
effusions—with the exception of the epic i»oom rc- 
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speeting Lhc submerged island of Atlantis; which 
In* began towards the close of his life, but never 
finished. They arc elegiac, trimeter iambic, ami 
trochaic tetrameter: in hi* fauto certainly neither 
of these metres cad be said to have any sjrecrul or 
oeptnute character- ! I the poems of Solon aw short, 
those nf Thcognls are tmich shorter, ami are indeed 
so much broken (as they stand in our present col¬ 
lection*, tn read Like separate epigrams or bursts 
of feeling, which the poet had not taken the trouble 
to in corporate in may definite scheme or series. 
They form a singular mixture of maxim and passion 
—of general precept with personal affection towards 
tin youth Kyra tie—which surprises us it tried by 
the standard of literary curnparilvmi, hut which 
seems a very pmuiite immifestal ion of an impove¬ 
rished wile's complaint* and restlessness. What 
remains to u« of Pliokylid^s, another of tin gnomic 
poets nearly contemporary with Solon, is nothing 
more than a leu maxims bi verse— couplets with 
the name of the author in several case* embodied 
iu them. 

Amidst ail the *. arte tv of rhythmical and metrical 
innovations which have been enumerated, the an¬ 
cient epic continued to be recited by the rhapsodes 
sis hr lore, mid «onu) new epical compositions were 
added to the existing stock: Eogammon of Kyiv no. 
about thr ,'()th Olympiad (5S0 n.cj, a,p|«sars to 
be the hist of the series. At Athens, especially, 
both Solon arid Peisistratus manifested great soli¬ 
citude. as well for the recitation a-, fur the correct 
preservation of the Iliad. Perhaps it# popularity 
may have been diminished by the competition of 
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bo much lyric uiul chfiric poetry, run re showy and 
Striking in it* accompaniments, a* vo II ns more 
changeful in its rhythmical character. \V lint ever 
secondary effect, However, thin nr wit *pcciw of 
poetry may have derived from such helps, it* pri¬ 
mary effect was produced by retil intellectual or 
poetical cxcdluift—by the thoughts, *eniirmut 
(Uid'expression, usd by the acomtpaimiieul. Fora 
long time the musical composer and the poet tom 
turned gciiL'ndk tu Lu.- uiil> and the same person ; 
and brides those who have iicquirctl sulhcient di¬ 
stinct ion to reach posterity, we cannot doubt that 
there tvuro tunny kuown ouly to their own contem¬ 
poraries. But with >dl of them the instrument and 
tin- melody cmutitntrd only the inferior jioft of that 
winch was known by liir mum- of music—altoge¬ 
ther sulxmliuate to the " thoughts that Iur.itlie 
and word* ihnt Hum*." Exactness nod variety of 
rhythmical pronunciation cave t<., the latter their 
full effect upon a delicate car ■, but -mcli pleasure 
of the ear was ancillary to the emotion of mind 
arising out of the screw tsouvci ml- t uriiplami- ^re 
made by the putt*, even >n early ns frlH) u,e,, that 
the accompaniment was becoming loo prominent 
But it whs not until tin age of the comic poet Ari- 
slopham's,, towards (he end of the fifth century 
u.c., that the primitive rotation between the instru¬ 
mental accompaniment arid the words was really 
reversed—awl loud were the complaints to which 
it gave rise*: the performance of the ttuto or harp 
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then became more elaborate* (show) 1 , and over- 
powering, while the words were so pul together as 
to show off tin* player'* execution, I notice briefly 
tins subsequent revolution tor the purpose of set- 
lin« forth, by contrast, the truly intellectual cha¬ 
racter of the original lyric and clmric poetry of 
Greece ; and of showing how tnuch the vagw- sen • 
timin' arising from mere musical sound was lost m 
the mure delimit emotion, and in the more last¬ 
ing ami reproductive combinations, generated by 
poetical meaning.

nude rtook 11 ie task. AI brebv er. 1V it“ islratu a i nt re¬ 
duced the greater Panathcnaic festival, solemnised 
every four yearn, in the third Olympic year - the 
nnoual Panaihenaic festival, henceforward called 
the leafier, was still continued, 

I have already noticed, at considerable length, 
the care winch lie bestowed in procuring full and 
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correct copies of the Homeric poems, as welt as m 
improving the recitation of Hunn ul the f’lmultie* 
unic festival,— a proceeding, for which wi* owe him 
nitiL'h gratitude, but which has been shown to he 
erroneously interpreted by various critics. He pro* 
balily also collected the tvurU uf other poeti—ended 
by Aldus Getting 1 , in language not welt-suited to 
the sixth century b.c,, a library thrown open lo 
the public; and the service which he thttfl render i-d 
must have been highly valuable at a time when 
writing unit reading were not widely extended. His 
sou Hipparchus followed up the surne taste, taking 
pleasure in the flocirly of the mod eminent poets 
of the day’* —S i mo it i dfts, A nuk re on, nnd Las us: not 
lo menlioiL the Athenian mystic Oiiutnukrilus, who, 
though never pretending to the gift of prophecy 
himself, passed for the proprietor and editor of the 
v arious prophecies ascribed to the undent name of 
Musa us. Tin? PrisislnvtitK were well -versed in 
these prophecies, apon w hich they set so great a 
value, that Oiuimukritua, being dili'ctcd on one 
occasion in the act of interpolating them, was 
banished by Hipparchus in conserprsnee*.

Expecting to lie ±ehnl imd wrought up in a stale 
of desperation, they resolved at leant nut to die 
without having revenged them selves on Hippar¬ 
chus , whom they found within the city gate? near 
the chapel called the Ij£u>korititt, and immediately 
nlcw him. His attendant guards killed Hamuxlina 
on the spot; while AristngeitOU, rescued for the 
fiiumcnt by the surrounding email, was afterward* 
taken, ami peri shed iu the tortures applied to make 
him disclose his accomplice* 1 . 

The news <le\v quickly to Hippbs in the Keni- 
rneikuB, who fecaul it earlier than the armed citizens 
nenr him a wailing ids order for the commencement 
of the procession. With extraordinary «df-com- 
maitd. lie took advantage of this precious instant 
of foreknowledge, and ailvnnred towards thcm T - 
votumamlin u them to drop their arms tor a short 
time, anil assemble on an adjoining ground. They 
unsuspectingly obeyed and he immediately tlifcOttnl 
Ills guards tt> take po^'ision of the vacant arms. 
He was now undisputed master, mid enabled to 
seize the persons of all those citizens whom he 
mistrusted—t- pi dally ail lUoisc who had i]aggers 
about them, which it was not the practice to carry 
in the Pauatlicimir procession.

the giants among mankind, 1 Fiat wc may well lake 
notice of those cases in which it Mugs mklotlttlte 
1 ‘vett. upon then iwives , The fear inspired by Hip* 
paid ms-—of designs whtah lie did not realty entcr- 
lum, but vras likely to entertain, and cuinpHcnt 
Lo execute without hi ad ranee—was here the grand 
cause of his destruction. 

The conspiracy here detailed happened in AH 
D.C-, during the thirteenth year of the reign of Hip- 
ptflB—which lasted four yen is longer, until ul<» n.c. 
And these last four years, in l hr belief of the Athe¬ 
nian public, counted for his whole reign-, nay, 
many of them made the still greater historical 
mistake of eliding these last four years altogether, 
and of supposing that the conspiracy of Haimodtui 
iind Arir-tugeiloii had deposed ihc I'eiwstrntid s-> 
verm i unit and liiitnitoi Athens. Hoth poets mid 
pHdosuphars shared tin* Until, which i> distinctly 
put liwlh iu the beautiful and popular ^kolioii or 
songnn the subject r ihc two frit-tub ore there cele¬ 
brated as the authors of liberty at Athens—" they 
slew the despot and gave to Athens equal laws*. "

tlem reader, was regarded at Athens with sympathy, 
—so that the slory look hold of the Athenian mhul 
by the vein of romance conjointly with that of 
patriotism- Harmodius and Arifttog&itAn were af¬ 
terwards commemorated both os the winners and 
as the pratomartyrs of Athenian liberty** Statues 
were erected iu their honour shortly after the final 
expulsion of the Peiiisitralids ■ immunity from taxes 
and public hardens was granted La the descendant * 
of their families , and a speaker who ]proposed the 
abolition of such hnmimitieB, at a time when the 
number hud been abusively multiplied, made his only 
special exception in favour of these two respected 
lines v. And since die OiHic of Hipparchus was 
universally notorious as the person dain, we dis¬ 
cover how it wan that, he came to be considered by 
an uncritical public as the predominant member of 
the Peisistratid family—-the eldest son and successor 
of Peis trains —the idgmng despot —to the com¬ 
parative neglect of Hippies, Tim same public pro-

Whatever may We been the moderation of II ip- 
pins before, indignation at the death of hi* brother, 
and fear for his own safety now induced him to 
drop it altogether. U is Attested both by Tlwcy- 
didis and Herodotus, and admit* of no doubt, that 
his ilower was now employed harshly and cruelly— 
llirti he put to death a non side rabk number of citi¬ 
zens We find also 11 statement,, noway improbable 
m itsolf and affirmed both in I’jiusanias ami in Plu- 
Lurch— inferior author hit*. yet -lill in tbi-. case 
safKcivnlly credible—that he caused trfsnn, liic 
mistress of Aristogeilflu, L« hr tot lured io death, in 
order to extort from her a knowledge of the sorrels 
anti accomplices of the latter'. Until* lie could not 
byt be sensible that this svste.ui of terrorism was full 
of pen! Lo himselfso he looked out for shelter and 
support in rase of being expelled irom Athena ; 
ail*! with Ibis view he sought to connect himself 
with Dariui king of Persia—a connection nil of 
cooEftpicucea to be hereafter developed. /Kiintidthi, 
sum of llippoklu* the <les|>ot nf Lsuupsakuj cm the 
Hellespont* stood high at this time in the favour 
of the Persian monarch, which induced Hippias to 
give Idm his daughter ArcbedikG in marriage ; no 
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small honour to the Lampsakcne, in the ettliiuatiun 
ufThuc>dwtfa« To explain how Hippiae came to 
fix upon this town, Jiowefer, it i* necessary to say 
a few words on the foreign policy of the Peifti- 
al ratals. 

It has already been mentioned that the Athe¬ 
nians, even so tar hack ns the days of the poet 
Albums had occupied Sigeium in the Tread, ami 
had there carried on war with the Mil vie naans : so 
that their acquisitions in these regions date much 
before the time id Pein stratus. Owing pro buhl v to 
this cirtnimsLnncv.au application was made to them 
in the early part of hit reign from the Union kina 
Thracians, inhabitant* of the ChumoiiusC on the 
Opposite side of the Hellespont, lor aid against their 
pnwemd neighbours the AbstnLliinn tribe of Thra¬ 
cians ; and opj tort unity was thus offered for send¬ 
ing out ft colony to acquire this valuable peninsula 
for Athens. Peisistratus willin-ty on ten., into i lie 
scheme, ami MiltiadiS son of Kypselm>, a noble 
Athenian living impatiently mirier his ile-polism,

The chiefs of the distressed Uolookiiitis went to 
Delphi to crave ussisitnicc towards procuring Ure* 

<-inn colonists, anil were directed to cbtwist- for their 
cefciat the individual who should tint show them 
hospitality oil their ipuiimg the temple. ITacy de¬ 
parted and nftrchtd all along what was called the 
Sacred Road, through I’hocis and Bahtin to Athens, 
without receiving it single hospitable invitation ; at 
length they entered At hr ns and passed by tin house 
of MiltlaiMs white he himself was sitting; in front of 
it. Seeing men whose costume and arms marked 
them out as strangers, he invited fhetn into his 
house and treated them kindly they then append 
him that he was the man filed upon by the oracle, 
and adjured him not to refuse hi# concurrence. 

After mking for himself pwonatlf the npiniim fd 
the oracle, ami receiving an affirmative answer, he 
consented ; suiting as o;kfcl nt the head m a kody

H living reiuchcd this peuiusiiln, and having Iwcu 

constituted despot of the mixed Thracian and A the- uuittffti 
uirni population, he bat m time in fortifying (he ***“ 
narrow isthmus by a wall reaching nil turn trorn 
Hardin to Puktyn. a distance of about four in do 
ami a hall ; hj that the Absuirtuan invader* were 
tor the time effectually shut out*, though the pro 
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tet'lion was not permanently kepi up He also 
watered into a war with Lamp^nkus, oti the Asiatic 
side of lb strait, but was unfortunate enough lo 
fall into an ambuscade and become a prisoner* 
Nothing preserved bis life except the immediate 
interference of Croesus king of Lydia, coupled with 
strenuous menaces addressed to the Lampsakencs, 
wliO fatted them*lives compelled to release their 
prisoner j Miltiidb having acquired much favour 
with this prince, in what manner we are not told. 
He died cbiliJit— s some time afterwards, white Ids 
nephew Slesagoras, who succeeded him, perished 
by assassination,, some time subsequent to the death 
of ftciaislralus at Athens', 

The expedition of Mi It i at It - to the Cherionoe 
must have occurred early after the first usurpation 
of Peisistratus, since even hi- imprisonment by the 
Lampsafeenfcj happened before the rain of Crams 
(IViti b.c*). Hot il was not lilt much later—pru- 
babh during tlm third ami most powerful period of 
IVisistratus — that the hitter undertook ins expedi¬ 
tion against ingot uni in the Treat I, Tlih place up- 
pears (o have fallen into the bauds of tile Mityle- 
ncans: PeisistmtiiB retook il J , and placed there his

Lrates and the SamiansHegesmratms maintained 
the place against various hostile attempts, through¬ 
out all the reign of Ilippitu, so that the Athenian 

possessions in those regions ..prvheiuh (I at this 

period both the Chersonese and Sigeium*. To the 
former of the two. Hipping Sent out Milliad^a, 
nephew of the first cekiat, ns governor after the 
death of his brother Stesagonis. Thu new governor 
found much discontent in the peninsula, but sue- 
cetded in subduing it by entrapping and imprison¬ 
ing the principal men in each town: he farther 
took into hiii pav a regiment of five hundred mer¬ 
cenaries, and married Hqgpsipyl* daughter of the 
Thracian king Olorus*. It appears to have Ikcii 
about 518 n,c. that this second Mfltudfa went out 
to the Chersonese*. He seems to have been obliged 
to quit it for a time, after the Scythian expedition 
of Darius, in consequence of having incurred the

The tunic circu matnnces which nlmuird i tipping 
imil rendered in h Uoiiunitui in AUicn al mm mure 
oppressive and more udioun* tended of course to 
raise the I iopes of I its enemies, the Athenian exiles, 
si itii the [jowurful AlSiiitnomds ut their head- He 
liev(jig the favourable moment to he conic, linn 
even veuLured upon an invasion i>t Attica. and oc¬ 
cupied a po.-t railed Leipfvdiioi n Hu- inmitiUun 
range of Gun^, which separates Alliea train lb i n 
tia‘.

«oliailude to nil Greece; but the outlay required 
wns exceedingly heavy, ami it appears to have been 
long before the tnciuey could lie collected. The 
Auiphtklyons decim-d 1 hut uned'uiirth of the cost 
should lie borne by the Delphian* themselves, who 
found themselves so heavily taxed by this lissess- 
ment, that they sent envoys throughout nil Greece 
to collect *ubecriptiom in aid, and received, among 
other donations, from ilio Greek settlers in Kgypt

Egyptian king Aimisis : ihcir immifiottut banufacttir

surprised to find exiles, whose property hod been 
confiscated, sn amply I urn ished with money — ntiU - 
we are to suppose that KJcisthen^s the AJkouuAnid, 
grandson of the Sjkyoniau Kleisliicnfia*, inherited 
through his mother wealth independent ol Attica, 
and deposited )T in the temple of the Samian Hfirv. 
Hot (lie but it uiKjiu'JrtloitaLle, and they gained 
sigmd reputation throughout the Hellenic woiM 
tor their liberal performance of so important an 
enterprise. That the urtfctiou took considerable

or two after the death of Hipparchus—JH- n,c.— 
more than thirty yean after the contlagroll«n 
To the Delphi tins, especially, the rebuilding

Reverence for the god overcame their strong leeU 
ing of friendship towards the Peissstratids, ami 
Anchimoliuu *m of Aster was dispatched by -eu to 
Athens at the head of a Spartan lore® to expel 
them- On landing at Phah-runi, however, he found 
them already forewiu-tied und prepared, as well u* 
farther strengthened by one thousand hurw: ap*r- 
trially demanded from their allies iaThesnly. I'ptm 
the plain Of PhaWnim thin latter force was found 
peculiarly effective, sc that the division of An chi- 
inolius wore drivcu hack to their ships with great 
to.,*, and he himself slain*.

On reaching the plain 6\ Athene he was 
assailed by the Thessalian horse, hut repelled 'hem 
in bo gallant a style, that they at once rndo ©ft and 
returned to their native country ; abandoning llitii 
allien with a faithlessness not unfnquent in the 
Thessalian character, Klcoments. marching on to 
Athens without farther resistance, found hiioaelt, 
together with the AlkmmkiidB and the malcontent 
Athenians generally. in posW^shiu ot the town. 
At that time then? nns no fortification except 
round the acropolis, into which Hippie retired, 
with his mercenaries and the citizen* most lailhful

Oypuuug That overawing pres sun 1 I icing now removed bv 
£■»*».— the expulsion of Itippins, the enslaved forma lie- 
—iufcarwL came at once endued with freedom and nsabty. 
There appeared again, what Attica had not known 
for thirty years, d colored potitibul parties, and pro- 
nouuccd opposition between two men ns leaders; 
On one side* [angoras ton of Tisandor, a person of 
illuutrioiii descent—on the other, Kteintheii&i the 
AIkmnV>nid, not less illustrious, and possessing; ot 
Hits moment a claim on the gratitude of bis country¬ 
men as the must persevering as until its the most 
effective foe ot the dethroned deapoti. In what 
manner such opposition was tarried on we are not 
told. It would seem to have been not altogether 
pacific; hot ;tl any rate, Kleisthemls had the worst 
of it, mul in consequence of this defeat (soys the 
historian), “ he took into partnership the people, 
who had been before excluded from everything 1 .** 
Ills partnership with the people gave birth to the 
Athenian democracy: it was a real and important 
revolution* 

Hmu. The politira] franchise, or the character of an 
Athenian citizen, both before and since Solon, had 
heen confined to the primitive lour Ionic tribes, 
•limit* cadi of which was an aggregate of ao many close 
corporations or quasi-families—the gen ten and the 
phratries. None of the residents In Attica, there¬ 
fore, except those included in some gens or pbra- 
try, hod any part in the political franchise. Such

imparled the politieni frmichtac to lire rxduiird 
mass. But this could not be done by enrolling 
Uivtn in new genic* or pb nudes, created in addi¬ 
tion to the old; fur tin gentile tic was founded 
upon old ilutli and feeling, which m the existing 
stoic of the Greek mind could not be suddenly 
conjured up iif i bond of uriiun for comparative 

■Arm leers it coultl only hr done by disranncctiiig 
the franchise altogether from the Ionic tribes as 
well i- from the gentes which constituted them, 
and by redistributing tlu puputniioa into new 
tribes with a character mid purpow.- medudvety 
political. Accordingly Klcislhellos abolished the j^^F* 
four Ionic tribes, mid created in tlieir place ten 
new tribes founded upon a clitTerent principle, imk'- 
(teudent of the getiics and phreiries. K.«H of his 
new tribes com prised a certain number of dema or 
cuuVf]us, with the enrolled proprietors end residents 
in each of then). The denies token altogether in* iiu popnU* 
eluded the entire surface of Attica, so lliitl the Kid- ,IW4 * 
sthenenn constitution admitted tu the political fran¬ 
chise all the free native Athenians ; ami nut merely 
those, 1ml also many Mctics, and even some of the 
superior order of slaves*. Putting nut of sight the 
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general body vi f <dnvttf, awl regarding oiily the lrc« 
mnk inhabitant*, it wa* in point of fact a scheme 
approaching to universal BiiflfraiiC, both political and 
judicial. 

The slight and cursory manner in which Hero* 
dolus aimoartcefi this mi'in arable revolution tends 
to make ok overlook it* real importance. He dwells 
chiefly on the nIteration in the number and mum * of 
the tribes: KldsiheuiSs, he says, despised the him- 
iins tK) much, dial he would uol tolerate the ecm- 
tinvuutce in Attica of the four tribes which prevailed 
in the Ionic cities 1 , deriving their names tixitu the 
four sons of hut —just as his grandfntiler the §i try- 
on ion KlcislhertL's, hating the Puri an a. hud dv- 
graded and nicknamed the three Dorian trihr- at 
Sihyfttt. Sucli in the irptL -l illation ui I Je rod oh is, 
who seen* hiimidf lo have entertain ml some con¬ 
tempt for the lonians*. and therefore to have suft-

ence. Uni the Keopc of KlcintUente was MimcLliing 
far mure extrtmivc: he ithnlieheii the four ancient 
tribes, not because they were Ionic, but because 
they had become ini-om men* U rule with the existing 
condition of the Attic [irnplc, mui Ix-cnim* such 
nturhtion procured both for himself and for his 
pul it i fdl scheme utrw as well os hearty allies. And 
indeed, if vtt study the cifciunutancis of (he cane. 
We shall see very obvious reasons to suggest the 
proceeding. I'ot moir than thirty years—-an entire 
generation—tlm old constitution hud been a mere 
empty formality, working only in subservience in 
I he reigning dynasty, and stripped of oil rail con¬ 
trol ling power. We may be very ore, sin r. lore, 
that both tbu Semite £>t Four Hundred mid tin' 
popular assembly, divested of that free speech 
which imparted to them not only all their value hut 
nil their charm, had come to he uf little public 
esti mat h , and wen probably nI tended only by n 
few partisans; and thus the difference between 
ijiialiliffi dtiscenn wnd men nut swipudiflcd lltl*Min 
■nr 111 tiers of the four old tribe* and men not mem- 
bers—fuKiarne during this period practically effaced. 
This in fact was the only specie* of good which a 
Grecian despotism ever seems to have dune: it 
confounded the privileged mid the non* privileged 
under one coercive authority common to Loth, so 
thnl the distinction between the two was nut < any 
to revive w hen llm despotism passed awny. As soon 
as Hippiu- wii- rxpidkd, tin ■jcuate anil thd public 
assembly regained their efficiency. But Imil they 
been continued on the old footing, including none 
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except mi'iubeiM of Oil 1 jour tribes, tlie*e tribes would 
have been re-inve$tod with a privilege which in 
reality they heui so long last, that its revival would 
Imre accrued net odious novelty, utnl the remaining 
population would probably not have submitted to 
it. Il in addition we consider ihc poliiicol excite¬ 
ment of the moment—the n--duration of one Uxly 
oi men from exile, and I hr departure of another 
body into exile—the outpouring of long-suppressed 
hatred, partly nemnut these very form* by the cor- 
ruptimt of which the de-quit had reigned— we shall 
see tliiit prudence ns well as patriotism dictated 
tin- adoption of an enlarged scheme of government. 
Kldffthvnfc had learnt some wisdom during his 
long c\ile ; and as he probably continued, for some 
time niter Lhc introduction of Ins new constitution, 
to lie the cilia! adviser of bis countrymen, we may 
consider their extraordinary success as a testimony 
*o Ins prudence and skill u«jI h-t.- than tu their 
courage and unanimity. 

Nor docs il -liein nnrcasomihlo to give him credit 
for a more generous forward mov ement than whsft 
is tin]died in the literal .iccouift of Hennlotus. In¬ 
stead of being forced against his will to purchase 
po(mkir support by proposing this new constitution, 
Klaisthem's may have proposed it before, during 
I lie discus-dons which immediately followed the 
retirement of Hippies . so that the reject ton of it 
funned the ground of quarrel (mul no other ground 
is mentioned' between him and Isadoras. The 
hitler doubtless found sufficient support, in the 
existing Semite mid public assembly, to prevent 
it from being carried wu limit an act mil appeal to 
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the people, and hh opposition to it is not difficult 
to understand- t'or nuoeesure os tin; change had 
became, it wits uni the Il-tS u i-liuali to .luciciii 
Attic ideas It radically altered the vers idea of a 
tribe, wWch now became an eggrcijatiusi of dluues, 
not of geblct—of f«Ui)w*demot», not of fcilow-gcn- 
tites ; and it thus broke op those associations, re¬ 
ligious, social, uud political, between the whole and 
the parte of the old system, which operated power¬ 
fully on the mind of every old-fas binned Athenian, 
The patricians at Jioioi-, who composed lhe rentes 
atitl curiie — ami (lie plcba, who hud nn part in lUesc 
enrporatinns— forimrd far u long time two separate 
and apposing tractions in the same citt, each with 
its own juspurntc orgontealiou. i! was only by slow 
degrees that the pHis gained ground, and the po¬ 
litical value of the patrician gens was long main¬ 
tained alongside of and apart from the plebeian 
tribe. So too. in the Italian and German cities of 
the middle ages, the patrician families refused to 
[mrt with their own separate political identity when 
the guilds grew up by I he aide of them • orcii though 
forced to rvnoitfirt' a portion oi their power, ihry 
cnniiiiucd to be a separate fraternity, and wad Id not 
submit to be regimented anew, under ah altered 
category and dem>m*ination, along will! the traders 
who hud grown into wealth and imparlance*. But 
the reform uf KleiitUeufe effected tins change all at 
once, both as to the name and »a to the reality, lu

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some cases, indeed, that which Lad been the name

into parts, numerical, local, and politically equal. 
U is however to be rerotirtilwred, llinl wliilc tlic four 
Ionic tribes were abolished, the genlca and phratrie* 
which composed lb urn were left iifikinclied, add 
continued to subsist as family and religious ftam- 
(nations, though carrying with thdttt »u political 
privilege. 

'Hie leu newly-creeled tribes, arranged in an 
established order of precedence r were called 
EreehtMis, iEgdis, t*andi'<nia, Ixontb, Akamau- 
liti, (EiH'in, Kekrjjpis, llippotho^ulis, -'Eanlis. An- 
tiochis ; names borrowed chiefly Irom the respected 
heroes of Attic legend h This number remained un¬ 
altered until the year 30b u.c., when it was increased 
to twelve by the addition nl two new trih's. Auti- 
w^hh pud Denictrui*, afterward# designated anew 
by the names of Plolemain and Attains- I he lucre 
names of these last two, borrowed from living kings, 
and not from legendary heroes, betray the change 
from freedom to subservience at Athens. Each 
tribe comprised a certain number of demes nan- 
totu,parishes,tt township*—in Attica, But the total 
number or these derates u not distinctly ascertained ; 
for though we know that in the lime ol PolcmA ytbe 
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third century «.r.) it wait one limulred and seventy- 
fuur, we eamwl be sure that it hml always nmimiU'd 
tlie some ; and several critics cmnsinao the wcitia of 
Herodotus to imj I> that KkUtheo£* at lirat neroc* 
iij*e<J exart ly r»tie hundred iletno, disirihuietl in 
oquul prop ortion among his tun tribes 1 .

Ihe Pedinki, during lire preceding century, had all 
been genrmled from local feuil, though doubtless 
artfully fomented by individual ambit inn.

'Th® re * 
gislcr of qualified citizens 1 wn* kept by thedemarch, 
and the inscription of new citizens took place at 
the assembly of iUe demote whose legitimate sons 
were enrolled on »l tabling the nge of eighteen, 
and their adopted, sons nt any time when presenter 
md sworn to by the adopting citizen.

Klcibtheu&i preserved, but at the some time mo- 
ditied and expanded, uli the main features of Solon V u'ifjnt 
political const itutiott ; the [mldie nimbly or Kk* 
kies i»—thi? jirc'COS aide ring senate imposed of Uu ‘“ 
member* from till tlir tribes—and the habit of im* 
nuiil electron, n« well as annual responsibility of 
magistrates,, by nod to the Fkkiesia. The full 
value must uow have been lell of juresesaing such 
pre-existing institutions to build upon, at n moment 
of perplexity and dissension. Hat tbc Kleisthcnemi 
Kkkleub acquired new sironglb, ilnd nluicjst a m<w 
character. from the great increase of the number of 
citizens qiitiliticd to attend it; while the annunlly- 
rfmiigcd senate, instead of being composed of four 
hiimired members taken in equal proportion from 
each of the old four tribes, was enlarged to five 
lmntired, taken equally from each of the new ten 
tribes. It ikuv comes before us, under the name 
of Senate of Five Hundred, as an active and ill-, 
difejittiifcnblt' body throughout tbo whole Athenian 
democracy und (lie pi act ice now t^iu (o have 
begun (though the period of commencement cannot 
be decisively proved), of detonnioiog the names of 
ihe senators by lot, Doth the senate thus con* 
ni luted. end the public assembly, were lor more 
popular and vigorous Hum they imd been under the 
original arrangement of Solon, 

The new cvniUtution of the tribes, a» it led to a ctjupn* 
change iti the annual senate, so it transformed no tu^mna 
less directly tin* mililury airangeuirJits of the -late, ti< w*** 6 
both a* to soldiers and ue loofficcrs. The citizens

The first nomi* 
nation of lliis board is expressly ascribed to Klei- 
etheuta 1 , as a substitute ter certain persons called 
KiMakretip, who bad perfumed the satnc function 
lyjfore, tuid who were now retained mdy ter subtir- 
dinatc service*. The itutfas ol the Apodolcts were 
afterwards limited to receiving llic public income*

Ii.n 'iULO£i become coiiEtant, with the exception "t 
npedal h'llidiiys, ihiring the wfitdu yvur, which is 
distributed into ten |mrlinn> called iVylLinics—the 
fifty senators of etidi tribe taking by I unis the duty 
of cons I ant attendance during one pry tuny, and re* 

(reiving during that time the litlc of The Prytunes, 

The order of precedence among the tribes in these 
duties wan annually determined by lot. In tlic 
ordinary Attic year of twelve lunar months, or 354 
dnys. six of the pry tames contained thirty-five days, 
lour of them contained tbiriy*six : iu the iolorco- 
tuted years of thirteen month*, the number nl days 
was* thirty-eight and thirty-nine respectively. More¬ 
over » farther niihiiri rijou, of l he pry (any into five 
periods of seven days each, mill of tin* fitly tribe- 
senators into five bodies of ten each, was recognized: 
each burly of ten presided in the senate for one 
period of seven days, drawing lots every day among 
their number fur a new chairman called Kpistntfi#, 
to whom during bin day of office were cuuiulcd 
the keys of the acropolis and the treasury, together 
with the city mol. The remaining senator*, not 
belonging fit the pry i an brag tribe, might of course 
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attend if they chose; hut flu.* attendance of ninu 
among them, one from each of Ihe remaining-nine 
tribes. wins imperatively necessary to const it u to » 
valid meeting, uml to ensure u constant represents 
lion of the collective people. 

During those later times known to u.* through 
the great orators, the Ekktesm, or formal assembly 
of the citizens, was convoked four times regularly 
during each pry tan v, vt oftener if necessity rv- 
fjiiired—usually hy the Htutute, though I he alrntdid 
had also the power of convoking it by their own 
Atiihority . It was presided over by the pry tones, 
and questions were put to ihe vole by I heir Epi- 
gliitr* or chairman , but the nine representatives of 
the non-prytainning trilii!* were always present a** a 
mutter of course, mid seem indeed in the days of 
the orator* to Lave acquired la ihciuselves the di¬ 
rection of it, together with Ihe right of potting 
questions for the Vole 1 —-Betting aside wholly or 
partially the fifty pry tones. When wo curry our 
attention back, however, lo the state of the EkkJe- 
siii, as first organised hy Kleisthen&f (ihave already 
remarked that expositor* of L hr- Athenian count)tu- 
tion are loo apt to neglect the distinction of times, 
and to suppose that whin was the practice between 
440-330 u.c* hud been always the practice), it will 
n PI km r probable that he provided one regular meet¬ 
ing in each pry tony, and no more ; giving to the 
senate uml the *!rat£gi [tower of convening special 
meetings if needful, hat establishing one Ekklcsin

had been convoked during the interval between 
Siilnn and P<si*3slr*itttn. we rannul exactly h.h— 
probably hut seldom during Hie year. Hut under the 
Pejsharatifte, its ton vocation had dwindled down 
into nn inoperative formality; and the riNOftahludl- 
ment of it by Kleistlicn&s, not merely with plenary 
deter nutting powers, hut also under full notice utid 
prepnnitkiii of matters beforehand, together with 
the best wcurilied liir orderly procedure, was in 
itself .1 revolution impressive to the mind of every 
Athenian citizen, la rt iidei Hie KklJvdn i iJirieiit,, 
it was indiujfemnblc that iti meeting* should he 
both frequent and free. Men thus became trained 
to tlie duty both of sfieakcrs and hearers, otid each 
imm, while he fell that he exercised his aha re of 
influence ou the decision, identified hia own sure tv 
and happiness w ith the vole of the majority, and 
become ftiuiiliarUcd with (he uuriim ol a ■sovereign 
authority which lie neither could nor ought to resist* 
This is an idea new to Hu- Athenian bosom . ami 
with it csrac the reeling* NfKtifjf^ free speech and 
cLjuul law—won la which no Athenian citizen ever 
mtrrward* hunt unmoved , together with Unit v uti- 
ment ol the entire commonwealth as one and indivi¬ 
sible, which always overruled, though it did nut sup¬ 
plant, the load ami can tonal special tics, It is not 
tun much to say that these patriotic and ennobling 
impulses were u new product in tin. Athenian ulimi 
to which nothing analogous occur h even in tin- time 
of Solon. They were kindled in part doubtless by the 
lining reaction against the i Visit! mu ids but still

Ub name makes less figure in history (him we should 
expect, because he passed for flic mere renovator 
ei Salon's scheme of govern ft) tint after it. bad been 
over throw n by tfciaiftl ratiu. Probably he hiuuudf 
professed this object, since it would fiieihtnilc the 
success of hie propositions : and if we confine our* 
aetves to the letter i '■ the case, tin fuel id in a ar--.it 
incusure true, since the* MDttul senate and the 
Kkhh-sm urv bolli Solomaii—but both of them 
under his reform were clothed ill totally new dr- 
cumstances, ami swelled into gigantic proportions. 
[Jow vigorous was the hut si u) Athenian eullm- 
siiistn, altering iiistniitancously the position of 
Atlicus among the powers of dreccrc, wc ahull hear 
presently from tin; lips of Herodutiia, and shall 
find stilt more uncpiivocally marked in the farts 
or his lustory. 

Hut it was not Only (In people form idly iusttilled 
m their KkUesin, who received frurn Klcis them's 
Uil* real attribute - of sovereignty—it wua by him also 
(hat the people were first called ittlu direct action ns 
dtlutsts or jurora. l hove already remarked, that

At least there was no obvious absurdity in 
thinking so ; and the Dokimhay excluded from the 
cQicc men of notoriously discreditable life, even 
after they might have drawn the successful lot. 
I*erikl£»'» tltough chosen slrntfgus year after year 
successively, was never nrchon i and it may even 
he doubted whether men of first-rate talents and 
ambition often pve in their names for the office 
To those of smaller aspirations' it was doubtless a 
source of importance, but it imposed troublesome 
labour, gave no pay, and entailed :i certain degree 
of peril upon any archon who might have given 
offence to powerful men, when he came in pass 
through the trial of accountability which followed 
immediately upon his year of office 1 here was 
little to make the office acceptable either to very 
poor men, or to very rich and ambitious wen : and 
between the middling jicraons who gave in their 
names, any one might be taken without great prac¬ 
tical mischief, always assuming the two guarantees 
of tin? Dak irons}' before, and accountability after, 
office. This was the conclusion connected with 
the preference of lot over election—in my opinion 
a mistaken conclusion, and such as would find no 
favour lit present—to which the democrats of Athens 
were conducted by their fttrcttuaua desire to eqtuftttC 
the chances of office lor rich and poor. But their 
sentiment seems to have been satisfied by a partial 
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enforcement of ths lot lu the choice of Strait: office* 

—especially thearehons* m the prioiitivv duof ma- 
gjotrates ui the state;—without applying it to all, or 
to the mo*t rrHjHiMftibli' tunl rfitHculL Nor would 
they have applied it to the anrhons. if ii had been 
indispensably necessary I lint these mugi* irate* 
shuuM return tlidr original very serious duty of 
judging dispute* and condemning, odernluns.

theory of being exclusively governed by men of 
wraith mid station as individual in Bg istrates—es|>c- 
cblly since many of the ncwlv-eiilrmichised citizens* 
had been previously metier and shaves. Indeed it 
b tu hr added* tlufet even under ilir full democracy 
of Inter Athene, though the people hud iben become 
passionately attached to the theory of equal udmis- 
sibiliH or all citimra to office, yet m practice, poor 
men eddom obtained office whiclt wcn> decried by 
the general vote, a* will appear more fully m the 
counts iit tins history 1 .

I tun also inclined lo believe that the seiiiile ul 
Five Hundred u» constituted by KleistW£* wue 
taken, not by election, hut by lot, from the ten 
tribes—and ilmt every citizen became eligible lu il 
Election fur this purpose—that is. the privilege or 
.mniiiilty tried mg n hatch of titty senators all ut 
iinec by each tribe—would probably be thought 
more Iroublosomr limn valuable : nor do we hear oJ 
separate meetings of each tribe for purpose- of elec¬ 
tion. Moreover the office of senator was u col- 
Irctivi:. uni an imli vidua!office; the shock therefore 
to the feelings of temi-damocnitiicd Athens, from 
the unpleasant idea of a poo r innn sitting among the 
fifty pnt.uics, would hi k»t than if they conceived 
him as poleuuirdi at the head of the right wing ol 
the army, or as an srclmn administering justice. 

A farther difference between the coustitutiou VI 
Solon and that of Kkistheu&i■» to he found in the 
position, of the senate of Areopagus. Under the 
former, that sdiudu hud beet) I hi principal body in 
the stmt 1 , and h had even enlarged it* powers, 
under the luUei. il most have been treated at brain* 
mi enemy and kept down. Fur as it was composed 
only of all the past archons, and nv during the pre¬ 
ceding thirty years every urchnu bail been a crea¬ 
ture n| the Peibi it r;i tills, I he Arcupagitd collec¬ 
tively must have been both hostile mid odious to 
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Kleisthnus and In* partkaiw—perhaps a fraction 
of jfi ■iiL'iLibci 1 ^ might even retire into exits with 
liippi:u< ilk influence must Lave been ssttsihly 
leaned by the chtinge of party, until il came to 
bp gradually rilled by fresh arcbons springing Irtmt 
the hiisimi of the kles-ihencan eutisiitntiiiti. Bui 
during this important interval, the tiew-mci'MEed 
spume of Five ] lurid ml and the popular assembly 
stepped into that ascendency which they never 
afterward* lost. Prom the time at' Kleiftbcndc for¬ 
ward. ihe Areopngites cease to be the chief and 
pniiuinmt power in the stale - yet they are *StU 
ton a i durable ; uud when the second till id lilts demo- 
LTatiod tide took place, alter the battle of Platma, 
ihcv become the focus of that which was ll.en con¬ 
sidered as the party of oligarchical resistance. I 
have already remarked that the archons during the 
inter mediate time about fiiJtt—477 n.c.> were all 
elected by the ek Litvin. not chosen by Lit— and that 
the fourth (or poorest and most numerous) class uti 
the census were bylaw then ineligible; white election 
at Athens, even when every citizen without excep¬ 
tion was nn elector and eligible, had a iiMiuul Irm- 
dviicv to full upon men of wealth and eta turn. We 
thus mk? how it happened that the past arc bon a. 
when united in the senate of Areopagus, infused 
into that body the sympathies, prejudices, and in¬ 
terests, of the richer clnsses* It win tlii* which 
brought them into conflict with the umre democra- 
tical party headed by iVnklda and Ephhlles, m 
time-, when jnoriioiiB til the KleHthcnean tomtit u- 
tion bud come t« be discredited as* loo much im¬ 
bued with oligarchy 
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One other remarkable institution, distinctly 
scribed to Kleisiiienfls, yet reumiiie to be noticed 

_tljt oatrneUm ; u[«m which i have already made 

some remarks 1 in ttmehing upon tM memorable 
S<iloniim proclamation sipirurt MuirctlUy in a 
tiern. it is hardly too much to tayi that without 
ibis protective process none of the other jushlu- 
Lions would have reached, maturity. 

By tlie ostracism a citizen was banished without 
special accusation, trial, or defence, for a ter® *& 
ten years—subsequently diminished to live, His 
property was not taken away, nor hia reputation 
tainted : so that the penally corniced solely in the 
banishment from bis native city to some other 
Greek city. As to reputation, the os*racism was 
a compliment rather than ot herwise’ 1 ; and so it was 
vividly fell to by. when, about ninety years alter 
Kleisthenfs, the conspiracy between Nikias and 
Alkibiadfla fixed it upon Uypcrbohis, ’l he two for¬ 
mer bn •! both rcoomraeuifeii the taking of an ostra¬ 
cism* vote, each hoping to cause the bains hmciit 
of the Other * but beforr the day arrived, they 
accommodated the difference.

To prevent power¬ 
ful men from attempting usurpation wa& therefore 
of the greatest possible moment; and tr despot or 
an oligarehv minht exercise preventive means at 
pleasure’, much sharper than the wlrtmisui, such 
as the mansion Lion of KimoD, mentioned in my lust 
chapter us directed by the l\n sis l rut ids. At the very 
kart, they might send away any one, from whom 
they apprehended attack nr danger, without incur- 
ring even so much l- the imputation of seventy.

Against this chance of internal asswhnla Klei- 
»thcn£g bad to protect the deraorralical constitn- 
lj, on .—first. by throwing impediments in their way 
and rendering it dUfieuit for them to procure the 
requirite support;■ next, by dimiaittog Uieia Wore 
any violent projects were ripe for execution. 1 o do 
cither Lht one or Hie i Alter, it wu necessary to pro¬ 
vide such a constitution as would not only conciliate 
the good will, but kindle the passionate attachment, 
of the mass of citizens, insomuch that not even 
jiny considerable minority should be deliberately 
inclined tu alter it by force. It was necessary to 
create in the multitude, and through them to force 
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upon the lead ins; ambitious mun, that rare and dif¬ 
ficult aentitiiDrtt which wet may term a constitutional 
morality a [mra mount rcvemico for the forms of 
the mmatitotum, enforcing obedience to the .iniho- 
filics iii'tiii lt uiuln ami within those forms, yet 
combined with the habit or open speech, ul actiOD 
siitijfct only to definite legal control, and iiiire- 
strained censure of ihosc very authorities as to all 
their public m i s—<"u m billed too with a perfect con¬ 
fidence in the bo*om of every citizen, amidst the 
bitterness of party contest, (hot the forms of the 
constitution will he not sacred in the eyes of 
his opponents than in bis own, Thil co-existence 
of freedom and self-imposed restraint—oi obedience 
li» authority with unmeasured censure of the per¬ 
sons exercising it—may hi- foil ml in the ari-incratry- 
of England, (since about as well as in the de¬ 

mocracy of the American United Slates; and be¬ 
cause we are inmilinr with it, wc are apt !□ sup¬ 
pose it a natural sentiment; though there seem to 
be few sentunents more difficult to establish and 
diffuse among a community, judging by the expe¬ 
rience of history ’A *■■ may sec bow imperfectly it 
exists at tin* day in the Swiss Cantons; and the 
many violences of tlie first French revolution illus¬ 
trate, among various other lesson*, the fatal effect* 
arising from its absence, even among a people high 
in the scale of intelligence. Vet the diffusion of 
such constitutional morality, not merely aiming the 
majority of any community, hut throughout the 
whole, is the indispensable condition oi a jiuvern- 
meni at once free and jieacsable; «im* *t*r 
powerful and obstinate minority may render the 
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working of free 'mstilutiuiw impracticable, without 
brine rtrwng M«b * conquer ardency for 
thcuudve*- Nothing h*» Ihon unanimity, or s° 
overwhelming a majority sis to be lanlamoim to

nipt ion. Whatever measure of cund guv'eminrnt 
couJJ not be obi,tilled in that wiiv. could uut f in 
their opinion, be obtained at all. 1 shall illustrate 
the Athenian proceedings on tLii?t head more fully 
when ] tome to fjn-uli of tlm working of tln-jr mu- 
lure democracy ; meanwhile, in respect to thi* 
grand prelection of the nascent democracy—the 
vote of ostracism—It will lie fmmd lli.il the securi- 
H* w devised by Kh i-f Isrin *, fur making I he sen- 
effect u;d against llu* re idly (iaugcratis man 
and against no one el>e, display uni Ie-ss fortnghl 
lban pulrinlisru. The main object wan,, in render 
the voting an expression of deliberate public feel, 
ing, hs distinguished Jrotu meie factious antipathy j 
tlie large minimum of votes required (one fourth m 
the entire cituten population) went for to ensure 
this effect-—the mure so, ^it)ce each vote, takt-n as 
it was m a ses-rrt manner, counted nne^tirri■rally 
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for the expression of si gtnnin* end independent 
sentiment, mul could neither he coerced nor bought. 
Then again, Klds«mi& did mrt permit the process 
of ostracising to be opened againsl any one citiven 
exclutiiVely. It Opened at all, every one without 
exception was exposed to (he sentence ; so that the 
friends of Tlieinistoklc* could not invoke it ugain&t 
ArUteidts 1 , nor Lhose of the [otter nguinst the 
former, without exposing their owu leader to the 
same clumiT of exile. It wan not likely to be in¬ 
voked al all, therefore, anti! exasperation had pro¬ 
ceeded mi fur as to render both ponies insensible to 
ibis chance—the precise index ul that growing in¬ 
terned ve hostility, which the ostracism prevented 
irom codling to a head, .’'sor could it even then 
In ratified, unless a case was alidwn to convince I lie 
more neutral portion of the senate and the ekklesio : 
moreover, idler nil. tin- ukklraia did not itself c*tra* 
rise, but si future day was tunned, mid the whole 
body of tlie citizens were solemnly Invited to vote. 
It wns in this way that security was taken not only 
for making the ostracism effectual in protecting the 
constitution, hut to hinder it from being employed 
for any other purpose. And we must recollect that 
it exercised its tutelary influence not merely on 
then.,; occasion* when it was actually employed, hut 
by the mere knowledge that it might be employed, 
and by the rest raining'effect which that knowledge 
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produced on the conduct of 1 be great men. Again, 
the os!racism, though cMantiiilJy of an exceptional 
nature, was yet an exception sanctified and limited 
by the coma inn if. n itself; so (hut the citizen, ip 
^Ving his ostracising vute. did imt in my way de¬ 
port Iroiu tlir constitution or Imp in-, reverence for 
it. The issue placed beibre him,—" U there any 
jtnin whom you think vitally dangerous to the state ?

m-tly and legally. Hurl there been no ostracism, it 
might probably have been raised both indirectly 
mid illegally, on the occasion of some special im- 
puteil crime of a suspected poliiicnl leader, when 
accused before a court of justice—a perversion, 
involving all the in is chid 1 ni Lho ostracism, wiilimjl 
its protective benefits, 

t .irt as ii> t liken to divest tin ostracism of all 
painful consequence except abut was. inseparable 
Irum exile , axui this is not one of the Irnst proofs of 
the wisdom with which it was devised. Most cer- XlVu j. 
tainiy it never deprived the pubfic of candidates for 
|xilitkid influi nee 1 and win n we consider the tmall 
minimi uf individual evil which it inflicted—evil 
too diminished, in the cases of Kiiuou ami Arfotei- 
dfei, by u reactionary .centiment which augmented 
their subfrqueot popularity after return — two re¬ 
marks will he quite sufficient to offer in the way of 
justification. Flr^l r it com pie td y pr ml ticud its 
intended effect ; for the democracy grew up from 
infancy to man hood without it single attempt to 
overthrow it by force 1 —a lesull, upon which no 
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reflecting eontetnjKrtry of Kkiatluntfs could have 
ventured to calculate. Nest, through *iUL’ir tranquil 
working uf the dtnnocratical forme, a corwtituUottal 
morality quite sufficiently complete was produced 
amonc the leading Athenians, to enable the people 
after ft certain iimo (o dispense- with that wee]i* 
liquid security which the ostracism uft'ered’. To 
the nascent democracy. it wnft ab win Lely indispen¬ 
sable , to the growing v»1 militant, democracy, it 
was buIuLbo' ; but the full-grown democracy both 
could and did stand wit hunt it. The ostracism 
phagednpon Hyperbolus, about ninety years after 
K h'istbenis, was Uir last occasion of its employ¬ 
ment. And oven this can hardly Uu considered

No man treats this as any extravagant inj us Life, yet 
it is. the parallel of the ostracism—with a stronger 
case in favour of the latter, inasmuch as the change 
from one regal dynasty to another does not of ne¬ 
cessity overthrow all the collateral institutions amt 
securities ot the country. Plutarch has ultimicd 
that the ostracism aro'-e from the envy uud jealousy 
inherent in a democracy -, and not from justifiable 
fears—an observation often repeated^ yet not the 
hrs- demonstrably untrue. Not merely because os- 
tracism bo worked ns often to increase the inHuenca 
of that political lender whose rival it removed—hut 
still more, hecaune, if the fact had been iib Plutarch

ter «r the persona ostracised, plainly evinces ilmt the 
ostracism I mil heroine dissevered from that genuine 
patriotic prudence which originally rendered it both 
legitimate and popular. It Lmd served for two ge- 
iterations an me#tunable tutelary purpose—it lived 
to Ik twice dishonoured —and then passed, by uni¬ 
versal acquiescence, inlo matter ufLintory, 

A proves-. amdogouB to the ojiransm subsisted 
at Argos", at Syracuse, and iu some other Grecian 
democracies, Aristotle staled that it was abused 
for factious purposes : and at Syracuse, where it 
was introduced after the expulsion of the Gcliinian 
dynasty, Diodorus affirms that it wn* so unjustly 
and profusely applied, as to deter persons of wealth 
and station from taking any port in public aifuirs ; 
fur which reason it was speedily discontinued Wc 
have no particular'- to enable its lo appreciate this 
eencral statement. But wc cannot safely infer timt 
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because the ostracism worked on the whole well nt 
Athens, it must necessarily have worked well in 
other state7—the more sq as we Ho not know whe¬ 
ther it was surrounded with the same ]i recant injury 
funiiaJita'i, nor whether It even required the same 
large minimum of votes to make it clftctiv?. Thi» 
latter guarantee, so valuable in regard to an insti¬ 
tution essentially easy to abuse, is not noticed by 
Diodorus in his brief account of the Pdalistn—so 
the process was denominated at Syracuse 1 . 

Such was Lite first Athenian democracy, engea- s^iki-t 
dered as well by the rructUm .igaiim I liji|MiL» 3inl mr-Wh* 
hk dynasty ns by (Jit memorable partnership, who- 
thcr spontaneous or compulsory, between Kiel- 
sthenfs and the iin-francblsed multitude. It k to »» 
he distinguished boll; from the mitigated oligarchy 
established by Solon before, and from the full-grown 
and symmetrica J drmucraey which prevailed subse¬ 
quently after the begintiing of the fVlopoiuiL'&ian 
war, towards the clone of the career of Fcriklis, It 
was indeed n striking revolution, impressed upon 
the cilb*cn UOt IrS-i by the niMtittWtit* to which it 
appealed, than by 1 lie visible chant;!' which it made 
in political and serial life, lie saw himself mar¬ 
shalled in the irink-. nf hnplit*-. alongside of new 
companions in arms—hr was enrolled in a new re¬ 
gister, aud bis property m a ucw schedule, in bis 
deum aud by his demarch, an officer before unknown 
~he found the year distributed afresh, fur all legal 
pttrptk'C-, into tell parts bearing l ho name of pry- 
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tallies. each market l by n solemn and free-spokeo 
ekkJcsia at which be had a right to be present— 
that ekkJaua urns convoked mid presided by fteoa- 
tom called pry(mits, member* of a senate novel 
both us to number and distribution—bis political 
dudes were now performed as member of u tribe, 
designated by a name not before pronounced in 
common Attic life, connected with one of ten heroes 
whose statue* he now for the first time saw in the 
agora, and associating him with feUaw-triheracn 
from ail purls ol AtLicti All these <oid mimy others 
were sensible novelties, felt in the daily poHieediiigii 
oi the citizen. Hul the great novelty of nil was, 
the authentic recognition of Lhe Leu new tribes as a 
sovereign DAoup or people, apart from all special- 
ties of ph nitric or gentile origin, with free sjwech 
and equut laws returning no distinct urn except the 
lour i;hkaofs of the Soloniau pioj»erty-schedule with 
their gi a dill ions of eligibility. To a considerable 
proportion of citizens, this great novelty was 'fill 
luriber endeared by tlfp fuel ibul it had raised them 
out uf lire degraded position of met ms mid a I Lives ; 
while to the large majority of all the citizen*, it 
tutiiisrhed a splendid political idea, profoundly im¬ 
pressive to the Greek mind—capable ul coiling 
forth the mast ardent uitaduneut a* well Its the 
iuokL devoted sense of active obligation and obedi¬ 
ence. \\> huvt now m see bow their newly .created 
patriotism manifested itself. 

Kli*isl(ient v * and his new to u dilution carried with 
them *u completely the pupuiur favour, Llmf Uu- 
goras bad no other way of opposing it by 

caJlitig m the interIVretire of Kieanicu&s and the 
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Lacedaemonians. KletHimiifs Untuned the more 
readily to tins cult, ns he was reported to have been 
on an intimate fooling with, the wife of Isadora*. He 
prepared to come to Athens ; but his firai aim was to 
deprive the deirtOCmcy of Sts great lender Kicislhv- 
ute, who, as be bilging to the Alkmafluiii family, wan 
supposed to Up tainted with the inherited *in of his 
great-grindfallirr Mlegaklfo, the destroyer of the 
usurper Kyi An. tv Jen mends sent a bendd to Athens, 
dein Milling tin? ex pnlsh hi 11 of the accursed '*■—so I hia 
family were tailed by ihdr enemies, uttd so they con* 
tinueii to tie called eighty years afterwords, when the 
son it man ton vre was practiced by the LucetiRino- 
nian* of that (lav agonist Pmiklii. requisition 
bail been recommended by h agorae .and wag *o well- 
timed, Ihnl Klristltenfa, not venturing to disobey 
it, retired voluntarily . so that Kleonumtk. though 
arriving at At liens only with n small force, found 
master of llie city. At the instigation (if 
|«igoms, he sent into Catle seven hundred families, 
selected from the chief p&rtbtmK .ii KldathcmS 
JjL* next uttcmpi was lo dissolve the new senate of 
Five Hundred .mil pfaer the wliolt? government in 
the hands of three hurtdrcd adherent*, of tlu- chid 
whose cause he espoused Hut now was seen lire 
spirit infused Into the people by their new consti¬ 
tution. At the time of the first usurpation of Pti- 
fiistralus, the senute of that day Imd nut only nut 
resisted, but even lent themselves to the scheme. 
Blit the lien v-miTe of Klcisthet^s n sululcly refund 
to su ton it to dissolution, and the citizen * manifest ml 
thetnudves in u v,.it once su hostile and -o dc. 
terminud, that Kleemnmfci and lsngun» were alto- 
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gctlicr baffled. They were compelled to retire into 
the acropolis and stand upon the defensive j and 
this symptom of weakness was the sign a) for a 
general rising of the Athenians, who besieged the 
Spartan king on the holy rock. lie hud evidently 
come without any expectation of finding) or any 
mean a of overpowering, resistance; for at the end 
of two days big provisions were exhausted, and 
he was forced to capitulate. He and his Lwcil®* 
iiioniati*. as well as Isagoras, were allowed to retire 
to Sparta; but the Athenians of the party captured 
along with him were imprisoned, condemned', and 
executed by the people. 

Kteinthcafis. with the seven hundred exiled fami¬ 
lies, wa* immediately recalled, and his new Consti¬ 
tution materially strengthened by this first success. 
Yet ilie prospect ol renewed Spartan attack was 
sufficiently serious lo induce him to semi envoys 
to Artapliemis, the Persian satrap at Sardis, noli- 
citing the udmi^ion of Athens into the Persian 
alliance: he probably feared the intrigues ol the 
expelled Ilippins in tlie same quarter. ArtnphernCs, 
having Inst informed himself who the Athenians 
were, anil where they dwelt—replied that if they 
chose to send earth and water to the king ol Per* 
sia, thev might be received as allies, but upuu no 
other condition. Such Were the feeling# of alarm 
under which the envoys hud quitted Athens, that 
they went the length of promising this unqualified 
token of submission. Hut their countrymen on their 
return disavowed them with scorn and indignation*.

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It was at this time that the first connection began r >™‘. cn *- 
between Athens and the little fkcotiuu Lown of <«•»« 
FlnUea, situated on the northern slope of I he range jh«im " 
of Kith®non, between that mountain and the river 
AsApus—on ti»e road from Athens to Thebes - and 
it ia upon this first occasion that we become ac¬ 
quainted with the Bicotiatts and their politics In 
one of my preceding volume* 1 , the Ikeotiuu federa¬ 
tion has already been briefly described, as composed 
of some twelve or thirteen nuUmotnou* towns under 
the headship of Thebes, which was, or professed to 
have bcci>, their mot her-city- Plutaea had been (no 
the Theban* affirmed) their latest familial ion*; it 
was ill-used by them, autl discontented with the 
alliance. Accordingly, ns Kkomet^s was on hi* 
way hack from Athens, the PI a lira ns took the op¬ 
portunity of tiddrejStng themselves to lum, craved 
the protect ton of Sparta against The Ires, and sur¬ 
rendered their town and territory without reserve. 

The Spartan king having no motive to undertake 
a trust which promised nothing but trouble, advised 
them to solicit the protection of Athens, us nearer 
and more ueee&stbk for them in case of need. He 
foresaw that this would embroil (he Athenians with 
Becalm; and such anticipation was in fact his chief 
motive far giving the advice, which the Hut scans 
followed. Selecting an occasion of public sacrifice 
at Athens, they despatched thither envoys, who sat 
down as suppliant* at the altar, surrendered their 
town to Athens, and implored protection against t*™ 4 *- 
Thebes. Such an appeal was not to be resisted, 
and protection was promised : it was *000 needed, 
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Cut the Thebans invaded the 1'lata 1 * 3 fin territory, and 
an Athenian force maieht d to defend it. Settle 
was about to be joined> when the t ufuilliisi^ in* 
lerposed nil it ibeir mediation, which wns accepted 
|>v holli parties. They decided altogether in favour 
of Platan, pronouncing that the Thebans lnui rso 
right to employ force against any acceding mem¬ 
ber of the Bceotiw federation 1 . But llic Thebans, 
finding the decision Against them, refused to abide 
by it, ami attacking the Athenians on their return, 
sunttrined a complete detent: the latter avenged 
this breach oi faith by joining to Pbda-ii the por¬ 
tion of Theban territory' south of thu AfcAptts, anti 
making that river the limit lietwcen the two. Ik 
such success, however, the Athenians gained no¬ 
thing, except the enmity of Breotia— us Klcomcnds 
hail foreseen. Their ullimi'-L with PlaLma, lung-con¬ 
tinued, and presenting in the course of this history 
several incidents touching 1u our sympathies, will 
bo found, if jf# except one splendid occasion *, prtj-

Hut when the allies came 
ti> know (tie purpose for which they wen? to Ik? em- 
pluycd, a spirit of draatiafactiOD manifest ml itself 
among them. They had no unlrn'iidk wuLhiietit 
towards Athens; and the Corinthians especially, 
favourably disposed rather than otherwise towards 
that city, resolved lu proceed no farther, withdrew 
their contingent from the camp, and returned home. 

At the same lime, king Dcmonttus, either sharing 
in the general dissatisfaction or moved by some 
grudge agniiui his cnlleugae which hud (tut before 
manifested itself, renounced the undertaking also. 

Arid these two crumple*, operating upon the pre¬ 
existing sentiment nf the allies gimerally, «w»ed 
the whole camp to break up and return home with¬ 
out striking a blow 1 . 

We may her« remark that this w the first in- fawny* 
stance known in which Sparta ajipcoin in act a ~ l-iam « 
recognised head of tut obligatory PdopoDnetjua 
ulliMiK*. summoning continents from the cities 
to he placed under the command of her king.

Another con sequence of some moment arose nut hwwta 
of this victory. Tins Athenians planted a body of »'<ikn«r 
1000 of their citizen* *a Klfcrttchi {lut-hohkw) or iViw'w. 
settlers upon the lands of the veal thy Cbalkidian 
oligarchy called the Uippobotsp—proprietors pro¬ 
bably hi the fertile [duin of 1/Ionium between 
C’hnlkiB and Eretria. This is a system which w* 
shall find hereafter extensively folio wed out by the 
Athenians in the days of their power ; partly with 
the view of providing for their poorer citizen*— 
partly u> serve as gamaon among a population 
either huntile or of doubtful fidelity- These Attic 
KWnichs 1 cun hud no other name by which to 
speak of them) did not lose their birthright os 
Athenian cither: they were uni colonists in the 
Grechin sense, and they are known by a totally 
different name—but they corresponded very nearly 
to the colonics formally planted out on the con¬ 
quered lands by Rome. The increase of the poorer 
population was always more or less pain fully felt in 
every Grecian city. Fur though the aggregate popu¬ 
lation never seem* to have increased very fast, yet 
the multiplication of children in poor families caused 
the subdivision of the smaller lots 01 land, until at 
hist they became insufficient for a maintenance, 
uud the persons thus impoverished found it diffi¬ 
cult to obtain Aubautcnee in other ways, more 
especially as the labour for the richer classes wn» 
so much performed by imjtorted slaves, Don hi lew

commented war against Athens without even iw 
decent preliminary of u herald and declaration 

Thi* remarkable embassy first brings us into ae- 
qwdnunos with ti* Dwta of ^wMligurclu- 
tml, wealthy, commcrdol, and powerful at sou, even 
\t% the earliest days ; more aonlogoiia to CorniUi 
than to any of the other cities called l>or«u>. The 
hostility which they now begun wHfcnul provocation 
Bgmivsi Attains—repressed by Sparta nt the critical 
moment of the hatllc of Marathon—then again 
hreakiug out—and hushed for a while hy tho com- 
imm dangers of llu? Persian invasion under Xt i v 
was appeased only with the conquest of the island 
ubuut twenty years after that event, and with the 
expulsion liiid desWttetion of its inhabitants notne 
veans later. I here had been indeed, according to 
Herodotus 1 , a feud of great antiquity between 
Athens mid .Egimi-af which be gives the account 
ill U singular narrative blending together religion, 
politics rtjmsiliou of imcient customs, &c -but nt 

the linn: when the Thebmw aolidlad aid from 
.Egimt, the latter was nt peace with Athens. The 
jEghietangi employed lheir fleet, powerful for lhnt 
duv. m ravaging PluihJruui and the maolimc demes 
of Allien; nui had the Albeit in ns as yet any fleet 

fOTtai-r brllBTO ill* 'Itrwl Itrml proanr* **111 *rtnm .»f llw be- 
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to resist thuiii*. It h probable that live desired 
effect was produced, of diverting n portion of the 
Athenian force from the war against liceolia, and 
thus partially relieving Thebes. But Ihe war ot 
Athens against both of them coni min'd for a eon- 
tideruble lime, though we have no infnrmatiuu 
respecting its details. 

Meanwhile the attention of Athens was called 
off from these combined enemies by a more me¬ 
nacing cloud which threatened to hurst upon her 
from the side of Sparta. KleMMitfr and his 
countrymen, foil of resentment at the late inju¬ 
rious desertion of Efeuftis, wore yet more incensed 
bv the discovery, which appear* t<* hnvr Iwli Ihen 
recently made, that the Injunctions of the Delphian 
priesU'-K for the r* pul.-don of llippias from Alliens 
had been fraudulently procured 1 - Moreover like- 
inctuV. when shut up in the acropolis ot Atlwn-, 
with Ilgams, haul found there various prophetic* 
previously treasured up by the I'tiWtldtiili, many 
of which foreshadowed events highly disastrous to 
Sputa. Anil wink the recent brill kill mnnifctte- 
tions of courage, and repealed fictoriv*. on the 
part of Alberts, seemed to imitate that such pro 
phecies mi jit perhaps he realised—Sparta had to 
reproach herself, that, from the foolish and mis¬ 
chievous conduct of KJctwtwjtiGs# <be had undone 
the effect of her previous aid against the FasUtrn- 
■ ids, and thus loti that return of gratitude which 
ibr Athenians would otherwise have testified Un¬ 
der such impreMUOiw, the Spartan authorities took 
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the remarkable step of sending for ilipplss from 
liifi residence at Sigeium lo PeloponuMWi ami wl 
summoning deputies from all their allies lo meet 
him at Sparta. 

The convocation Unis sumtoaoed deserves no* 
lice as the commencement of a new itwa in Grecian 
politics. The previous expedition of KkomenCa 
against AtticaprtSWU to US the lirst known example 
uf Spartan headship passing from thenry into net; 
that expedition miscarried because the allies, though 
willing to follow, would not follow blindly, nor he 
niiiilc the instruments of executing purposes re¬ 
pugnant to their feelings Sparta hud new learnt 
the necessity, in order to ensure their hearty con¬ 
currence, of kiting Ilium know what she content- 
plated, so ns to ascertain at least that she liftd no 
decided opposition to apprehend- Here then is 
the third stage in the tqKMrtantWB* movement of 
Greece towards n systematic conjunction, however 
in,p<-{fed. of its riiflny auLonomous uuits. First we 
have Spartan headship suggested in theory, from 
a concourse of cire must on ce-i which altriirt to her 
the admiration of all Greece—power, unrivalled 
training, undisturbed antiquity, &£.; next, the 
tfacorv passes into act, yet rude and shapeless; 
lastly, the act become* clothed with formalities, 
and preceded fay discussion and cklcmiinaiioii. 
The lirst convocation of the allies at Sparta, for the 
purpose of having a committi object submitted to 
their consideration, mnv well ht regarded as an 
important event in Grecian political history. The 
proceedings at the convocation ore no tees import¬ 
ant, as on indication of the way m which the 
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Greeks of that duy fait and nrted, and must be 
borne in mind ns a contrast with time# Iwreaflcf 
to bo described. 

Hippi.is having hern preheated to the assembled 
olitea. the Sparlans rntpruMcd their anrrow fur Ini* whto 
viog dethroned him—their resentment nnd alarm ttMim. 
at the newborn insolence of Athena 1 t already tasted ^ 
by her immediate neighbours, and menacing to 
every slate represented in the convocation—end 
their aturicly lu iV'-lOre Hip pins, no! less as a re* Kr 
partition for past vminc. (bun a* a means, through i B -, aim 
bit rule, of keeping Athens tow 1 and depend git. SortlL 
Hul the proportion, though cmnniitnig from s*part», 
was listened to by tile nilwith ,ntrtmiimou sen¬ 
timent uf repugnance, 'They had no sympathy for 
Nippies—no dislike, still less any fear, of Athens— 
and n profound detestation of the character of » 
despot. The spirit which had animated the armed 
contingents at Eleusis now re-appeared among the 
deputies at Sparta, mut the GodhlMuni again took 
Lhe initiative, Their deputy Sofikos protested 
Bgnbflt llitr project in the tierecsi uml most imlig- 
(mft! hlrnrti: no JungUngt can hi stronger than thul 
of the long harangue whjch lierndotun puts into his 
rtbuth, wherein the bitter nteclIccLitm* prevalent 
at Corinth respecting KypMAus and Peri under are 
poured forth. " Surely heaven ntid earth lire about 
to change places—the fall are coming to dwell on 
dry land, and mankind going to inhabit the sen—— 
when you, Spartans, propose to subvert the popular 
governments, and to set up iu the cities thni wicked

il is, for yourselves at Sparta, and then force it upon 
Olivers if you esm you have not tasted its cal ami- 
lies as we have, and you lake very good care to 
kerji it away from yourselves We adjure you by 
the common Eod» of Hellas—(ilant not despots- in 
her cities: if you persist in a scheme so wicked, 
know that the Corinthians will not second yon/ 1 
Tltis animated appeal was received with a shout 
nf approbation and sympathy on the part of the 
jdlks. A El with one accord united with fioaikl^s in 
adjuring the Laced (eiiioniniisr " not to revolutionise 
any Hellenic city." No one listened to Hip puis 
when he replied, warning tbc Coritilliinns that the 
time would come, when they, more than uny one 
rise, would dread nnd abhor the Athenian demo¬ 
cracy , and wish the Pejsistraliibc back again, i fe 
knew well says Herodotus) thnt this would be. for 
he was belter uetpiatnled with the prophecies than 
any man. Hut no one then believed bint, mid lie 
was forced to take his departure back to 8igeiuni . 
the Spartant nnt venturing to espouse Ills cause 
uyriUf 1 st the determined sejitiinenl of the allies 1 . 
That determined sentiment deserves notice, be- 
cause it marks the present tone of the Hellenic 
mind, which will he found hereafter materially 
altered. Aversion to single-headed rule, with bitter 
recollection of men like Kypselus and Periandcr, 
are now the chord- which thrill in an ttsstctnblY of 
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Grecian deputies. The idea of a revolution (implying 
thereby a great and comprehensive change of which 
the party using tilt* word disapproves! coiniisU in 
suffetitilling a permanent One in place of (hose pe* 
riodicni magistrates and assemblies which were the 
cotuoiuu attribute of oligarchy mid dciudcncv * the 
antithesis between these East two is as vet in (ho 
background, nor does there prevail either fear of 
Athens or hatred of the Athenian dciiiner.tcy. But 
when we turn to the period immediately before tlie 
JYhipomiesimi war, we find the order of precedence 
between these two Mmtimtints reversed. The unli. 
inuinirchiral fediiiy has not perished, hut has been 
overlaid by other and more recent political ami pa- 
tMi»—the oulithcsh between dvmncffun and oli¬ 
garchy having become, not indeed the only senti¬ 
ment, hut the uppermost sentiment, ill the minds 
of Grecian politicians generally, and the soul of 
active party-movement. Moreover a hatred of tho 
moat deadly character has grown up agamsi Athens 
and her democracy, especially in tin gntmLmns nl 
those vt-ry CorinLbbh-- who nnw stand forward ru> 
her sympathising in ends. The remark able change 
of feeling here mentioned io nowhere «« strikingly 
exhibited uu when we raotnut the addrev- of the 
Corinthian Scmikifc just narrated, with the ag«ech 
of the Corinthian envoys at Sjmrta immediate]) an¬ 
tecedent to the Peloponnesian war. u* given to u* 
in Thucydides', It will hereafter be fully explained 
by the inicTmcdi.itc events, by the growth of Athe¬ 
nian power, and by the still more miraculous deve¬ 
lopment of Athenian energy.

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Stronger expressions eannul be found to depict 
tlie rapid improvement wrought in the Athenian 
people by their new democracy. Of course this 
did uut arise merely from suspension of previous 
cruellies, or better laws, or better acted ribt ration. 

These indeed were essential condition*; but die 
active transforming cause hern was, the principle 
and system oJ which such amendments formed the 
detail: the grand and new idea of Lhc sovereign 
People, composed of free and et) uni citizen*—or 
liberty nnd equality, to use words which so pn>- 
fnandly moved the French nation half a century 
ago- It was this cmnprehcusive political idea rir.« s,™ 
which «ctt‘d with electric effect upon the Athenians, HfuL™*. 
creating within them a host of sentiments, motives, 
sympathies, ami capacities, to which they had Iiefoit 
been strangers. Democracy in Grecian untifpiity 
possessed the privilege, not only of kindling on 
earnest ami unanimous iiUri: bine lit to the cutiati- 
tution in the bosoms of the citizens, but also of 
creating an energy of public mid private ucUun, 
such om rouhi never he obtained under ati oligarchy, 
where the utmost that could lie hoped fur was a 
passive acquiescence- mid obedience. .Mr. Burke 
has remarked that the mnss of the pcoptr are gc* 
ncrutly very indifferent about theories of govern* 
mc»t; but sue 1 1 indifference {although improve¬ 
ments in the practical working of all governments 
lend to fouler il> is hardly to be expected among 
any people who exhibit decided mental activity mul

Tilts is what even democracy did nut always 
du: but it was what no oilier government in Greece 
canid do i a reason alone sufficient to stump it ns 
the best go vent n tent, and prede tiling the greatest 
chance of bc-nericent results, for a Grecian com mu 
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nity. Among the Athenian citizens, certainly, it 
produced a strength and tuiiinimity of’ positive po- 
fiticiil sentiment, such a* has rarely been tsucti in 
Ihe history uf mankind, which exdtc-. our surprise 
and admiralloit the ninrv when we compart- if with 
tin* apathy which hail preceded—and which it l-vcji 
implied as the natural state of ihr public- mind 
in Solon's famous prndimintimi against neutrality 
in a sedition J , Because democracy happens to be 
mi pa lot a hie to roost modern reader.*, they have been 
ncccwlomrd U> look upon the- intimi rtF here de¬ 
scribed only in its least honourable mamfestaiiuriK— 
in the caricatures of Arid top hands, or m the empty 
common-place? of rbrloriml drdmmrr*. Hut it is 
nut in this way that the force,, the enrnrstness, ur 
the binding value, of dcmocratral Bentinietil at 
Athens is to In: moa-un I. Wr imiHt listen to if a* 
it comes from the lip? id Hcriklte*, while he is stre¬ 
nuously cufordnr: upon the people those active 
duties f«r which it both implanted the >tnim|u. 
and supplied the courage : or from [lie oligarchiesJ 
Nikias in the harbour of Syracuse, whrn he is en¬ 
deavouring tu revive tin- courage of his despairing 
troops fur mic Inst death*struggle, and when he 
appeals to their dt-moemtical patriotism ns to the 
only flume yet alive and burning even in that mo¬ 
ment of agony 1 .

Ltie bulk of the citizens . am! we slutll observe even 
more memorable evidences of the same phuMwmtcnon 
in tracing down (ho history front KlebthenGfl to the 
vnd of the Peloponnesian war: we -bid! trace a 
series of events nuU motives eminently calculated 
to stimulate Hint sell-impend labour and discipline 
which llie early democracy hod first railed lorth- 
But when we advance farther down, from the re¬ 
storation hi the democracy after the Thirty Tyrants, 
to ilic time ol Dt-mnethetite— i\ venture upon 
brief anticipation, iu the conviction that one period 
of Grecian history cun only bu thoroughly under¬ 
stood by contrasting it with another—we shall 
find a sensible Change in Athenian patriot ism. The 
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active sentiment of obligation becomes comjinm- 
ti vfly inoperative . the citizen, it is Iruc, has a keen 
sense cjf the value o: (he democracy its protecting 
11 im find ensuring to him valuable rights—and 
bo h moreover willing to perform lti@ ordinary 
sphere of Jiund duties towards it: hut he looks upon 
it a* a tiling established, slid capable of miiiutuiii- 
ifig itself m n duo measure of Ibrrigti ascendency, 
without any H«ch personal efforts as those which 
his foref.ilhers cLeorTtiJly imposed upou themselves 
The oraliunx of DcmostlicujOs eon Inin md turn holy 
prooln Ilf Kuril iiltem) tone nl patriotism—of that 
languor, paralysis, and waiting for others to art, 
which preceded the vnt.L strophe of Chicroiiein, nut- 
withstanding mi uirabuted aumdimeut to the de¬ 
mocracy iis a source of protection and good govern¬ 
ment That iunjc preternatural activity which the 
all re* of Spiii-tji, at ihe beginuint: uf tin- Pdojam- 
nesian war, both denounced and admired m the 
Athenians, is noted by the orator us uow belonging 
to their enemy Philip. 

Such variations in the scale of national energy 
pervade history, modern as well as andeiiL. Itirl 
in regard to Grecian history, e*prct*Hy, they can 
never l« overlooked. Fur a certain measure, not 
only of positive political attachment, but: also of 
active self-devotion, military readiness, and jivr- 
effort, was the i mi t spunsable condition ol 
mam tinning I Id Ionic autonomy, cither in Athens 
uj elsewhere , and became so mure than ever when

During the half-century hnmttimuly preceding the 

IhUIIc of Chfftoucia, the Aibeniww had Uist 
remarkable energy which (kirnguishcdihem during 
tl.c first centonr of their democracy, and had fallen 
ranch more nearly to a level with the other Greeks 
in common with whom they were obliged to y.eld 
to the pressure of n foreign enemy. I here briefly 
notice their hut period ot'lnngnor, in contrast wdh 
the first burst of democrat i cal fervour under K .lei - 
stbends now opening— a feeling, which will l« Sound, 
as we proceed* to continue for a longer period than 
could trove been reasonably anticipated, but which 
ws* ton high-strung to become «t perpetual and m * 
here nt attribute of any community. 


CHAPTER XXXXJ, 


RISE Of THE PEUstAX EMflHft—CVBL'S 

Is the preceding chapter I have followed t hi history 
of Cent ml Gn-cce very nearly down to the point at 
Which the history of the Asiatic Greek* becomes 
blended with it, and fitter which the two streams 
bee in to flow to a threat degree in the same channrl- 
I now revert to the nffnirs of the Asiatic Greeks, 
acid of the Asiatic king* ns con 1111'lid with them, at 
the point in which they were left iu my seventeenth 
chapter. 

The concluding facts recounted in that chapter 
were of sad and serious moment to Lhc Hellenic 
world. The lonn and JJolit Greeka on lhc Asiatic 
const had been conquered nnd made tributary hv 
the Lydian king Crete-us; “down to t but lime [says 
Herod ulus) all Greeks had been free,“ Their con- 
ipnTor CTffiaus, who nsremded the throne in £60 
n.<:\, appeared 10 he at I he summit of human pros¬ 
perity mid power iu hi* unassailable capital, and 
with Ins count less treasures at &mlU. Ilis domi¬ 
nions com prised nearly the whole of Asia Minor, 
us fur as the river Dalys to the cast; on the other 
side of that river began the Median monarchy 
under hie broth cron-law Asiyagcs. extending east¬ 
ward to some boundary which we cannot define, 
but comprising in u Miuth -eastern direction Pen?is 
proper or Parsi stats, ttnd separated from the Kfcsiam 
and Assyrians on the west by the line of Mount 
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Zagros ihe present boundary-line between Persia 
and Turkey). Babylonia, with its wondrous city, be* 
tween the Euphrates and the Tigris, was occupied 
by the Assyrians or Chaldeans, under their king 
LiibymHus: a territory populous and fertile, partly 
by nature, partly by prodigies ol' labour, to a degree 
which makes us mistrust even an honest eye-witness 
who describes it afterward* in its decline—but which 
was then in its most nourishing condition. The 
Chaldseau dominion under LabyuStos reached to 
the borders of Egypt, including us dependent terri¬ 
tories both Judma and Plienicia. In Egypt reigned 
the native king Atouis, powerful and affluent, sus¬ 
tained in his throne by a largo hotly of Grecian 
mercenaries, and himself favourably dhlpouNl to 
(livciao commerce and settlement. Both with 
Lub y net us and w-ith Anmws, CiciHUS was on terms 
of alliance; and os Astyagfe was his brut her-in-law, 
the four kings miidit well be deemed out ot the 
reach of calamity. Vet within the space of thirty 
Tears or a little more, the whole ot their territories 
had become embodied in one vast empire, under 
the son of an adventurer as yet not known even hy 


name. 

The rise and lull of Oriental dynasties has been 
in all times distinguished by the same general fea¬ 
tures. A brave and adventurous prince, nt the head 
of a population ut once poor, warlike, and greedy, 
acquires dominion—while his successors, abandon¬ 
ing themselves to sensuality and sloth, probably 
also to oppressive and irascible dispositions, become 
in process of time victims to those -ame qualities 
iu a stianget which had enabled their own lather 
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to seize the throne. Cyrus, the great founder uf *■' 
the Persian empire, fiisi the Mthjcct and afterwards irAWTUurtj 
the {Icthitn icr of the Median A *r vault's, corresponds L-r,i,r ; . J lT 
to titiy general description, n* fur ui jeaal os we can 
pretend la know his history. For in (ruth, t-veu 1 lie 
■minjursis uf C yrus, after be became ruler of Media, 
are very imperfectly known whilst the fact* which 
preceded bis ri&e up to that sovereignty iannul he 
said to lie known at all : we have to choose between 
different accounts at variance with each oilier, and 
of which the must complete and detailed is 9 Inin pud 
with .ill the character of romance. The CyrajMwhn 
oi Xenophon is riicuiaiulik and interesting, con¬ 
sidered with reference to the Greek mind, mid tu 
u philosophical novel’: that it should have been 
■pioted an largely a* authority on matters of history, 
is only one proof mining uinuy how eas'd v LUillmrs 
have heat i-urirlivcl as to the eiaentialni of historical 
evidence. The narrative given by Herodotus <il 
the relations between Cyrus ami A jt vases, agree¬ 
ing with Xenophon in Jitllr more than the fact that 
it makes Cyrus son of Knmbys^s and Man da nr and 
gnmdeou o| Asfvugfis. goes even beyond Lhe story 
uf Uomtiitis and Rctnu- m respect Ui tragical ind- 
rlcriil- and contrast. Aftjragfiv, alarmed by a dream, 
fond cimis the new-horn infant ui his daughter 
Mundane iu he exposed: Ihirpagus, to whom the 
order is given, delivers the child to one uf the royal 
herdsmen, who expose* it in the mountains, where 
(L is miraculously suckled by u hitch * Thu# pro-

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served, and afterwards brought up a$ the licrdi- 
man's dilld, Cyrus tnnmfcsl* great superiority both 
physical [md mental, is cH»i#cn king in play by I Ilf 
boys. Qj tlic village, and in tins capacity severely 
chastises the son of one of the courtiers ; for which 
offence he is carried before ABtyfig&h who recognises 
him for lub grandson, bui is assured by the Magi 
that his dream is ouU and that he bus im farther 
danger to apprehend from the hoy—and ih endure 
perm its him to live. With Harpattus, however. 
AstyftsH is exticmely incensed, for not having 
executed ids orders: he causes the sou ui Hitrpa- 
gus to Ue slain, mid served up to be eaten by Ins 
unconscious father at a regal banquet. The futlie r, 
apprised afterwards of the fact, dissembles his 
feelings, but conceives u deadly vengeance against 
A-lviti;mr ibis ThyesUan Weak lb penmades 
Cvtu-r, who has been sent back to his father and

Such are the heads of n beautiful mi mi live which 
is given at some length in Herodotus, it will pro¬ 
bably appear to the reader sudideully romantic, 
though the historian intimates l list lie hull heard 
three other narrative- different from it and that all 
were mure full of marvels, :ut well as in wider circu¬ 
lation, than hi» own, which lie had borrowed from 
some unusually sober-minded flatfs&n informants 1 - 
tn what points the uthcr three stories deported from 
it, wi do mil hc.tr, 

To tht historian of Htdikartiassng, we have to iimufe*™ 
appose the physician of the neighbouring town 
Kuidur— K if sin-, wlm contradicted lierodutiw, nut 
without strong terms of censure, mi many point*. 
diuJ especially upon that which is the vary found a* 
tirju of the early narrative respecting Cyrus , fur be 
affirmed that Cyrus w«* noway n luted to Astyag&i*. 
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However indignant we may be with Kl&suti lor tlm 
disparagfeg epithets which be presumed to q'ply 
to nit historian, whose work is to us inestimable— 
we must nevertheless admit, that us surgeon in 
actual at teed note on king AriaxerxOs Mnumno, 
and healer of the wound inflicted on llial prince al 
Kunaxa by Jus brat her Cyrus the younger 1 , tie Uotl 
better opportunities even Uuui Herodotus of con¬ 
versing with sober-minded Persians; am! that Lhe 
discrepancies between, the two statements are In be 
taken as a pruuf of tire prorttlanon of discordant, 
yet equally accredited, hUiries. Hefodotu* himself 
was in fact compelled to choose one out of four So 
Hire ami Jute n plant is historical authenticity. 

That Cym- was the tinst Persian coiiijuerur, and 
that the space which lie overrun covered no less 
than fifty degrees uf lung it tide, from the boast uf 
Asia Minor to Lhe Ox us and the Indus, are facts 
quite indisputable ; but of the steps by which this 
was achieved, w« know very little. The native 
Persians, whom he conducted to an empire so im¬ 
mense, were an aggregate of seven agricultural, and 
four nomadic tribes—all uf them rude, hardy, and 
brave 1 —dwelling in a mountainous region, clot hell 
in skins, ignorant of wine, or fruit, or any of the

and the first phrotry or clan among the PHuargmiie 
were, the Achaftnenidit*. to whom Cyrus himijdr 
belonged. Whether hb relationship In llie Mercian 
king whom he dethroned was si matter of tact, or a 
politic fiction, we cunuut well determine. Hut 
Xenophon, in noticing the spacious deierled eilit*, 
Larbsa and Mcepila 1 —which hi. saw in his murdi 
with the Ten Thousand Greeks on lIic eastern side of 
the Tigris—gives ustouititendaiid that l he conquest 
of Media by the Pcrsiane was reported to him m 
having been an obstinate and protracted struggle. 
However this may be, the preponderance of the 
Persians was at tost complete; though the Mush- 
always continued to be the second nation in the 
atnpire, after the Ptsiainiia. properly so called ; and 
by early Greek writers the great enemy in the Kust 
fo often called “ the Hah*" sis well as ,J the Pur* 
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Binn." EUimlaiiii always continued to lie- one of the 
capital cities, ami the usual summer residence, of 
Urn kings of Persia ; Susa on the Chuaapds, on the 
Kisaian plain further southward, and east of the 
Tigris, being llieir winter abode. 

Tcmiorr®! The vast spume of country comprised between the 
Indus on the east, l lie Ox us and Caspian Sea to the 
fSkl"* north, the t’mian Gulf and Indian Ocean to the 
south, anil ilie line of Mount Zagros to the wcat— 
appears to have been occupied in these times by a 
great variety of different tribes and people, but ill 
or most of I hem belonging to the religion of Zoro¬ 
aster, ami spiking dialects of the Zend language 1 . 
It was known nimmgst its iiihubibints by tlio com¬ 
mon naam of Iran or Anni it is, m i1> central parts 
at least, a high, cold plateau, totally destitute of 
wood and scantily supplied with water; much of it 
indeed is u sail and sandy desert, unsusceptible ot 
culture. Parts, of it arc eminently fertile, where 
water can hr procured and irrigation applied; and 
scattered masses of tolerably dense population thus 
grew'up, But cotuirruii^of cultivation ii not prac¬ 
ticable, mid tn ancient times, ns at present, u large 
proportion of the pnpulnUon of Iran seems to hare 
consisted ui wandering or nomadic tribes with their 
tents and cattle. Tbe rich pastures, and the fresh¬ 
ness, of the jiuiunier climate, in the region ol moun¬ 
tain and valley near Ek hat ana, ore extolled by rm>- 
deru travellers, just as they attracted the If real 
King in ancient times during the hut months. The 
mure southerly province called Persis proper ■ l <ir-

Iran protiuhty enabled the PrnuBrt ounqueftir with 
comparative case to extern! hie empire to the east, 
niter the oom^ncst of EklmlHfm » jiritl to become the 
full heir of tire Median kings. And if we may believe 
Kt&ias, even the distant province of Baktnn had 
been before subject to those kings; it nt first tc- 
smted Cyrus, but finding that he had become sou- 
in*law of Ast ysujtf* ns we*ll as master ot his person, 
it speedily acknowledged bis authority 

According to the representation of Herodotus, 
the war lnTwecn Cyrus nod CitJtsu® of Lydia begad 
short I v after the capture of AstyugiV;. ami before 
the conquest of Bakina*. Croesus was the assailant, 
wi-binc to avenge his brother do-law. tu urnM the 
growth of the Persian conqueror, and tu increase 
hts own dominion*: his more prudent councillor^ 
in vain representetI to him that lie bad little to 
gain, and much to lose, by war with a nation alike 
hardy and poor. He is represented as just nt that 
time recovering from llu* affliction arising out -d 
the denili of Ids son. To ask advice ol the oracle, 
before he took any fund decision, was a step 
which no pious king would omit : but in the present 
perilous question, Croesus did more—he took a pre¬ 
caution so extreme, that if his piety had not been 
placed beyond nil doubt hy hi* extraordinary muni¬ 
ficence to the temples, he miglii have drawn upon 
himself the suspicion of a guilty ncepticiam*. Be-

who speaks not. The smelt reaches UW nl a hard- 
skinned tortoise boiled in n copper with tomb's flesh 
—copper above and copper below." L'ttusus waa 
awestruck on receiving this reply. It doerUwd in 
exact detail that which he had been really doing, 
insomuch that he accounted the Delphian oracle 
and tlrnt of Amphiaraw the only trustworthy oracle* 
mi earth—following up these feelings with n I into* 
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caufet of the tna&t munificent character, in order to 
win the favour of the Delphian god. Not only were 
three thousand rattle offered tip, but there were 
further placed,upon a vast sacrificial pile, the most 
splendid purple robes mul tunica, togcthci' with 
couches and censers of gold and silver : to Delphi 
itself, also, were seal the richest presents in gold 
and silver—ingots, statues, bowls, jugs, &c. p the 
ante and weight of which we read with astonish¬ 
ment ; the more so as Herodotus himsell saw them 
a century afterwards at Delphi'. Nor was Crcesus 
altogether unmindful or Aropliinraufl, whose answer 
had been creditable, though less triumphnnl than 
that of tin- Pythian priestess. lit sent to Arnphl- 
araus a ^pear ami shield of pure gold, which were 
afterwards wen at Thebes by Herodotus : this large

mens ity of those which he tent to Delphi. 
a-wht The envoys who conveyed these gifts were in- 
fairtb attracted to ask at the same time, whether Crteras 
should undertake an expedition .igain.sl the J Vr- 
siane—and if so, whether lie should prevail on nny 
allies to assist him. Jn regard to the second tjn- 
lion, the answer both of Apollo and of Amphiarhus 
was decisive, neenmmeuding him to invite the alli¬ 
ance of the must powerful Greeks, In regard to the 
first and most momentous question, their answer 
was an remarkable fur circumspection as it had 
been before for detective sagacity: they tobiCriP- 
sus, that 11 if he invaded the Persians, he would sub¬ 
vert a might} monarchy.” Tbe blindness of Croeatt* 
interpreted this dec In ration into an u tiepin I hied 
promise of success. He sent farther presents to the

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oracle, and attain inquired whether his kingdom 
would be dumhk, " When <t mule blueII become 
binguf the Medea t replied the priestess), then imiat 
thou run away—la* not ashamed'." 

More assured than ever by such an answer, u< 
Crown* sen I to Sparta, under the Miigp Aumaiff ^a^IuT 
lirid&s uud Aristo* to tender presents mu! solicit 
their alliance*. His propcuitJon* were favuumbly 
mtertuim-d—the more so, as he had Iminre f^mlui- 
tuuslv furnished some gold to the LacedictumiLutMi, 
for a tluluc to Apollu. The alliance now formed 
was altogether general — no i:xpre »4 effort Iteinp >13 
yet demanded fmin them, though it sot in emm lu 
be, Uul the incident 1* to lie noted, as uturluiig the 
fiiwt plunge of the leading Grecian Mule into Asiatic 
politics: and that too without uuy of the generous 
Hellenic sympathy which afterwards induced Athena 
to send liar citizens across the /Kgcan. t tubus ivrw 
the master and tribute-exactor of the Asiat ic Greeks, 
whose contingents 'Cetiud li> hove formed purl of 
his army lor the expedition now contemplated ; mi

Immediately oh reaching Sardis lie despatched 
envoys to Lnhynfitus king of Babylon; to Amasjs 
nit: of K jy pi ; to the Lacedicmoniana, nod to other 
allies ; calling upon all oi them to send auxiliaries 
to Sardis during the course oi the liitli ooiuiDg 
month. In the meantime, lie dismissed all * he foreign 
troop* wlin hud Ini Ini’-id him into iCappadokin 1 . 

Hail tlu»c allies appeared, the war might perhaps 
Imv.- been prosecuted with success ; mid on tlm part 
of the Laced a? uu min ns ot least, there was no tardi¬ 
ness : for their ships were ready and their troops 
almost <m board, when the unexpected news reached 
them that Cmsas wa* already ruined ? Cyrus had 

foreseen and loresrullcd the defensive plan of his 
enemy. He pushed oil with his army to Sardis 
without delay, compelling the Lyiliuu prince to 
give battle with his own unassisted subjects. The 
upon and spacious plain before that town was* 
highly favourable tn the Lydian cavalry, which at 
that time (Herodotus tells w*l was superior to the 
Persian, But Cyrus devised n stratagem whereby 
this cavalry w rendered unavailable—placing in 
front of his tine the baggage camels, which the

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1 .yilinn liur>« could not endure either to Hindi or 
Lo behold The horsemen of Criesus were thus 
obliged to dismount; nevertheless they fought 
bravo]}" on foot, and worn noi driven into the town 
tiii after a «yvugimuiry combat. 

Though cun fined within the falli of his capital, 
{.Yirsus hud still good reason for hoping to hold 
out until tEie arrival of his allies, in a hum he sent 
pressing envoy 1 * of acetdunitiou; for Sardis was 
cuitsiileml imprcptlile—one MHltill bad already 
been repulsed, and the Persians would have been 
reduced to the slow process of blockade. Hut on 
the fourteenth day of the siege, iii riilitil did lor (he 
besiegers that which they could not have accom¬ 
plished either liy skill or force, Sardis was situated 
on mi outlying peak of the northern stile of! iiiiilu* . 
it was well-fortified everywhere except towards the 
nionnlatii. and on that aide, the rock was *0 pre¬ 
cipitous and inaccessible, that fortifications were 
1 bought nmnice-sary. nor did the iuhabi touts be¬ 
lieve assault lo be pwiblc. But llyinuulc*, a Per- 
ainn soldier, having occidental If seen one of Lite 
gam iui a «k-ru:uM&ng this precipitous rock to pick 
up hi-, he I met which hail rolled down, watched lii» 
opportunity, tried to climb up, and found it not 
impracticable. Others followed his example, the 
strung hold was thus seized first, mid the whole 
city was speedily taken by storm*. 

Cyrus bail given special orders in spare the life 
of Creams, who was aeonitliugly made prisoner, 
But preparations were made for a solemn and ter- 
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libk- spectacle. The captive king wua destined to 
lie burnt in chains, together with fourteen Lydian 
youths, on a vast pile of wood : and we arc even 
told that the pile was already kindled and the vic¬ 
tim beyond the reach of human aid, when Apollo 
sent a miraculous rain to preserve him, As to the 
general fact of supernatural interposition. in one 
way or another. HcrodoLua and Kf talas liolli agree, 
though they describe differently the particular mi- 
rtidrt, wrought*. It ifl certain that Cruisus after 
some tiiht was released and well-treated by hfS 
eunipicror. and lived to become the confidential ad¬ 
viser of the latter as well as wf his sou Kuiiihysf-> :

Crcc&us has so tie red 
tor tin sin of his fifth ancestor > CygesJ, »thu, con- 
spiring with u V.IHII4JJ, slew his ma»(rr mid wrung- 
fully seized the sceptre. Apolio employed nil his 
influence with the Mnem \ hates} lu obtain that Ihb 
flirt might be expiated hy the children of C'rwimia, 
and not hy Croesus himself; hut the Moem would 
grant nothing tuorc Ilian a postponement of the 
judgment fur three years, Let Crresua know that 
Apollo has thus procured for him a reign three

warning uf Solon i - tnadt to recur to Crtnsuft after 
ire ha® brer>iiu the prisoner of Cyrus, hi the narra¬ 
tive of Lieroilotus.

Wilt lhitu snatch my sup¬ 
pliant* from the temple itedt i 1 " Incihoshl by 
the rebuke, Artetmlikua replied—" .Master, thus

whither the envoys of Mawards followed and de- 
mam led him: offering a reward so cons id era Me* that 
the Kymajims brciwu fearful of trusting them, and 
again conveyed away the suppliant to Chios, where 
lie took refuge in the temple of Albihu' I'uliudni*. 
But here again the pursuers followed, and the 
Chians were persuaded to drag him from the tem¬ 
ple and surrender hi in, on consideration of receiving 
the territory of Alimens {a district oil the con* 
t incut over against the island of Lesbos i as pur¬ 
chase-money, Pnktyas was thus seized ami sent 
prisoner to Cyrus*, who had given the most express 
orders fur this rupture: hence the unusual inten¬ 
sity of the pursuit.

The fate uf Pi i Minn, similar hi the main, is given 
Ui us until more striking circumstance^ cd iletail, 
mul becomes III® mcafe interesting, since the enter¬ 
prising [Bonners who inhabited it luoi been the 
torch*hearers of Grecian geographical discovery in 
the west. i have already described their adven¬ 
turous exploring voyages of former clays inlu the 
interior of the Adriatic, unci along the whole north¬ 
ern and western coast* of the Mediterranean as fur 
ft3 Tnrtfiww* (the region around and adjoining to 
QhJJj)— togctln l r with the favourable reception 
given to them by old Afgantbflnius, king of the 
country, who invited them to immigrate ill & body 
to hU kingdom, otFeriwg them the choice of any 
site which they might desire. Ilia itwitailim was 
declined, though probably the Phikteans may have 
aohscquently regretted the refusal; and he then 
manifested his goodwill inwards them by a large 
present to defray the expense of constructing I'or- 
tificutions round their town 1 . The walls, erected 
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in purl by iliis aid, wore both extensive and well- 
built i vet I Uoy could not hinder Hurpij'rmi from 
raUing hih ttioim.U of earth up ugmin-t ilirm, while 
he Wilt politic enough al the s-unc time to tempi 
them with offers of u moderate eupiluktimi ; re- 
^uifing only Unit they shouid breach their wall* in 
out’ place by pirflirjg down one of the towers* and 
consecrate one building in the interior of the town 
a* n token ol subjection, To accept these terms 
was to submit them reives to the discretion of the 
besieger, for there could be no security that they 
would lie observer! ; .mi I the P) Juki mils, while they 
ns kef 1 for one day to deliberate upon tlmir reply, 
entreated that during that day lliirpiigus should 
withdraw lib; troups altogether from the iv.ili. 
With this demand the latter complied, intimniiug 
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-it the same time that lie flaw clearly through the 
meaning of it, Hie PhAkseans had determined that 
the inevitable servitude impending ever their town 
should not he shared by its inhabitants, mid they 
employed their day of grace in preparation for col¬ 
lective exile, putting oh shipboard their wives and 
children os well as their furniture and the moveable 
decoration# of their temple*. They then set sail tor 
Chios, leaving to the conqueror a deserted town for 
the occupation of a Persian garrison 1 . 

Snigrwrtuii It appears that the fugitives were not very kindly 
received at Chios: at least when they made a pro- 
position for purchasing from the Chians the neigh- 
bon ring island# of GEuussm os « pcrnimu-nl abode. 
the hitter werp induced to refuse by apprehensions 
of commercial rivalry. It was necessary to look 
farther for » settlement; while Argmrthftmus, their 
protector, being now dead, Tart (issue was no longer 
inviting. Twenly yearn before, however, the colony 
of Alalia m the island of Corsica had heen founded 
from PhOkwa by the direction of the oracle, and 
thither the general body of Fit fib Aran* now resolved 
to repair, Having prepnred their ships for this 
distant voyage,.they first sailed hack Lo Ph&kmfl} 
surprised the Persian garrison whom Utirpsigus had 
left in liic town, and a lew them: they then sunk in 
the harbour a great lump of iron, and bound them- 
selves by a solemn and unanimous oath nev rr ngniu 
to eec PhAfcsca until that iron should come op to 
the surface. Nevertheless, in spite of the oath, 
the voyage of exile bttd been scarcely begun when 
more limn half of them repented of having ho bound 
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themselves—anil bccumr Umnft-eiuk 1 , 'J'lu*). Iiruk^ 
their vow and returned lo PhAkaa. But since Hero¬ 
dotus docs not mention any divine judgment as 
Itoviiig been coWK^ilctU on the perjury. we may

Sixty Carthaginian ami ns many 
Tuscan ships attacked the sixty Pbfikaean ship near 
Alalia, and destroyed forty of them, yet not without 
ttvich severe loss to them selves that tin- victory waft 
said to be on the side of Hie tatter 5 who however, 
m spite of this Kftdmemo victor;' (ad a buttle «■ 
dcmiinitialed in which the victors lost more than 
the vanquished) 1 were compelled to carry back their 
remaining twenty vessel* to Alalia, mid to relit 0 
vvith their wives and families, in 60 far bs mom 
could be found for Ilium, to llbegiuiti. At last 
these unhappy exiles found a permanent home by 
establishing the new BeUlement ot Elea or \ vita in 
the Gulf of Police ro, on tbu Italian coast (then 
called CEn6trioii) southward from Poaeidfima or 
PiEstsim. It is probable that they were hew joined 
by other exiles from Ionia, in particular by the 
Kolnphonian philosopher and poet Xenophanes, 
from whom what was afterwards culled the Identic 
achonl of philosophy, distinguished both for Imld 
consistency ,1111! dialectic aeuleuMs, took its me. 
The Phfikwan captives, taken prisoners in the naval 
comhnt by Tyrrhenians and Carthaginians 1 were 
stoned to death ; bnl a divine jud^tneut overtook 
the Tyrrhenian town of Agylla in consequence of 
thii* cruelty ; mid even in the time of Herodotus, a 
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century afterwurds, the Agyllicans were still ex¬ 
piating the sin by n periodical fOMty aud agon, 

Imr?liftni to the penalty which the Delphian oracle 
huil imposed upon them'. 

Such was llit- fait' of the Fhdk;?nn exiles, while 
their brethren at home remained os subjects of 
llarpagu*, in commoa with alt the oilier Ionic and 
,-Eohc Greeks except Mililua. For even the insriiw 
inhabitants of Lesbos unit Chios, though not avail¬ 
able by ica* auto* the Belgians hod no fleet, thought 
it better to renounce their Jo dependence ami enrol 
themselves ns Persiau subjects—both of them perf¬ 
using strips of the autiiiSuud which they were un¬ 
able toprniect otherwise. Samos, on the other hand, 
maintained iu independence, and even readied, 
shortly after this period, under the despotism of 
PnIyUnites, a higher degree of power than ever 
IV.rhups the humiliation oi the other maritime 
Greeks around may haefr rather favoured the am¬ 
bition of this unscrupulous prince, to whom I 
shall revert presently. But we may readily con¬ 
ceive that the public solemnities iti which the Ionic 
Greeks intermingled, in |dnce of tlmse gay mnl 
richly-decked cruwds which the 1 In meric hymn 
describes in the prccGiliug century us assembled at 
Ddos, presented scene* of marked despondency. 

One of their wisest men, indeed, Bias of PrijSni, Jj-g*** 
went so fur os to propose, at the Pan-Ionic festival, , Pw-row 
a collective emigration ol the entire population nf 
the Ionic towns to the island of Sardinia. Nothing ,H 
like freedom (ho urged) was now open to them in 
Asia; but in Sardinia, one great Pan-Ionic city 
might be formed, whicli would not only be free her- 
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self, but mistress of her neighbours. 'Hie jiroposU 
lion found ru< favour. tin; reason t»f which is sidli* 
nrnlly evident from the narrative just given rc- 
speetiny the uucompicrablc local attachment on the 
pari of ihr Phgkaeftu majority. But Herodotus 
bestows upon it the most unqualified comtneada- 
iion, and wgrtta that it was not acted upon \ Hud 
such hreu the ease. the aubseqitetri history of Car¬ 
thage, Sicily, and even Rome, might have bent 
*etoiih|y Altered. 

Mi»«* Thus subdued by Harpngua, the Ionic and ,'Eidir 

ajJj 1 ”iiogi Greeks were employed os auxiliaries to him in the 
cnmpuM of I he south-western inhabitants of Asia 
Minor—Kami) 3. Kauninns, Lykirms, and Doric 
Greeks of K nidus and HaUkaruassuB. Of the fate 
of the latter town. Herod utui tells tta nothing, 
though it was tin native place. Hie inhabitants ot 
K nidus, a place situated on a long Outlying tongue 
of land, at first tried to out through the narrow 
isthmus which joined them to the continent, but 
a ha nd m led the Attempt with a facility which Hero¬ 
dotus explains by referring it to a prohibition of 
the oracle* : nor did either the Karinas or the 
Kaimimis offer any serious resistance. The Ly- 
kiuns (inly, in their chief town Xarithue, made a de¬ 
sperate defence. Having in vain tried to repel the 
ass admits in the open field, and finding themselves 
blocked up iu their city, they set lire to it with 
their own hands, consuming in tha flames their 
women, children, and servants, while 1 he armed citi¬ 
zens marched uni and perished to a uian in combat 
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with tile enemy 1 . Such uu mil <il brave uxul even 
ferocious despnir is not in tin 1 Grecian character, 
(n recounting, however, the I inbuilt Heletico and 
cilnv submission ol the GreeS.^ id Ktwltts, it may 
surprise us to rail to mind that they weft? Uurianfl 
utu) colonials from Sparta. So that the mail of 
stedfust courage, often imputed to Ionic Greeks us 
compared to Dorian, ought property m l» charged 
on Asiatic Greeks ns compared with Kuropcnti; or 
rather upon that mixture of indigenous with Hel¬ 
lenic imputation, which all the Asiatic culm lies, in 
common with most of the oilier colonies, presented, 
and which in fialikarn&fcus wa-s partieuhu Iy re¬ 
markable ; lor it seems to have been half Kariati, 
hull Dorian, and wo* even governed by a line ol 
Ivorian despots. 

Hiirpugus and the Peraiuiis thus maslered, with¬ 
out any considerable resistance, the arslern ami 
southern portions of Asia Minor; pruhatdy aho, 
though wo have no direct account of il> the entire 
territory within the llulys which had before been 
ruled by Crresua. The tributes of the conquered 
Greeks were transmitted to Bkbtdima indcud of to 
Sardis. While llarpagtis whs thus employed, Cy* 
ms himself had been making still more extensive 
conquests in Upper Asia and Assyria, of "UicH 1 
*lmll speak m Uw coming chapter 
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Cordon*. Isr she preceding c Imp ter an account has been given, 
tlie beat which we can pick out from Herodotus, jf 
the steps by which the Asiatic Greek* became hub- 
ject to Persia. And it his narrative is meagre, on a 
matter which vitally concerned not only su many of 
his brother Greeks, but even his own native city, 
we can hardly expect that he should tell us much 
respecting the oilier conquests of Cy ru3. i te *eems 
to withhold intentionally various details "which had 
come to bis knowledge, and merely tutimales in 
general terms that while Harpagus was engaged on 
the coast of the dSgenn, Cyrus himself assailed mid 
subdued all the i inti mis of Upper Asia, “ mil omit* 
ting any one of them 1 .” He alludes to the Baktri- 
atis and the Sake', who are also mimed by Ktesias 
as having become subject partly by force, [tartly by 
capitulation ; but lie deems only two of the exploits 
of Cyrus worthy of special notice—the conquest of 
Babylon, and the tiiml expedition against the Mas- 
sngeta. In the short abstract which we now pos¬ 
sess of llie Inst work of Kfcfisuw.uo mention appear* 
of the important conquest of Babylon ; but his nar¬ 
rative, as for as the abstract enable* us to follow it, 
diverges materially from that of Herodotus, and 
must have been founded on data altogether different. 
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** 1 shull mentiiii) Nays Herodotus') lhose con¬ 
quest! which save Cyrus most trouble, and are 
most memorable ; after lie hail subdued all the rent 
of the continent, he attacked the Assyrians," Those 
who recollect I he description of Babylon and lie 
surrounding teititoiy, ns given in u former chapter, 
will not !x? surprised to team that the capture of it 
gave the Persian aggressor much trouble; their only 
surprise will he, how it euuhl ever have been taken 
at all—or indeed how a hostile army could have even 
reached it. Herndon is informs us that the Ituby- 
luniait queen NitukrU {mother of that very Labv* 
nitiji who was king when Cyrus attacked the places 
hint been apprehensive of invasion from the Medea 
alter their capture of Nineveh, and hud executed 
many laborious works near the Euphrates for (lie 
purpose of obstructing their approach.

(probably built by her. hut certainly built prior to 
Lie Persian conquest), one hundred leet high and 
twenty feel thick* across the entire spare between

On flic eafll the 
territory of Babylonia was defended by the Tigris, 
wtudi cannot bJ forded tower limn the ancient Ni¬ 
neveh or the modem Mosul 1 - In addition tf> these 
ramparts, natural an well as ariiticiui. lo protect 
the ter ri lory—populous, cultivated, prod active, and 
offering every motive to iu inhabitants In resist 
even the entrance of an enemy—we are told tliul 
the Babylonians were so thoroughly prepared lor 
the inroad of Cyrus that they bad aecuinukiud a 
store of provisions within the city walls, suilicient 
for many years. 

n-JM,!; Strange as it timy stem, we mind suppose that 

SESS£? the king of Babylon, after alt the cost and labour 
spent in providing defences for the territory, vo- 
luntHrily neglected to avail himself uf them, suf¬ 
fered tin* invader to tread down the fertile Baby¬ 
lonia without resistance, ami merely drew out the 
citizens to oppose him when he arrived under the 
walls of the city—if the statement of Herodotus is 
correct*. And we may illustrate this unaccountable 
u miss urn by that which we know to have happened 
in the march of the younger Cyrus to Kminzu

And both tlic 
two incidents here brought into <wn pari sou de¬ 
monstrate the recklessness, diangcfulne^, and m- 
c»|«icit>* of calculation, belonging to the Asiatic 
mind id that day—as well us the greet command of 
huuds possessed by these Jungs, and their prodigal 
waste of huiiinu labour'.

attributes, which it is essential to bear in mind, fur 
the purpose of appreciating both Grecian filing 
with Asiatics, and the comparative aW^ o ^uch 
defects in the Grecian character.

X r " setting out for ibis con quest, be WtW about to 
the riverGyndfis (one of the aJUueitts from the 
which joins the Tigris Mar the modern Bagdad, and 
[dong which lay But high road crossing Wt P^ ol 
Mount Zagros from Babylon to Kkbataim). when 
one of the sacred white horses, which aecoutjnuuci 
liiui, insulted the river 1 go far as to march in and try 
to cross it by himself. The G judfc* resented tins in¬ 
sult and the horse was drowned upon which Gyro* 
swore in bin wrath that ho would so break the 
strength of the river us that women in future should 
pans it without wetting their k nees. Accordingly lie 
employed his entire army .during the whole summer 
season, in digging three hundred and sixty nrliucia 
channels to disseminate the unity of the stream. 
Such, according la Herodotus, was the incident 
which po*t|«oued for one yeur the full of the greut 
Babylon; hut in the next spring Cyrus and his 
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army were before tin; widls, after having defeated 
and driven in the population w ho came out to fight 
But the wuilti were artificial mountains (three hun¬ 
dred feet high, seventy-five feet thick, and forming 
amours of fourteen mile* to each side), within which 

the besieged delicti attack, and even blockade, ha- 
vitig previously stored up several year* 1 provision. 

Threug!i tile midst of these walle. however, flowed 
the Euphrates; and this- river, which had been *> 
laboriously treined to serve tor protection, trade, 
and mute nance to the Babylonians, was now made 
the avenue of their ruin. Having left u detachment 
of his army a* the two points where the Euphrates 
enters arid quite the city, Cyra* retired with the 
remainder to the higher pint of iu course, where an 
ancient Babylonian queen hud prepared one of the 
great lateral reservoirs for carrying off in ctoe of 
need the superfluity id its water. Near this point jfcm« 
Cyrus caused another reservoir mid another canal ht,ii»w« 
of coiumiitncalion to be dug, by ttteaiia of which Iu- n,, ^ 
drew off the w ater of the Euphrates to such a degree 
t hnt it became not above (he height nl a man # thigh, tuiSuwi* 
1*lie period chosen was that ot » great lkthylotihMl 
festival, when the whole population were engaged 
in amUfemnht and revrlryj and the Persian tiwijH 
left near the town, watching their opportunity, 
entered from both sides along the bed «f the river , 
and took it by surprise with scarcely any resistant*. 

At no other time, except during a festival, could 
they Itsvr done this isuy* Herodotus) bad the river 
been ever so h>«. fur Imth banks throughout the 
whole length of the town were provided «nh quay*, 
with continuous walls, and witii gates at the end of 
every street which led down to the river at right 
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angl^ 54, tliut if the pojMlkUon had not been dia- 
qtinkik'd by tins i&fiueiKtn of Lliu moment. they 
would have caught line assailants in the bed of the 
river "as in a trait," nod overwhelmed them from 
Lho walk alongside* VV ilhixt u ^juore n! fouflcfii 
mile? to each side, wu are not aur|jrised to bear that 
both Lite extremities were already in Lius power of 
the besiegers before the central popuktiou beard 
y f n, and while they were yet absorbed in uncon¬ 
scious festivity 1 . 

fc-ucli is the account gi^en by Herodotus ol the 
cireun sinner? which placed liahyiou—lilt greatest 
City of Western Asia—in the power of the Persian*. 
To wluL extern ihc information com muni ruled to 
him was incorrect or exaggerated we cannot now 
decide; hut tile way in which the city was treated 
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would lead us to suppose that its acquisition can¬ 
not have cost the conqueror either much time or 
much Joss. Cyrus comes into ilic list as king of 
Babylon, .imi the inhabit ants with their whole ter* 
ritory been me tributary to the Persian s, forming 
,liie richest satrapy in the empire; hut we tiu not 
hoar that the people were oUierwim? ilhiutl, while 
it is certain (hat the vast wail- and gates were left 
untouched. This was very different from die way 
in which die Modes had treated Nfuevch, winch 
seems to have U'vn ruined anti for a long time 
absolutely uninimbitoil, though re-occupied on a 
reduced scale under die Parthian empire s and v'crv 
different also from the way in which Babylon itsdf 
w;i& treated twenty years afterwords by Darios, when 
reconquered after a revolt. 

The importance uf lkbybn, marking ns it don 
one of the peculiar forms of civilization belonging 
to die ancient world in a state of full development, 
gives an interest even to the half-iulhenlicated 
stories respecting i!> capture. Hut the other ex¬ 
ploits asenbed to Cyrus—his invasion of India, Cjtn 
across the dosed. of Armduwin*— and Ida attack 
lipon the M,issagct^, Xoinud# ruled by queen 
Tomyris and grtnlly resembling the Sevillians, ,!ilt 
acSOM the mysterious river which 11 credo! u* call* 
Arax&>—arc loo little known to be nt all dwelt 
upon. In the latter he is said to have perished, 
hi* army being defeated in a bloody battleV Ho

Xenophon has -telcotoil his hlc ns the 
subject of a moral roTmiHce, which lor a lung lime 
was cited ae authentic Inetury, and which even 
now serves as an authority, express «i implied, for 
disputable and even incorrect otiBcl unions. flis 
extraordinary activity and conquests admit of no 
doubt. 1 ic left the Persian empire' extending from 
SogdianH ami iho rivers Jaxnrk 1 * ami Indus cast* 
ward, to the HcUbsponl and the Syrian coast west- 
want, sad his successors madi’ mi permanent odiii* 
tioti to it except that oi Egypt. Phenjcia and Judirs 
were deptmileinjUfs ol Babylon, at the time when he 
conquered it. with llnir priaMa anil grand-, <' m 
Babylonian captivity. They seem to hare yielded lu 
him] and become ids tributaries*, without difficulty ; 
and the restoration of their captive* was conceded 
tu ilium. It wits from Cyrus that the habits of# 
Persian king* took conaneacement, to dwell at Susa 
in tin* winLcr, ami Ekb alarm during the summit* 
the primitive territory uf Pmis, with its two towns 
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of Persepolit* and Piuafgadie, being reserved fnr the 
burial-place of the kings and the religious ituietuury 
of tlit; umpire. How or when the conquest of Su- 
siano was made, we ur<* not iijftinticd: jL Imy ansi* 
wart] uf Hie Tigrin. between Babylonia ami Penis 
proper. iinrl il* people, the kissimi*, as far u& w i> 
can discern, were of Assyrian ami a«t of Arjiiu 
race, The river Choaspfia near Susa was -uppc’ud 
to furnish the only water fit far the palate of the 
Greet King, and is saul to have been carried about 
with him wherever lie went*. 

White the conquest* of Cyrus contributed to ns- limiar- 
simrlatu the iUsti.nct tyjics of civilization in Western u'dS '* 
Asia—uol by eleeating tile worse, but by degrading JJTmXhi 
the hdter—upon the ualive Pereiani themselves 
they operated u* an extraordinary stimulus, pm- 
yoking alike their pride, ambition, cupidity, and 
warlike propensities. Not only did the territory 
of Persia proper pay no tribute to Susu or tikhntanu 
—being the only district go exempted between the 
JnxurtiVs utid the Mediterranean—but the va&t tri¬ 
butes received from 1 lie reiuuiniug empire were dis¬ 
tributed to a great degree among iiji iuhabitauts 
Empire in them mtsuit—fur the great men, lucra¬ 
tive aatrwpii's or p&eh&lic*, w ith powers ailogetber 
unlimited, pamp inferior only no that of the Great 
king, and standing armies which they employed »i 
their own discretion sometimes again hi each other 
—frir the common soldiers, drawn from Lheir fields 
or (locks, constant plunder, abundant mmulciwiiev, 

* and nu unrestrained licence, cither in the suite of 
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one of the satraps. or in the large permanent troop 
which moverl from Suf3 to Ekbutuoa with the 
Great. King. And if the entire population ol Persia 
proper did not migrate from iheir abode* to occupy 
some of those more inviting Spots which Liu* im¬ 
mensity of the imperial dominion furnished -b 
dominion extending to use the language ol f yru* 
the younger before the buttle of Kumixa 1 from the 
region of in sup portable heat to that of insupport¬ 
able cold—this was only because Llie early kings 
discouraged stich a movement, in order that the 
nation might maintain its military hardihood* and 
be in a situation to furnish unditmmsfced supplies 
of soldiers. 

The aclf-estecm ami arrogance of the Persians 
were no less remarkable than their avidity lor 
sensual enjoyment. They were fond of wine to 
excess; their wives and their concubine* were both 
numerous; nnd they adopted eagerly from foreign 
nations new fashions of luxury as well as of orna¬ 
ment. Even to novelties in religion, they were not 
strongly averse; for though they were disciple* of 
Zoroaster, with Magi as their priest* and ns indis¬ 
pensable companions of their sacrifices, worshiping 
Sun. Moou. Earth, Fire, &c., mid recognising neither 
image, temple, nor altar—yet they lied adopted the 
voluptuous worship of the goddess My lit la from the 
Assvrian* and Arabians. A numerous male oft- 
springWW the Persian's boast, utrd his warlike cha¬ 
racter and consciousness of lorce were displayed in 
the education of these youths, who were taught, 
from live yearn old to twenty, only three thing*—1« 
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ride, lo&hool with the bow. and to speak the troth 1 
To owe money, or even to buy and it'll, wits nc» 
cotinted among tin- iVrsivinn disgraceful—a senti¬ 
ment which they defended 1>v sayiug lL.it both tlio 
mu* and llie ullier imposed ttic necessity of Idling 
falsehood. To exact tribute from subjects, to ru- 
ccivc (iay or presents front the king, and to give 
away without forethought whatever wan mil inline- 
ilinldy wanted., was their mode of dealing with 
money. Industrious pursuits were left to the con¬ 
quered. who were fortunate if by paying a died 
contribution, and sending a military contingent 
when required, they could purchase undisturbed 
immunity far their remaining concerns 1 . They 
could nut ifms pure base -utfcty fur the family 
hearth, since we find ins I once* tif noble Grecian 
maidens tom from their parents for the harem of 
the satrap 4 . 

To a people of this character, whose conceptions 
of political society wenL no farther than personal 
obedience (o u chief, a conqueror like Cyrus would 
cuiuiiiuoifate the strongest excite me lit and eiUIiu- 
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Butem of which they were eapahk. He hail loutul 
them slave#, and made them masters: lie the 
first und greatest of national bene (actors', ns well 
i,* the most forward of leaders in the field: l ‘«y 
followed him from oue conquest to another, during 
the thirty years of his reign—their love of empire 
Tiiini Ait growing with the empire itself. Ami this impulse 
of aggrandisement continued unabated during the 
reigns of his three next raeccowts— Kmnhysfe, 
Darius, and Xentfe—until it was at length violently 
«K£ st ittert by the humiliating defeats of Plata:® and 
Sidamis I after which the Persians became content 
with defending themselves at ImtDC and playing n 
secondary game- But at the time when Kambysfis 
son of Gyrus succeeded to his father's sceptre, P cr_ 
stall spirit was at its highest point, anti he was not 
tong in fixing upon a prey both richer and less 
hazardous than the Massagct®, at the opposite ex¬ 
tremity of the empire. Phenida and Judma beiug 
already subject to him, he resolved to invade 
Egypt, then highly flourishing under the long 
and prosperous reign of Amosis. Not much pre¬ 
tence was needed to colour the aggression, and 
the various stories which Herodotus mentions ss 
cause# of the war, ure only interesting inasmuch as 
they imply it vciti of Egyptian party-fee ling—af¬ 
firming that the invasion was brought upon AnWW 
by a daughter of Aprils, and was thus a judgment 
upon him for having deposed the In tier. A# to the 
manner in which she had produced this effect, in¬ 
deed, the most contradictory stories were circu¬ 
lated 
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KumbystU summoned the fcrc¥4 of his empire »* s »- 
for this new enterprise. and anions them both the *SS!h* 
Plieniciims .uni lIm) jYahdicr Greeks, .Eolic as well tta y * [ 

lank', insularas well a?- oun tint n tul — tieariy ail the g ™* ** 
maritime torce and skill of the ^Kgrtitl Sea. l ie was 
apprised by a Greek deserter from the mercenaries 
in Egypt, named PhnnCs, of the diJEcultua of the 
march, and the heat method of gunumuiting l he in ; 
especially the three days of sandy desert, altogether 
wit hoot water, which lay between Egypt and Juihcn. 
fly the aid of the neighbouring Arabians—with 
whom he cone link'd a treaty, and aim were requited 
for Hits service with the tiUo of equal allies, free 
from all tribute—h« wan enabled to surmount tilts 
serious ditiicnlty, and to reach iViusiuin at the 
eastern mouth of the Nile, where the foniau and 
Karhm troops in the Egyptian service, us well as 
the Egyptian military, were a^t-mUled to oppose 
hint* 

Fdrlutmtcly for himself, the Egyptian kin;: Aina- Po*** 
sis had died during the interval of the Per* i an ptt to* <*■ 
|xu'iiiimis, s few moothi Merc the expedition look n?j!fcr 
place—Lifter forty Jour years uf unabut ul prosperity. 

His death, ,4 this critical moment, wa* probably 
the main cause of the easy conquest which followed; 

Ids sou PtaniMnltus succeed*rig to his crown, but utmUti, 
neither to his abilities nor his indue me, The rc-

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suit of the invasion was foreshadowed. tie usual, 
by a menacing prodigy—rain falling ot 1 hebes in 
cuaquKiof Upper Egypt j and wait brought about by a single 
victory, though bravely disputed, at Pelosium, fol¬ 
lowed by the capture of Memphis with Hie person 
of king Fsaunuenitus, after a siege of name dun- 
tion. Kunbysh had scut forward a M it y ten man 
ship to Memphis, with heralds to summon the dLy; 
but the Egyptians, in a paroxysm of fury, rushed 
out of the walls, destroyed the vessel* and tore the 
crew into pieces—a savage proceeding which drew 
upon them severe retribution after the capture. 
Psammcuitus. after living at first treated with harsh* 
ness and insult, was at length released and even 
allowed to retain hi* regal dignity as a dependent 
of Persia, But being soon delected, or at least be¬ 
lieved to be concerned, in raising revolt against the 
contpieriirs, lie was put lo denlli, aud Egypt was 
placed under u satrap'* 

SnMniim There yet lay beyond Egypt territories for Kam- 
M.fttoV. byws to conquer—lhough Kyrdnfi and Barka, the 
1 ” j-Tiq, Greek colonies near the const of libyn, ['laved 
gjj* 5 r themselves at once out of the reach of danger by 
cumsT 4 sending to him tribute ami submission ai Memphis* 
projected three new enterprises 3 one against 
Carthage, by tea; the other two, by land, against 
the Ethiopians, far to the southward up the course 
of the Nile, uml aguinst the oracle ond Oasis of ileus 
Ammon, amidst the deserts 01 Libya, lowanls 
Ethiopia lie himself conducted his Lroofis, but was 
compelled to bring them back without reaching it,

mint.'; while the division which he sent against the 
temple of Ammon is said to liuvc btcu ovafpiiclmctl 
by a soml-starin in the desert, the expedition 
against Curthagc was given op, for a reason which 
well deserves to he cutiiimtimjrntei!. The Plieni- 
cuutB, wins formed the most efficient port of bin 
navy, refused to serve against their kinsmen and 
colonists, pleading the sanctity of mutual oaths as 
well as the Lies both of rda linos hip and traffic 1 . 
Even the frantic KiimhysA* was compelled to ac¬ 
cept, and perhaps to respect, this honourable re¬ 
fusal ; Which was not undated by tlic Ionic Greek* 
when Dori oh and Xurxfe demanded the aid of their 
s flips against At hums— we must add, however, that 
they waits then in a situation much more exposed 
and helpless than that in which the Phemcinru. 
stood before Kamhysfs. 

Among tin snort'd animals so numerous and so 
different throughout the various conia oT Egypt, 
the most venerated of all was the hull Apis. 1 tt 
■mch jieculmr condition* were required by the Egyp- 
lion religion n* to the birth, the asc, nod the marks 
of (his aoimnJ, that when lu died, il wna difficult to 
find a new calf properly qualified to succeed him 
Much lime wna -ometimta spent in the search, and 
when an unexceptionable successor was at Inst 
found, the demon strati oris of joy in Memphis were 
extravagant and universal. At the moment when 
Kambysda returned tu Memphis from hi* Ethiopian 
expedition, full of humiliation for tbs twill, it so 
happened that a new Apis was just discovered ; and 
1 m V* 
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»n the population of llie oily gave vent to limit 
usual festive pomp ami delight, he construed it into 
mi intentional insult towards his OWO recant mis¬ 
fortunes. In vain did tlifl priests and- magi sir .it os 
explain to him the real catiii: of these popular ma¬ 
nifestations s he persisted in his belief, punished 
some of tliem with death and others with stripes, 
and commanded every man ^‘en in holiday attire 
la be slain. Furthermore—to cany his outrage 
against Egyptian feeling to the uttermost pitch— 
lie sent for the newly-discovered Apis, and plunged 
his dagger into the side of the animal, who shortly 
afterwords died of the wound 

Mkittcn vf After this brutal deed— 1 calculated to efface in 
the minds of the Egyplku prWu the enormities of 
Cbnopn and Chapludn, and doubtless unp&ndfeted 

s^wiL iu & 11 tllC 24,£K>0 years of their anterior history— 
Kambysfis lost every spark uf reason which yet re¬ 
mained to him, and the Egyptians found in this 
visitation u new proof of the avenging interference 
of their gods, Not only did ht> commit every va¬ 
riety of studied outrage agoilfel the conquered pro* 
pic among whom lie was tarrying, as well ns their 
temples and their sepulchres —-hut he also dealt hi* 
blows agsitusl his Persian mends anil wen his nearest 
blood-relatione. Among these revolting atrocities, 
one nf the greatest deserves peculiar notice, because 
ibe ilitc uf the empire was aiterwaris materially 
affected by it. II is younger brother Smcrdis had 
accompanied him into Egypt, hut had turon sent 
back to Susa, Iwcuuse the king became jealous of 
the mi mini t ion which his personal strength and 
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qualities called forth 1 . That jealousy wn* aggra¬ 
vated into nlurra and hatred by a dream portend¬ 
ing dominion and conquest to Smerdii i mi that the 
frantic Knmhysils sent to Susa secretly a confiden¬ 
tial Persian, Prexnsjrthj, with uxpress orders to get 
rid of his brother, Prexasfife fuldik'd hi* commie* 
stoti effectively, burying' the slain prince with kit 
own hauihand keeping the deed concealed from 
all except a lew of the binds at the regal residence. 

Among these few chiefs, however, there was one. 
the Median I'latixeithte, belonging to the order of 
the Magi who saw in ft a convenient stopping-atoue 
tor his own perntinul ambition, and made use ot it 
an a means of covertly supplanting the dynasty of 
the great Cyrus. Enjoying the full confidence of 
Kainbysir, he had been left by that prince on de¬ 
parting for Egypt in the entire management of the 
pjilnec and treasures, with extensive authority*, 
Moreover lie happened to have a brother extremely 
resembling in person the deceased £ mentis j , and us. 
the open and dangerous madness of Kambys*» con* 
t film ted to alienate from him the minds of the Per¬ 
sians, he resolved to pfwluim this brother king 
in hi* room. us if il were I lie younger son of Cyrus 
succeeding to tin* dlsqu,.: Bed cider. On one im» 
purtant point . the false Jsmtrdis differed from the 
true. I le had lost his cars, ifhieh Cyrus himself 
had caused to be cut off for ,m offence ■ but the 
jtCMonnl resemblance, after all, was of little impuit- 
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ance, since he was seldom or never idlowt'd to show 
himself to tlie people 1 . KamliJ'S^t having heard 
of tills revolt in Syria on his return from Egypt, 
was mounting his horse in haste for the purpose of 
going to suppress it, when im accident from his 
sword put uu end to Lis life. Herodotus tells us 
tluil before his death lie summoned the Persians 
around him, confessed that lit had been guilty of 
pulling his brother to death, and apprised them 
that the reigning Snmrdis was only a Median pre¬ 
tender—conjuring them at the same time nut to 
submit to the disgrace of being ruled by any other 
than a Persian and an Adhamnmid- But if it be 
true ibul he ever made known the facts. t»0 one 
believed him. For PrexnspIN on Ins part wiis com¬ 
pelled by regard to his own safety, to deny that he 
had imbrued his bauds in the blood of a son of Cy- 
ru-v, and thus Hie opportune death of Kambys&s 
placed the false Stucrdis without opposition at the 
head of the Persians, who all, or for the most part, 
believed them selves to be ruled by a genuine son 
of Cyrus. Katnbysils had reigned for seven year* 
mill five months. 

For seven month* did Smerdis reign w ithout op¬ 
position, seconded by his brother IbitizeitbSs ; and 
if he manifested his distrust of l he haughty Persians 
around him by util her inviting them into his palace 
nor showing himself out of it. he wt the same tinm 
it odiously conciliated the favour of the subject- 

1 Ilrmilot lii “ \utllitii J«ut* vivoe jJm.' 1 »)• T*atU» 
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provinces, by remission of tribute mul of military 
service for three yean*'. Such a departure from 
Uic Persian principle of govern jo cut was in itself 
sufficient to disgust thv warlike and rapacious 
Adiivmenids nt .Stunt. Out it seems that their sus¬ 
picions as to his genuine character had never been 
entirely set ul rest, and in tie eighth tnoulh those 
suspicions were converted into ceil a i illy. Accord¬ 
ing to what seems to have been the t’erainn usage, 
he hud taken lo himself the entire harem of his 
predecessor, among whose wives was numbered 
PlitfdymA, daughter of n distinguished Persian 
named Oldufe. At the instance of her father, 
FHnlyiol undertook the ihtagrrous tutk ot tc. ling 
the hcflcl of SmerHis? while he *!cpt. aud thus detected 
the absence of cnrt ! . OuSnfe, pcsscsscd of the de¬ 
cisive information, lost no time in concerting, with 
five other noble Adwrmenids, means for ridding 
themselves of u king who was ut once a Mode, u 
Maghm, and a man without ears. 11 ; Darius, sou of 
MyiUwp£f the satrap of Persia proper, arriving just 
in time to join the conspiracy as the seventh. How 
these seven noblemen dew Smerdin m Ids palace ni 
Susa—how they suhaeipientiy debated among them¬ 
selves whether they should establish in Persia it 
monarchy, an oligarchy, or a democracy—how, 
after the first of the three had liven rdolfed Upon, 
it was determined that tire future king, whichever 
he might he, should be Iwwnil lo Luke hid wives 
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only from the families of the seven conspirators— 
bow Da jins hem i nc king front the circumstance of 
hi* horse bet tig the first to neigh among those irf tlie* 
conspirators at a given spot, by the hint ft gem ot the 
groom CEharfe—bow Otanfls, standing aside before* 
band from this lottery for llic throne, reserved for 
himself at* well as fur bis descendants perfect free- 
dom and exempt ion iroiu the rule ul tlic fvitnrc 
king, whichsoever might draw the prize—all these 
incidents may he found recounted by Herodotus 
with his usual vivacity, but with no small addition 
of Hellenic ideas as well as of dramatic ornament. 

It was thus that the upright tiara, the privileged 
head-dress of the Persian kings 1 , passed away from 
the lineage of Cyrus, vet without departing from 
the great phratry of the Achivmmiidaj—to which 
Darius and his father HyfitaspCs, as well as Cyrus, 
folonged. That important fact is unquestionable, 
and probably the nets ascribed to the seven con¬ 
spirators arc in the main true, apart from their 
discussion* and in ten lion a. fhit, on this as well as 
on other occasions, we must guard oulfelfcs Mjinin&l 
an illusion which the historical manner of Herodo¬ 
tus is apt to create. He presents to us with so much 
descriptive force the personal narrative—individual 
action ami speech, with all Us accompanying hopes, 
fears, doubts and passions—-that our at tent foil is 
distracted from the political hearing of what is 
going oil, which we are compelled ullen to gather

of uight. Ami the anniversary of this day was 
celebrated afterwards among the Per stuns by a 
solemnity and festival, called the Xlagophonia ; mi 
Magian being ever alto wed on that day to appear 
in public 1 . The descendants uf the Seven main- 
tslued a privileged name mid rank 1 , even down IQ 
the extinction of the monarchy by Alexander the 
Great. 

port her more, it appears that the authority cl 
Da nils was unt readily acknowledged throughout 
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the empire, and that an interval of confusion en¬ 
sued before it became so*. The Modes actually 
revolted, and tried to maintain themselves by force 
against Darius, who however found mentis to suit* 
ih nitiii, (j ut . them: though when he convoked Ins troops 
from the various provinces, he did not receive from 
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tlii! satraps universal obedience. The power fid 
Qneet£i especially. who luid been appointed liy Gy¬ 
ros satrap of Lydia and Ionia. not only sent tio 
trno|K to the aid of Darius n^iine! the Modes 1 , 
but oven took niivniiliuge of the disturbed *taiii 
of the government to put to death Ids private 
enemy Mitrobnttfs satrap of Phrygjfa, nod appro* 
printe that sWrspy in addition to hi» own. Ary- 
ondfis also. tbr satrap tUMuinnted by linuibyt-iN in 
Egypt. comported himadf as the efiunl of Dunns 
rather than sls hi* subject*. Tin- subject provinces 
generally,to whom Smerdis had giutitod remwiioa uf 
tribute mid military service for the space ot three 
years, weru grateful and attached to his memory, 
and noway pleased with tin* new dynasty ; more¬ 
over the revolt of the Babylonians, conceived a 
year or two Indore it was executed, took its rise 
from the fediage of this time* But the renewal 
of Ult* old conflict between the two principal me. 
lions of the empire, M«k* uud tfersinn*, is doubt¬ 
less (lie most important feature in this political re¬ 
volution*. Flic false Sracnli* with his brother, bnlli 
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of them Mttfes and Magi* ns, »m«l revived the Me¬ 
dina nulimiulity to a state ot suj.remiu-v ovn the 
Persian, recalling tbe memory of whnl it Isatl Ueen 
under Astyagfe ; while Darius—a jmre Persian, 
and not (like the mule Cyrus) half Mcde ami Unit 
Persian—replaced the Petoiim nationality m its as¬

Thirty among them volunteered to under¬ 
take it, mul BflganiS son or' ArlonltS, to whiter un 

drawing ki(^ tin? ia*k devolved. aewApHibed it by 
a mniueurrc which might *'tv* :i- a teas on to the 
Ottoman government in its embdirnrameat* with 
contumacious Pashas. Having proceeded to Sardis, 
furnished with tnrtiry different roj’alwdinoueva, for¬ 
mally set forth and hearing the seal of Pariu-t—be 
wav’ presented to Oro’ti * in audience, with the 
public secretory of the satrapy el use nt hand, mul 
the Persian guards standing around; He presented 
his ordinances to In* read iiloml by this secretary, 
choosing first those which related to mutters of no 
great importance ; but when be saw that the guards 
listened with profound reverence ,i«id that the king's 
nut no and seal imposed upon them irresistibly, he 
ventured upon the real purport ui’ his perilous mis¬ 
sion. An ordinance was handed to the secretary, 
and read by him aloud, as fallows: " Persians, 
king Darius forbids you to serve any longer as 
guards to OrajLis.” The obedient guards nt once 
delivered up their spears, when Bagams caused the 
final warrant to be read la them , " King Darius 
commands the Persians in Surdis to kill OnctiW 
Tin 1 guards drew their swords and killed him on 
the spot: his large treasure was conveyed la Susa 
Darius became undisputed master, and probably 
Ifeg^ttr satrap’. 

Another devoted adherent, and another yet mure 
memorable piece of cunning. laid prostrate before 
Durius the might) wails and gates of the revolted 
Babylon. The inhabitant* of that city had tin-

ployed tbunwelve* assiduously—both during the lav 
provincial superintendence of llie falsi? Sinoniii and 
during the period of cuufunion and cmhIUcL Whlcll 
dupsed before linn us became, firmly established 
and obeyed—in making every preparation lx»tb for 
declaring and sustaining their independence, [hi¬ 
ving accumulated a large store of provisions and 
other requisite* for a long ml-..-, wilhonL previous 
detection, they at length proclaimed their iiutegia- 
dcuce openly. And such was the intensity oi their 
resolution to maintain it, that they hud radburso to 
a proceeding, which, if correctly reported by Hero¬ 
dotus, forms one of the must frightful enormities 
recorded tn Ids history. To make, their provisions 
lust out longer, they uLruiigled all the wenwu in the 
city, reserving only their mothers, and one woman 
to each family idr the purpose of baking 1 . We 
cannot but suppose that this. has been magnified 
from a pafLi.nl into an universal destruction. ^ et 
taking it even with suck allowance, it illustrates 
that ferocious force ui will—and that pro dominance 
of strong nationality, combined with antipathy 
to foreigners, over all the gentler sympathies— 
which seems to mark the Semitic nations, jnd 
which may bo traced so mudi in the .IcwbU hi story 
of Josephus. 

Darius, assembling ell the lows in hi" power, 
laid siege to the revolted city, but could make nn 
impresssinn upon it either by ioree ur by stratagem. 
He i rii-d to repeat the proceeding by which Cyras 
had taken it ulfiret; but the besieged were found 
this time on their guard. The siege had lusted

The city with the terri¬ 
tory belonging to it constituted a satrapy, which 
not only paid a larger tribute tone thousand Eubuh: 
Ldenis of silver) and contributed a much tar cur 
amount of provisions in kind ter the maintenance of 
the Persian court, than any other among the twenty 
halrapies of the empire—“hut furnished besides an 
annual supply of live hundred cutiuch youths 1 , W e 
mar presume that this was intended in part ns a 
pimidnmnt ter the jiast revolt, since the like obli¬ 
gation was not import'd upon any other satrapy.

i n each d i strict. Hut Dari us—sucecedyn g as he did 
to Smerdis, who had rendered himself popular wills 
the primness by large financial exemptinns, and 
having further to imcuuMcr jealousy ami dissatis¬ 
faction from Persians, hi* former initials in rank— 
probably felt it expedient to relieve the provinces 
from thy burden of undefined exactions. He dis¬ 
tributed the whole empire in to twenty deportments, 
imposing upon each n fixed annual lax, and A fixed 
contribution for the maintenance of the court.

the fir eat King at Susa would require, did not ai 
all prevent the satrap in hi* own province from 
indefinite requisitions beyond it. The latter was a 
link king, who nrttd nearly as In; pU ;ieed in the in¬ 
ternal administration of his primtu*—Bi&jcctC«ly 
In the nccessi ty of sending up the imperial tribute, 
of keeping off foreign twenties, umi of furnishing 
au adequate military contingent for the foreign 
enterprises of Ike Great King. To every satrap 
wa* at tar heil a royal secretary or comptroller of 
the revenue*, who probably managed the imperial 
finance* in the province. and to whom the court of 
Susa might perhaps look ns » watch upon the 
satrap himsril It is not to bo fnpposed that the 
Persian authorities in any provincial eddied with 
the details of taxation or contribution, ns they bore 
upon individuals The court having fixed the entire 
sum payable b\ the satrap; in the aggregate, the 
satrap or the secretary apportioned it among the 
various conipinn.nl districts, to HUB, or provinces, 
leaving in the local authorities in each of there 
latter the task of assessing it upon individual in¬ 
habitant*, From necessity, therefore, as well os 
from indolence of temper and political incompe¬ 
tence, the Persians were compelled to respect the 
authorities which they found standing both, in town 
and country, and to leave in their hands n large 
measure uf genuine influence ; frequently overruled

towns and siatinna, Persian purri^oiw were usually 
kept, anil against the cxeesso* of the military there 
wa- probably little or no protection to the ->tibje< I 
people. Vet stiit the provincial governments were 
allowed to continue, and often even tile petty kings 
who bad governed separate districts < I mins: llivir 
stale «f in dcjwnc fence prior to the Persian conquest, 
retained their title and dignity up tributaries Ui the 
court of Sum 1 . The empire of Hit* Ureat Kins: was 
thus an aggregate of heterogeneous elements, con¬ 
nected together by no tie except lb at of common 
fear and subjection— now ay coherent nnr w?U-s up¬ 
per ting. nor pervaded by any common system or 
spirit of nationality. It resembled, in its main po¬ 
litical icttturer-, the Turkish and Pcrsiau empires ol 
the present day\ thouch distinguished materially 
by the many differences arising out of MabomeL- 
onisru anti Christianity, mi) apparently not reach¬ 
ing the same extreme of rapacity, corrnption, and 
cruelty in detail* 

Darius r&ttfibuted the Persian empire into twenty 
satrapies, each including a curtain continuous ter¬ 
ritory, and one or more nations inlmliilitig it. the 
mimes of which Herodotus sals forth. The amount 
of tribute payable by each satrapy was determined: 
payable in giiM, according to the Euboic talent, by 
the Indian* in the easternmost satrapy—in silver,

Darin# io wiid lo have undertaken an cK]wdi- 
tion against them and subdued them : moreover, 
he is affirmed to have constructed anti despatched 
vessels down the Indus, from On city of Ka-natyii 
and the territory of the Paktycs, in upper regions, 
all the way down to its ruuuUi: then into the Indian 
Ocean, round (he peninsula *»f Arabia, and up the 
Hed Sea 10 Egypt, The ships were commanded by 
glt vbut—a Greek ut Karyainhiun the smith-western 
const ot Asia Minor 1 ; wln>, it' till* *ta foment bo cur- 
rccl, executed a scheme of nautical euierpriee tksI 
only one hundred ami seventy year# earlier, but 
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also fnr more extensive, tiimi the famous voynce nt 
Neawhus, admiral of Alexander lIil> GreiO—since 
tin* latter only went from tlif Indus lo the Persian 
na if The eastern portion* of the Persian empire 
remained *o unknown aiul unfisited until the Mft- 
colon mu invasion, that ire are unable to criticise 
these isolated statements of i lerodotes. None nl 
the Persian king* Mtawiucnl to Darme appear to 
have visited I hem. and whether tlic prodighm* 
demandablv from them uncording to 1 lie Persian rent- 
roll wns ever regularly levied, may be doubted. At 
the same time, we may roasnnaJbiy believe tliaS the 
mountain* in the northern ptiris of Persian India 
(C’ahdJ and little Thibet) wen- nl Hint time ex¬ 
tremely productive in gold, and that ipiatililies ui 
that metal, stick tu> now appear niiuost febulons, 
mav have been often obtained. It appears that the 
jjroducc of gold id all parts ol the earth. a» (nr ns 
hitherto known, is obtained exclusively near the 
surface; su that a country once rich in thut nudal 
may well have been exhausted ol its whole supply, 
ami left at ft later period without any gold *t all. 

Of the nineteen silver-paying satrapies, the most 
heavily imposed was Babylonia, which pdid ItiOO 
talents: the next in amount of charge was Bgypt, 
paying 700 talents* besides the produce of tlm fish 
from the take of Mosris. The remaining satrapies 
vjiiiol m amount, down as low ns luleul*, 
which was the sum charged on the seventh satrapy 
{m (he enumeration of Herodotus) comprising the 
Sattagydjr-, the Gandirii, the Dndiku?, nttd the 
Aponte-. The ionhmtf. Jvoliuns, M Agnesi airs on 
the Mumnrtcr uml on Mount Sipyluv, RatIuiie, Ly- 
kiuns, Milyans, and Pomphylkns—including 
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coast: of Asia Minor southward of Kim*, and from 
Hit:iice round the southern promontory lo riinsdULs 
—were rated m one division. paying 4(Xl talents. 
But we may he sure that much more than tide was 
realty lakeii from the people, when we read that 
Magnesia alum* afterwords paid In Thrmisluklt 1 !. a 
revenue of 50 talents annuallv‘ The Mvsiens and 

v m 

Lydian* were included, with some others, in all¬ 
ot her division, and the Hellei?pnntiiie Greeks in it 
third, with Phrygians, llithytumui. PaphlugonjariA, 
Maria in I y matt*, and Syrians, paying 360 talent*— 
nearly the same ai wus paid by Syria proper, Phe- 
niciu ami JihIsfa, wit li The island of Cyprus. What 
is here stated as tribute, represents the dour sum 
remitted to the Great King, after deducting the ex¬ 
penses of local government and the usual military 
force. Independent too uf tills regular tribute, mid 
the undefined sums extorted over and above it 1 , 
there were some half-subject nations, which, though 
exempt from tribute .furnished occasional sumsmlled 
presents; and farther contribution* were exacted 
for the maintenance of the vast suite who always 
personally ailentled the king. Oue entire third ui 
this last burden was borne by Babylonia alune in 
consequence of its exuberant fertility 3 . It was paid 
in produce, u indeed the peculiar productions of 
every part of the empire seem to bare been sent up 
for the regal consumption, 

However imperfectly wc are now abh to follow 
the centra [dues I ilblribiitioti of the 'iihject tiiilinn» 
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as given by Herodotus, it is extremely vatuntle as

Another remarkable examp» 
of the *amt! Lcadency is to he Found in the Fuel, 
that Darius xv us ihe first Persian king who wined 
money: his emu both in gold and silver, the Parte. 
wa g ihe earliest produce of a Persian mint*. 1i« 
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revenue, ns brought to Susa m ni<?l liIII c money of 
various descriptions, was melted down separately, 
and poured in a fluid stair into jars nr earthen ware 
vessels; when liie metal hart muled and hardened, 
tin* jar was broken, leaving a standing “olid mass, 
from which port ions were cut off tw the occasion 
required'. And in addition to these administrative, 
financial, and monetary arrangements, of -which 
Dunns ivos ihe first originator, we may probably 
ascribe to kitu Lbe lirst introd action of that system 
of rood*, rest in places, and permanent relay- nf 
couriers, which connected kith Susa and Kkhatari!i 
with the distant portions of the empire. Hero, 
doin'- describe* in consitlefabh) (it-!inL the imperial 
road from Sardis to Susa, a journey of ninety days, 
crossing the Halys, the Euphrates, the Tigris, the 
Grenier and Le^r Zab, the Gyndte, and the 
Chcmspfe, And we may ace by this account that 
in his time it was kept in excellent order, with 
convenience for travellers- 1 . 

it was Darius also who first completed the con- !^ 1 l ' r "J" f [ 
quest of the Ionic fired;* by (hi* (icquiaition of the - (ml 
important island of Samos. That island had main- 
tuined its independence, aL the time when the Per- (VM-™*,. 
dun general Jlarpagttt dfeekd the conquest of 
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Ionia. It did not yield voluntarily when Chios and 
Lesbos submitted. and the Persians had no Heel 
to attack >t * r nor had the Phemciaus yet been 
taught to round the Triopian cape. linked the 
depression which overlook the oilier cities of Ionia 
tended rather to the aggrandiacnient of ^amos, 
under tlic energetic and unscrupulous despotism of 
Polykralfa. Tli at ambitious Sam inn, about leu 
years after the conquest of Sardis by Cyrus tseem- 
ingly between 53(1-532 R.C.), contrived to seize by 
film 1 or fraud the government of His native inland, 
with the aid of his brothers Pantagnfous and Sylo- 
afirn and a small hand of conspirators'. At first, 
the three brother* shared Lhc supreme power; but 
presently IWkraife put to death PMUapndtua. 
banished Sylosbn, and made himself (ksjiot alone. 
In this station bis lUnhiUon, hts perfidy, and his 
good fortune, were alike remark able. Dr con¬ 
quered several oft be neighbouring islands, and even 
some towns on the mainland ■ he curded on suc¬ 
cessful waf ngainst Minins, and signally defeated 
lhc Lesbian ships which came to assist MiWtu? ; he 
got together a force of one hundred armed ships 
called jieiuckouters, and one thousand mercenary 
bowmen —aspiring to nothing less than the tlunn* 
nin n of Ionia, with the islands in the .'Egcan. Alike 
terrible to friend and foe by Jus indiscriminate spirit 
of aggression, he acquired a naval power which 
seems at that time to have been the greatest in Uie 
Grecian world*. He had been in intimate alliance 
with Anuttis king of Egypt , who however ultimately 
broke with bim. Considering the reckless bell a- 
1 rjemdat m- i$y * ffindPt, nii Jlh TliwrjH, l 
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viotir of Poly knit As towards allies, such nip tore is 
mil nl all *ui prising ; bul J lemlolus (tocribes it to 
the nUrtn which Ajnasia conceived at the uninter¬ 
rupted and super human good fortune of (lie Sam bn 
de-pol—n degree of good fortune sore to draw down 
ultimately corresponding intenuity of suffering from 
the hand* of the envious gods. Indeed I lerodotas— 
deeply penetrated With this belief in an ever-present 
Nemesis, which allows no man to be very happy, or 
long happy, with impunity— thrown it into the form 
of mi epistolary warning from Amasis to Polj'kftth, 
advising him in inflict upon liim.-cif some sense li¬ 
able mischief or suffering; in order, if possible, to 
avert the ullinuilc judgment—to lei htood in Lime, 
so that the plethora of happmr^ might not cud in 
apoplexy*. Pursuant to such counsel, Poly Urates 
threw into the sen a favourite ring of matchless price 
and beauty. hut unfa it muddy, in a few days, the 
ring re-appeared in the belly of a fine fish, which a 
fisherman had sent to him as u present. Ainas m 

now foresaw that the final apoplexy was inevitable, 
and brake off the alliance with Puty brute* without 
delay :— A well-known story, interesting it* evidence 
of ancient belief, and not less to be noted as -bowing 
the power of that belief lu beget fictitious details out 
of real characters, such as I have already touched 
ti I Kin in the history of Solon and Croesus, and 
elsewhere. 

The facts mentioned by Herodotus rather lead! os 
to behove that it was Pol vk raids, w ho, with chornc. 

(eristic faithIv^Micss, broke off hit friendship with jLufi!* 
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Ataoria' ; finding it suitable lo his policy to culti¬ 
vate the alliance of Kattiliysfei when (list prince 
waft preparing for Uis invasion of Egypt. In that 
invasion l hu'ionic .subjects of Persia were called 
upon to serve, a ml PolykratJs, deeming il n good 
opportunity to rid ULm>>clf of some Samian malcon¬ 
tents, sent to the Persian king to tender auxiliaries 
from himself. Kaunbyxrs haring eagerly caught at 
the prospect of aid from llic first naval potentate in 
tlm Aegean, forty Samian triremes were sent to 
the Nile, having on hourd the suspected persons, 
m, well as conveying a secret request tu the Persian 
king that they might never he suffered to return. 
Either they never went to Egypt, however, or they 
found menus to escape: very contradictory stories 
had reached Herodotus. Put they certainly re¬ 
turned tu Kamos, attacked PolykratO* at home, and 
were driven off by his superior force w ithout making 
any impression. Whereupon they repaired to Sparta 
to entreat ties!stance*. 

iw-mc We may here notice the gradually increasing 
tendency in the Grecian world to recognise Sparta 
as something like a head, protector, or referee, in 
cases either of foreign danger or internal dispute. 
The earliest authentic instance known to us, of 
application to Sparta in this diameter, is I hut of 
Croesus against Cyras, next, that of the Ionic 
Greeks against the latter: the instance of the Sa¬ 
mians now before ns, i* the third. The important 
events connected with, and consequent upon, the

We are told that bulb the Lnccdretnuiiians and

But it rather seems that the 
subst-jurat Greeks generally const rued the Lace¬ 
demonian interference against Polykrntte a* an 
example of standing Spartan hatred Against despot*.

' 1 The city would lure been Liken," says Herodotus, 
" ]f nil iJnj La^vdieiuaniinis had acted like Arehia? 
and LykApa?"—who, pressing dosdly upon the re- 
irentin^ Samians, were shut within the (owii-gutcs, 
and perished. The historian bud heard this exploit 
in personal conversation with Alohias, grandson of 
the person above-mentioned, id the denic Pitanaat 
Sparta—wlu»e father had been mimed Samius, und 
who respected the Saminm above any other Greeks, 
because they Imd bestowed upon the two brave 
warriors, slain within their town, an honourable 
and public funeral*. It is rarely that Herodotus 
thus sped ties lib in formants : had he done so more 
frequently, the value as well as the interest of bin 
history would have been materially increased.

were numbered among the must brilliant of the 
Ionic visitors -tl the Delian festival The Sami aim, 
landing nt Siphons, demanded a contribution, under 
ihe name of n loan, of ten talents . wUich being re¬ 
fused, they 1 proceeded to ravage the island, inflicting 
upon the inhabitants a severe defeat, and ultimately 
extorting from them 100 talents They next pur¬ 
chased from the inhabitants of Herndon6, in the 
Argolic penimmh the neighbouring island of Hy- 
drea, famous in modern Greek warfare. But it ap¬ 
pear!! that (heir plans must have been ■‘ubsrijucnlTy 
changed, for instead of occupying it, they placed it 
under the care of the Tnuzeniaos, and repntml 
themed ve* to Krde, for the purpose of expelling 
the Zukviilhiiin settlers at Kydflai*. let this they 
succeeded, nod were induced to establish themselves 
jti that place.

Such whf the mdutiduily end nf the viierninf of jw r .rr.!- 
Polyknitfc meanwhile that despot himself waa 
more powerful and prosperous t hmi ever. Sntnos 
under him was "the Itr-ii of all cities, Hrllenjc or 
barbaric*.'* The great works admired hy Hero¬ 
dotus in the island* — nn aqueduct lor the city, tun¬ 
nelled ill rough a mountain lor Liu length or seven 
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rurlotign—n mole to protect tin- harbour, two fur- 
Inric-i long :md twenty fathoms deep-—nml the vast 
tcriiipK 1 of Here—may probably have bt.c-ti enlarged 
nml completed, if mol begun by him Ari&totJe 
quotes the public: works of Polykratf-s a 1 instance-^ 
of the profound pofficy of despots, to occupy as well 
as to impoverish their Buhjccls 1 . The earliest of nil 
Grecian thdtiBsakrats, or sea-kinga—master of the 
greatest naval force in the iEgcnn, us well as of 
many uniting d* islands— he displayed his love of 
letters by friendship to Annie r eon. and bis piety by 
consecrating to the Delian Apollo* the neighbouring 
island of Rhtoeim But while thus nut^ I lining nil 
hie contemporaries, victorious over Sparta ami 
Corinth, and projecting further aggrandisement, 
he was p red pi luted on a sudden into the abyss of 
ruin® \ and that too, as if to demonstrate unequi vo¬ 
cally the agency of the envious gmla, not from tlic 
revenge of any of his numerous victims, but from 
the gratuitous malice of a stranger whom be bail 
never wronged and never even seen. 

The Persian satrap Greet iJs, on the neighbouring 
tnainhirul, conceived nil implacable hatred against 
him; no one could tell why—for he had no design 
ni attacking the island; ami the trifling reasons 
cmijectu rally assigned, only prove that the real 
. reason, whatever it might be, was unknown. 
Availin’.: him soil of the notorious ambition and 
cupidity nf Polykmtfr, Ornette sent to Samos a 
messenger, pretending that bin life was menaced 
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by Kamhysils. anti that lie was anxious to make, hi* 
escape with his a bun (hut i treasures. Tlo proposed 
to Polykratga a share in this Irciwure, aofficient to 
moke him master of nil Greece, as far as that object 
could he achieved by money, provided the Samian 
pruiee would come over in convey him away. 

.\t mandrills, secretary of Polykrtttfe, was ectit over n E ,iuo 
to iUuEjni'siu on the Maunder to make inquiries; 
he there saw the *atn»p with eight large coffer* full 
of gold—or other apparently so, Iniing in reality 
foil of stones, with a layer of gold ni the top* — tied 
up ready for departure. The cupidity of Polykr.u^u 
was not proof gainst bo rtoh a bait, lie crossed 
over ta Masrm'sia with n considerable suite. :md 
thus came into the power of Oreetta, in spite of the 
warnings of his prophets and the azouv of his ter¬ 
rified daughter, to whom his approaching fate had 
bceo revealed iu a dream. The satrap slow him 
mid crucified his body ; releasing all the Samians 
who accompanied him, with an intimation that they 
ought to thank him for procuring them a free go¬ 
vernment— hut retaining both the foreigners and 
the slave* os prisoners 1 , Hie death of Or ret him , 
self, which ensued shortly afterwords, has already 
been described. It is considered by Herodotus as 
a judgment for his flagitious deed in the cart uf

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At the departure of the latter from Samos, in 
anticipation of a speedy return, Mieandrius had 
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i&mwinui. liecn left as Uis lieutenrsnt at Saino^: and thl* ut\~ 
l!rp5f expected cutifcattophe of Potfkfat&a irlJIcrl him with 
surpriw- and consternation. Though possessed of 
ihe fortresses, the soldiers, and the treasures which 
^ L Lad uoniilUuted the machinery of hii powerful maa-

partly from the genuine political morality which 
smtiait prevailed with more or less force in every GrenUtt 
boa li m, lie resolved to lay down his authority and 
cut ratio hist: the island, "He wished (aays the 
historian in a re markable phrase 1 ) to act like the 
justesl of men ; hut he was not allowed to do no.'’ 
Hit- dm proceeding was to erect in tin- suburbs an 
altar in honour of Zeus Kleui berm*, ond to enclose 
a piece of ground an precinct, which still existed 
in the time of Hcrodotux lie next convened an 
assembly of the Samians, “ You know (says he) 
that the whole power of Polykrutte is now in my 
hands, nod there is nothing to hinder me from 
continuing to rule over yon.

Ihil Mafandriua recovered, and tnnht have continued 
o* despot tor a ylmf or two: it was however a weak 
despot ism, cci ill- sled more or less in the island, mid 
very different from the iron luimi of Pulyknifc. In 
this untoward condition the .Samuiiis were surprised 
by liie arrival of a new claimant for their sceptre 
and acropolis—and what wuh uhu:Ji more formida¬ 
ble, a Persian army to back him. 

Sylosfttj, the brother of Pu Ultra Libs, having taken syiu^n. 
part originally in ids brother's conspiracy and 
usurpation, had been at first allowed to share the 
fruits of it, but ijuieklj' found himself banished. In 5™**" 
this exile lit remained during the whole life of Poly- ^ h| ***!.* 
krut&, and until the tuteesios of Darius to the 
Persian throne, which followed about a year after 
the death of Polykrntga. He happened to he at 
Memphis in %vpt during the lime when Kambvs^s 
was there with his compiering army, and when Da¬ 
rius, then u Persian oi little note, was serving among 
the royal guard it. SylosAn was walking in the 

agora fd Memphis, wearing a M.-nrlctcloak, to wliich 
Dftriut look tt great fancy, and proposed to buy it, 

A divine iuspiration prompted Kylosfm to reply \ 

** I cannot for any price sell it; hut 1 give it you for 
not! ling, if it must buyouts." Darius I hanked him 
and accepted lhe cloak : and for some years the 
donor accused himself of a silly piece of eta*I Tin- 
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tore*. But ht event- came round, Syl<»Ah hngth 
hasrd with surprise t licit lhe unknown Persian, whom 
he had preseiiLcd with the cW( ai Memphis, 
installed as king in the palace at Susa. He went 
thither, proclaimed hmisclt as a Greek, a-s well as 
benefactor of the new king, and was admitted to 
the regal presence. Darius ll«d forgotten his |H=r- 
son, hut perfectly remembered the adventure of the 
clonk, when il was bronchi to In* mind —and < l to wed 
himself forward! iu requite, on the scale becoming 
the Grem King. former favours. I hough sinati, ren¬ 
dered to the simple soldier a I Memphis. Gold and 
stiver were tendered to Syloson in prolusion, hut 
lie rejected them- requesting lhat the island ut 
Samos might be conquered nod limit!til over Lit 
him, without slaughter or Liialuvemcnt of inhabit¬ 
ants. His request wus complied with, Otasfe, 
the originator of the conspiracy against Suirdifj 
was sent down to I he coast of Ionia with an army, 
carried SylosAn over to Samos, and landed him 
unexpectedly on the island*. 

Miemidrius ws» in no condition in resist the in¬ 
vasion, nor were the Samians generally dieposi d tis 
sustain him. He accordingly concluded a conven¬ 
tion with Gtania, whereby he agreed to make way 
for Syinsfin, to evacuate the island, and to ndtnii 
the Persians at once into the city retaining pOMvs- 
sion, however, for such time as might lie necessary

Minor with its neighbouring islands, Bui this- wan 
not sufficient for the ambition of a Persian king, 
next luit one in succession to the great Cyrus. 
The conquering impulse was yet unabated among 
the Persians, who thought it incumbent upon their 
king, and whose king thought it incumbent upon 
himself, to extend the limits, of the empire. Though 
not of the lineage of Cyrus, Darius hud taken pains 
to connect himself with it by marriage : he had 
married Alrosa and Artystoili 1 , daughters uf Cvru» 
“«nd Pnrroys, daughter of SuieKfi* the younger 
son of Cyrus. Atosao had been first the wife of 
her brother K» mbytes; next, uf the Magian Smcr- 
di* his successor; and thirdly of Darios to whom 
she bore four children 1 . Of those children the 
eldest was Xerxi's, respecting whom more will be 
said hereafter. 

AtosEU, mother id tin only Persian king who

lie hil l not Ill'll lung at that capital, when Dj 
rius, leaping from Hits hum 1 in the chase, sprained 
liis foot badly, and was curried home in violent 
pain. Tile Egyptian -urgeon-, supposed to be the 
first men in their profession 1 , whom he habitually 
employed, did him no good, but only aggravated 
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his torture; during seven days mid nights he had no 
sleep, so that he ns well n* those around him began 
to despair. At length, >niuc one who had been at 
Sardis accident ally recollected that he had heard 
of a Greek surgeon among the slaves of Orcclda 
search wait immediately made, and the miser able 
slave was brought, in chains us well as in rags 1 , 
into the presence of the rural sufferer. Being asked 
whether he understood surgery, he affected igno¬ 
rance ; but Darius, suspecting this to he a mere ar¬ 
tifice, ordered out the scourge and the pricking in¬ 
strument to overcome it, IMmoktkhhi now saw that 
there was no resource, admitted that lie hail ac¬ 
quired some little skill, ..me! was called upon to do 
hi- utmost in the case before him. He was fortu¬ 
nate enough to succeed perfectly, in alleviating the 
pain, in procuring sleep for the exhausted patient. 
;iml ultimately in restoring the foot to a mu id 
state. Darius, who had abandoned all hopes of 
such a cure, knew no bounds to Ids gratitude. As 
a first reward, lie presented him with two sets of 
chains in -olid gold—a commemoration of the state 
ill which Dtimokddlfci hud first come before him— 
lie next sent him into the harem to visit his wive*. 
When the conducting eunucha introduced him as 
the man who had restored the king to life, the grate - 
fit) sulttii!:!* each gave In him u saucer full of golden 
coins calk’d slitters*; in all so numerous, that the 
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glove Sbitftn who Mowed bun was enriched by 
merely picking up the piece* which dropped on tho 
floor. Nor van this all Darius gave bun ft splen¬ 
did bouse and furniture, made bitu the companion 
of liis table, and allowed him every description of 
favour, Hu was about to crucify the Egyptian 
surgeons who bad beau so unsuccessful in their 
at tempts to cure him ; but DfHiitduMte had the 
biippineJia of preserving their lives. as well 8* nf 
rescuing an unfortunate eoropanlou of bis impn- 
soiHueut^—nil Idleian prophet, who bad followed 
(be fortunes of Polykratte- 

(lut there wily one favour which Darius would on 
no account grant ■, yet upon this one D£mokfld£s 
lad M t hie heart — die liberty of returning to Greece. 
At length Occident, combined with Ins own surgical 
dull, enabled him to csc»i«j from the splendour ol 
bis second detention, as it bail helot© cxlriealtd 
ii, ^ him from the miwary nf the first. A tumour formed 
upon the breast of At ossa ; at first *bc said nothing 
wHj**” * to any one, but a* it Iccuiue too bad for conceal- 
inttfir-.rr at mcsit, she was forced to cmwiiU IMiiiokildfs. lie 
promised to cure her, but required from her a 
Boleinu oath that slm would aJlcrwunla do tor him 
any thing which he should a.-k — pledging himself at 
the same time to ask nothing indecent 1 . The cure 
wits successful, and Atosfcft Ufaa required to repay it 
by procuring bis liberty. Knowing however that 
the favour would be refused, even to her, if directly

speedy expi-ditbn ngnicsl the Scythians, she en¬ 
treated him to postpone it and to turn his to ires 
first against Greece— ** I have heard (she said i about 
the maidens of Sparta, Athens, Argos and Corinth, 
and 1 want to have sotiu' of them as -hives to serve 
me—(we may conceive tin* Mnilr of triumph with 
which the sons of them who hail conducted nt 
Fiat am and Salami h would bear this part of the 
history read by [Tcradottis)—you have near you 
the best person possible to give information about 
Greece—that Greek who cured vour foot." Darius 
was induced by lids request to semi flame confiden¬ 
tial Fenians into Graeco lo procure information, 
along with DduiokOdfa. Selecting fiftcun of them, 
lit* ordered them to survey Urn coasts and cities of 
Greece, under guidmicu of IWimiluW?, but with 
peremptory orders vijhui no account to let him 
escape or to return without him- He next mOl 
for DdtnokiM^ himself, is. plained to him what he 
wanted, and enjoined him imperatively to return. 
n» Huon ns the business had Lien completed: lie 
farther desired him to carry away with him alt the 
ample du nations which he hud already received, as 
present* la hi* father and brothers, promising that

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make up the loss : lastly, he directed that a atore- 
ijhip. “ tilled with ;dl maimer of good thing*,” 
should accompany the voyage- IJSmnktfdCs under¬ 
took the missiim with every appearance of sincerity 
The better 10 play hie part. lie declined to l ake away 
what ho already possessed at Susa saying, that he 
should like to find his property and furniture ngnin 
on coming bank, and that the store-ship alone, with 
Us content*, would he sufiicictil both for the voyage 
mid for all necessary presenta. 

Accordingly lie and the fifteen Persian envoys 
fi^T,V, u . n went down to Sidun, in Pheoicia, whore two armed 
W1 mui i " triremes were equipped, with a large store-ship in 
company: and the voyage of survey into Greece 
with nun* was commenced- Tlicy visited and examined all 
the principal places in Greece—probably beginning 
with the Asiatic and insular Greeks, crossing to 
<ar Kulut'ii, circuiiiniivigaliug Attica and Peloponnesus, 

then pacing to Knrhyra and Italy. Tlu-y surveyed 
the coasts and ciiies, taking lueLitoriindu 1 of every- 
thin£ worthy of note which they saw': this Peri pita, 
if it had been preserved, would have been incsti- 
mtilile, as an account of the actual slate nf tin? Cirt- 
eiati world tilmul 518 me. At soon ns they nrrived 
at Tnrentum, Dflmok&Jfe—now witlmi a diurt di- 
$ tau to o! his own home, Kroton—'found on opportu¬ 
nity of executing wimt he had meditated from the 
beginning- At his request, ArUtophilkM# the king 
of Toftmlmn seized Lhe fifteen Persians and detained 
them as spies, at the stum? time taking the rudder- 
from oft* their ships—while TWtnukMfip himself 
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made his escape to Krotbtu A* #oon ns lie had 
arrived there, AristopliiliiMs released tire Persians 
and suffered tliem lu pm-me their voyage ■ they 
went on in Krotmi, found iMWdtides in the market- 
place, and laid hniufe upon him. Bui his fdlow- 
cjIi/cjis rdvuscd Jiim— not without oppwedlion from 
snum who were afraid of prove king the Great King, 
and in spite of it monstrances, energetic and tnr- 
iiricing, from the Persians them^elvc- ; Indeed the 
KmtonuiU- not only [in dec ted the re^toreil esik, 
but even robin d the Persians of their store-ship. 
The hitter, disabled from proceeding farther as well 
by this hiss us by Ihu recession of DemokAhV. coni' 
meneed their voyage homeward, hut unfortunately 
suffered shipwreck near the lupygiaji cape, and 
became slaves in Unit neighbour baud. A Tarantino 
exile, named (oilas, ransomed then* and carried 
them, up Lo Susa — a service for which Darius pro- 
iui»cd him any recompense that he eho.it*. Restora¬ 
tion to his native city was all that Gillum naked; 
and that too, uuL by force, buL by Ibe mediation of 
the Asiatic Greek- of K nidus, wlio were on terms 
of tntiniLitc alliance with the T&ruiilirma.

Had thefirtl .igieressive 
expedition of Ihtrius, with his own jwrimual com¬ 
mand anti fresh ajipditt for eam|tnMi T hrvu directed 
against Greece instead of agninst Scythia (between 
51 lj-514 b,c,% Grecian independence would have 
perished almost iuliiliildy. For Athena was then 
still governed by the Peuistrtttdt ; what she wa* 
under them, we Imvc had occasion to notice in a 
former chapter. Sht* had then no courage tor 
energetic self-defence, ami probably tlippiu- him- 
self, far from offering resistance, would have found

with them, and submission on tolerable terms art 
impossibility. When we come to the grand Persian 
Invasion of Greece, wc shall sec that Allien* w-ns 
the life find soul oi all the opposition offered. ^ e 
shall sre ffirthcr,that with nil the effort)* of Alliens, 
the amitess of the defence was more than once 
doubtful. at id would have been converted into n 
very different result, if Xerx£» had listened to the 
best of bis own counsellor?. But had Darius* fit 
the head uf the very -uuue lurce which lie con¬ 
ducted into Scythia* or even an interior force, 
landed at Marathon in 514 a.c,, instead ol' sending 
Dalis in 4£H)ji*e.—lie would have foutld no men 
‘ like the victors of Mural hon to meet him* A# hit 
as we can appreciate the probabilities, he would 
have met with link resistance, except from the 
Spartan? singly, alio would have maintained their 
uwn very defensible territory against all bis efiorts 

_like the Mysiims and Pisidmu* in Asia Minor, 01 

like tin- Maiuot* of Laconia in biter days; but 
iidia* generally would have become a Persian 
satrapy. Fortunately, Darius, while lu-nl on in* 
vadiini Home eotmtry, had set liis mind on the 
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nUack «f Scythia , alike perilous mid unprofitable. 
His personal ardour was wasted oti those uncon* 
quomtik' region*. where lit- narrowly escaped the 
liihiihtroH^ fate of Cyrus —nor did he ever jtay a 
second visit to the toasts nt the -Ege-im. Yet tiiu 
amorous iuJlui ncivi of Alossa, set at work by Dtf* 
makfrlfc, might well have been sulRcienllj’ power¬ 
ful to induce Ihiri ns to assail Ureter instead ol 
Scythia—si choice In favour of which all other 10 - 
eormnendatioiis coacum'd, nrid the history of free 
Greece would then probably have stopped at this 
point, without unrolling imj nf the glories which

t?n incalculably great has been the influence nt 
Grecian development, during the two centuries^ 
between jtXMtCK) me,, on tin* Muslim v* of mankind, 
that we cannot puss without notice a contingency ‘ 
which threatened to arrest that development in the 
hud. J iidee I il may bo remarked that the history 
of any nation, considered a* tv sctjtiencc of cauics 
and effects affording applicable knowledge, requires 
ns tu study not merely real events, hut also iumii* 
nent cotitmgendes—events which were cm (lie pniul. 

When \vr read 
the v, idling* of AtOtt* In the Pet®*) of JSsehylus, 
for tiie humilialum which her son XcrxiW had just 
undergone in Id* Might from Greece*, we do net 
easily persuade ourselves to reverse the picture, and 
to conceive (lie same Atot&a. twenty years curlier, 
iminhering as her slaves .it Susa thf noblest He ra¬ 
le) cut and JUkmwhuid maidens from Greece. Yet 
the picture wmdd reallv have been thus re versed— 
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the wish of Atowa wSS 'live bwn.fulflMj anil 
the wiiillnga'WcMiUl have been heard irom enslaved 
Greek maidens in Persia—if the mind oi l ana* 
had not happened to be pro-owm^d with a project 
not less insane even than those u< Kam *Y s a 0 ains 
Ethiopia and the Libyan desert. Such «t least is 
the moral of the story of DimuMdia. 

Thai insane expedition Kcroa^ the Daiiu it; m u 
Scythia comes now to he recounted. It wa- un¬ 
dertaken by Darius for Hie purpose of avenging t“ 
inroad and devastation of the Scythians m Media 
and Upper Asia, about a century before. The lust 
of conquest imparted unusual force to tins aenb* 
i u ft it of wounded dignity, which iiv the case °> l,Mf 
Scythians could hardly be connected with any ripe* 
tstiou of plunder nr profit. In spite of the dwmv 
din& admonition of his brother Artabaaos , Darius 
« Ken«l.ii. iv. 1. S3. Thtw n. utiiLisjr in nwikth* 
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summoned the whole force of his empire, army ami 
navy, to the Thracian Bosphorus—a force cot less 
than 700,000 horse and foot, amt 600 ships, ac¬ 
cording to Herodotus. On these prodigious num¬ 
bers we can lay no stress. But it eppo&ra that the 
nuitichj of ail (tie various notions campoMUg the 
host were inscribed on two pillars, erected by order 
ot During on i he European side of the Bosphorus, 
and afterwards seen Uy Herodotus himself in the 
city of Bytutittiu—the iascriptions were bilingual, 
in Assyrian charnelcr* as well as Greek- The Sa¬ 
mian architect Maudroklfc had been directed to 
throw a bridge of boats across the Ifenphonii, 
.dhiot half-way between Byzantium and the mouth 
of the Euxine. So peremptory were the I’oraian 
kings that lheir orders for military service should 
1 h‘ punctually obeyed, mid so impatient were they 
of the idea of exemptions, that when a Persian lather 
named QSolmus entreated that one of his three 
eons, nil included in the conscription,might be left 
at home, Darios replied that all three of them should 
be left ;ii home !—m answer which the unausjiact- 
iog fat her heard with delight They vent indeed 
all loft at home—for they were all put to dc&Lh*. A

The hater (piwtimi is decided in 
tho affirmative i>> the Snrmtitiiuii, the Budini, and 
the Gelftni, all eastward «t tlnr Tannin 1 —hi the lit*' 
-alive by the rest. The Scythians, removing their 
wagons will* lJieir wive= and children out »f the 
way northward* red cat and draw Darius after theni 
from the DamitfC all across Scythia ami Sarmolia 
to the north-extern extremity of the territory ut 
the Budioi*, several days* journey eastward of the 
Tamils. Moreover they destroy the wells and ruin 
the herbage ns much as they cun. so that during 
all this long march I Ears Herodotus) the Mend tins 
“ round nothing to damage. inasmuch ns the coun¬ 
try whs barren;’’ u js liitietnre mil easy to sec 
what they could fund to live upon, ll is in the ter¬ 
ritory >if the Jhniini hi tin- rjstutimosl terminus 
on the holders of the desert, that the Persians per¬ 
form ihe only positive acts which nre ascribed (o 
them throughout the whole expedition. They bum 
the wooden wall before occupied, hut now deserted, 
by Lhci OdtAni, and they build, or begin to build, 
fight large forln ?sea near the river Garun. Foe 
what purpose these forlressea could have been in¬ 
tend ed, Herodotus gives no intimation; but lie 
kij that the uuiiti; litd work was yel to hi seen 
oven in his day \ 
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Having thus been carried all across Scythia and 
the other kTfitariirt above-mentioned in n north¬ 
easterly direction, Darius and his army lire next 
mine!icd back a prodigious distance in » north¬ 
westerly direction, through the l rfri lories of the 
Ah'liiiirhhvni, I he Aifilmplingi, and the Neuri, all 
of whom flee affrighted into the northern desert, 
having been thus compelled against their wilt to 
share in the consequences of the war* The Aga- 
thyrsi peremptorily require the Scythians to abs* 
tain from drawing the Persians into thrir terri¬ 
tory, on pain of being them selves treated an ene¬ 
mies 1 ; the Soy t hi an * in eonsequence respect the 
bountl&nes of the Ago thyrsi, and direct their retreat 
in such a mminer os to draw*the Persians again 
southward into Scythia. Dining all this Snug 
march backwards and forwards, there tire partial 
t-kirminhes mill combat £ of horse, but the Scythians 
steadily refuse any general engagement. And though 
Darius chid I edges them tor malty by means of a 
herald, with Lauuk of cowardice, tin? Scythian king 
IdaiiUiyiaua not only refUBM buttle, but Cxphuoi 
and defends his jiolii >. and defies the lYntmn to 
tunic ami destroy the tombs of their fathers—it w ill 
then lie itdd.H be urn whether the Scy Lilians ar« 
cowards.or tibl*. The dilHtnllic& of Darius have 
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by this time become serious, when Idan thyrsus 
sends la him the menacing presents of ;i bird. a 
moose, n frog, and five arrows: the Persians ana 
obliged to commence a rapid retreat towards the 
Danube, leaving, m order to check and slacken llie 
Scythian pursuit, the least effective and the =*iek part 
of their army encamped, together with Hie asses 
which had been brought with them—animals un¬ 
known to the Scythians, and causing groat alarm by 
their braying 1 . However, notwithstanding some 
ilclay thus caused, as well ss the anxious haste of 
Darius to reach the Danube. Lhc Scythians, far 
more rapid in their movements, arrive at the river 
before him, and open a negotiation with the Ion wins 
left in guard of ibe bridge, urging them to break it 
down and leave the Persian king to his fate- in* 
evitable destruction with Ins whole army 
swg im. 11 ere we re-cutor the work! of reality, at I he north 

{££* bank of the Danube, (he place wlicro wc before 
j»i™ '!«i quitted it. All that is reported to have parsed 
iJnfrm- in the interval* ii tried by the test of historical 
matter of fact, can be received as nothing heller 
than a perplexing dream. It only acquires value 
when we consider it as nn illustrative fiction, in- 
dkiilii^r doubtless* som< unknown matter htcti 
but framed chiefly to exllihit in RCtson thoae no- 
attackable Nomsstb who farmed I lie nortJl-eastern 
barbarous world of a Greek* ruul with wh<N£ nmi* 
ner^ Herodotus was profoundly f?i ruck 11 rheSoy-

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tlmme 1 fsays lie), in regurti to one of the gwattht 
ol human matters, have struck out a phn cleverer 
than any that I know, In other respects I do not 
admire them ; Lint they Imw contrived thin yreal 
object, that in> invader ol' their country si mil ever 
escape out of It, or shall ever be able to find mil 
and overtake them, units'. they thentfdfel chouse. 
For when men have neither walls nor established 
cities, but are nil house-dimers uiul horst-bowman 
—living, nut from the plough, but from cattle, and 
having their dwellings on waggons—how ran they 
l«? otherwise than unntiacknble and impractieLihh.' 
to meddle with V ’* Tin: protracted and unavailing 
chase ascribed to Drains—who cun neither overtake 
his game nor use hid arms, and who hardly even 
escapes in safety—embodies in detail this formidable 
attribute of the Scythian Nomads. That Darina 
actually marched into the country, there can he 
no doubt. Nothing else i.4 certain, except Ins igno¬ 
minious retreat o\U ol il to the Danube ; for of the 
many different guesses*, by which critics have al- 
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tempted to out down the gigantic sketch of l leru- 
dot ns into a inindi with definite- limits and direc¬ 
tion, not one rests upon any positive ground?, or 
curries the least conviction. We can trace the 
[in i ailing idea in the mind of Ulc biitoritra, but 
caiino! find out what were his substantive data. 

The adventures which took place at the passage 
of Ikat river, both on the out-mnreb and the Imme- 
maruh. wherein the Ionian* me concerned, arc far 
mure « itliin the limits of history. Here Herodotus 
possessed bitter menus of informuLion, and had 
leas of a dominant idea to illustrate. That which 
passed between Darius and the Ion in res on his first 
crtisiiiig in very curious: l have reserved it until 
the present moment, because it i> purlieuLirl) cufi- 
nccted with the mei dents which happened on his 
return. 

On reaching (lie Danube from Thrace, he fount! 
the bridge of boms ready, and when the whole 
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army had passed over, lie ordered I hv lorn at is in OnJ<^» 
break it down, tis well m to follow him in hi* hind- fminii* 
march into Scythia' ; ihe ships being left with ’t",, 1 :' 1 ' 

■ mi tiling but tin- rowers nml senmeu essential in 
navigate them homeward. Jti" order wm un the 
point of being executed, wJion. fortunately for him. 

Hie Milylena.au yen end. Kuils ventured lo call ill 
ijiici^tiiui the prudence of it, having first naked 
whether it was the pleasure of the Pi-naan king to 
listen tu atlviec. He urged I ha! I.Ilv m-ifch on winch 
they were pruct-ediug might prove perilous, ami 
retreat possibly unavoidable; because the Scythians, 
though certain to lie defeated if brought to action, 
might perhaps not auffer themselves to be np- 
pmarked or mren discovered. As ;i precaulioit 
: mui list all contingencies, it was prudem to leave 
the bridge standing and watched by those who had 
constructed it I'tir from being offended at the 
advice, Darius felt grateful for it, and desired that 
KAcs would ask him after hifl return fur a suitable 
reword—which we *luiU hereafter find granted. He 
then altered his resolution, took a cord, end lied 
*ixly knots in it. " Take thi> cord (said In* to 
(be Ionian*) c untie one of the knots m it each day 
after my advance from the Danube into Scythia 
Ketnain here and guard tin* hridge until you shrill 
have untied all the knot* , but if by that lime I 
shall not have returned, then depart and sail 
home*-" Alter such order/ In: begum his march 
mto the interior, 
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Tliis interesting, "Qt only a* ii dis- 

clows the simple expedients for numeration and 
counting of tiiue then practised, but nisi as it 
illustrate!, the geographical idea* prevalent. I Ju¬ 
lius did not intend to come bach over the Danube, 
hut to march round the Tvlieolis, and to return 
into Persia on the eastern Hide of the Euxine, No 
other explanation can be given tit hifi orders. At 
first, confident of atieeeM, he orders the bridge 
to Vie destroyed forthwith: he will beat the Scy¬ 
thians, march through their country, and re-enter 
Media from the eastern side til the Euxiue. \\ hen 
lie is reminded that poEsibh in- may not l?' 1 able to 
find the Scythians, and may be obliged to retreat, 
lie still continues persuaded that this timet happen 
within rixty dny=, if it happens at nil ; and that 
should he remain absent more limn sixty days, stn li 
delay will be a convincing proof that he will take 
the other road of return instead of reparsing the 
Danube. 'Hie reader who looks at a map of the 
Euxine and its surrounding territories umy U' 
startled at so extravagant a conception Hut he 
should recollect that there was no map of the same 
or nearly the same accuracy before Herodotus, 
much less before the contemporaries of Darius. 
The idea of entering Media by the north from Scy¬ 
thia and Snmiatia over the Caucasus, is familiar to 
Herodotus in ]iis sketch of the early marches of the 
Scythians nod Cimmerians: moreover, he tells us 
that after the expedition ol Darius, there came -nine 
ScyLilian envoys to Sparta, proposing an offensive 
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alliance against Persia, and ottering on their part 
to march across the Phasic into Ah-dia from tin 
north l , while I lie SjmrlEios were invited ti> Jmid on 
1 hi-shores of Asia Minor. .mil advance ueru*- the 
country to meet tliciu from (he west. When we 
recollect that the Macedonians and their lender, 
Alexander the Great, having arrived ui the river 
Jaxartfs, on the ninth of Sogdiahu and on the cast 
of the Sen of And, supposed that they laid readied 
the Tarnis and called the river by that name : — wc 
shall not he nsumiahed m the erroneous csumatlon 
of distance implied in tin plan conceived h> Dariits. 

The Ionian* had already remained in guard of the tv rxai»i 
bridge beyond the sixty days commanded, without 
hearing anything of die Persian army, when they 
were surprised hy the appearance, not of that army, 
but of a body of Scythians. who acquainted them mw u 
that Darius was in full ret real and in the greatest 
distress, and that his safely with the whole army 
depended upon that bridge. They endeavoured to 
prevail upon the- Ionium, since the sixty days in¬ 
cluded in their order to remain had now elapsed, 
to break the bridge and retire , assuring them tbnL 
if this were done, the destruction of the Persian* 
was inevitable—of course the Ionian,:, them selves 
would then be free. At hist the latter were favour¬ 
ably disposed towards the proposition, which was 
warmly espoused by the Athenian MiltiadGs, despot 
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at governor of tht; Thracian Chersonese b Hod he 
prevailed. the victor t>r Marathon (lor such we <li ill 
hereafter find torn) wovJd have thus indicted a much 
more vita! blowon Persia than even Unit celebrated 
action, and would have brought upon Harms the 
dSf-asIrous fate of his predecessor t’vrus. Hut the 
Ionian princes, though leaning at first towards hi* 
suggestion, were speedily converted by the rsjuc- 
sent.it iuiiB of 1 iujlitfus of Mi h-tus, who reminded 
them that the m ninle miner of fits own jisrmtdnn. y 
over ihe Mik-shmfi, and that of each despot in lib 
respective city, w;t> assured by means of Persian 
support alone—the feeling of the population being 
everywhere against them: couscipiently. the ruin 
of Darius would he their ruin AJiW. This argument 
proved ctmchtaivc. It. wa? r. sol veil to a lay and 
maintain the bridge, Liu to pretend compliance 
with the fb ylhhitib, and prevail upon litem In de¬ 
part, by it (fee ling to destroy it. The northern por¬ 
tion of the bridge was accordiugly ih-troyd, tor 
the length of n how-Mint, and the Scythians de¬ 
parted. under the penuiitsifni I hat they hail suc¬ 
ceed erl in depriving their enemies of the means of 
crtis^iny the river 7 It appears that they missed 
the irurk of the retreating host, which was thus 
enabled, after the severest privation and suffering, 
to reach the Dun til n; in safety. Arriving dining 
the diif kne as of thu night. Darius was at first tetri- 
tivd to find the bridge no longer joining the northern 
bank. An Eqypthm hurtdd, ot -icnlunan powers of 
voice, was ordered tu udl j- loudly As possible the 
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name of Hie Mik'-siun. Answer fining 

sjieedily made, Hu- bridge was rc-established, and 
the Persian array passed over Uifore die Scythians 
returned lo the spot 

Then- r,m fir nn doubt I Inti Hie Tuiiialni Imre (n*l iJpimnn. 
an opportunity e mi tie 11 (lyfuv mi ruble, such bs never 
again returned far e tumid puling Ihcmedve* from ,Tw!jT 
tin- Persian dominion. Their deupnta, hy wham ’*"* 
tlm determination ^pis made, especially Hie Milci 1 
>fiaii Elieliieuc, were ncii induced Lo preserve tin 
bridge by Any honourable reluctance t« betray llirj 
irust repost'd in them, but simply by eciri&h regard 
to the inn kite nance of iheir own unpopular flumi-j 
nioiu And we may re murk Hint Hie real character 
nf this impelling motive, .is well ns the deliberation 
accompanying it. may be assumed as resting upon 
very good evidence, since we arc now arrived within 
the personal knowledge of the Milesian historian He* 
kattens. who took an active part in the Ionic revolt 
a few years afterwards, and who may perhaps have 
been j»eraoimlly engaged in this exp edit ion. He will 
he found reviewing with prudence find sobriety Hip 
chances of that unfortunate revolt, and dint rusting 
its Kuavs* from Hie beginning! white Hi shams of 
Milfdus will appear cm the same occasion as the 
fomenler of it, in order lo procure hi* release from 
an ho ti< hi rail k- detention at Sn-. i ut \r the person of 
Darius. The selfishness of this despot, having de* 
priced his countrymen of that real and lavim ruble 
chance of «m mid pit lion whicih the deal ruction of 
the bridge would have opened to them, threw them 
into perilous revolt a few veais alterwartk against 
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tlic entire and QnembitnMed throe of the Persian 
king awl umpire. 

Extricated from the peril* of Scythian warfare, 
Darius marched southward from the Danube 
through Throce to the Hellespont, where lie crossed 
t«v*d n f from Sestos into Asia, lie Jcrt however a can. 
ull-X-* -side ruble army in Europe, muter Hie command of 
r'l'r’nvrr MegabaiUB, to accomplish thr compost of Thrace, 
gajj wm*— Perinthna on the Propontis made a brave resists 

JimtUiU anr i**, but W3S Ul ICEIgtll SlltulUCd, Hllli it tippCnfS 

that not only nil the Thracian iribcs, but all the 
Grecian colonies, between the i felleupoiil and the 
Slryinon, were forced to submit ; giving earth and 
water, and becoming subject to tribute ! Near the 
Lower Strymon was the Edtmian town of Myrkinns, 
which Darius ordered to be made over to Hielimus 
of Mitfltua; for both this Milesian, and JW£s uf 
hffityl&rf, had been desired by the Persian king to 
name their own reward tor their tideliiy to him on 
the passage over the Da mi be'. KMs rciju&sted that 
lie might be constituted despot of jMStylfinf, which 
was accomplished by Persian authority; but Hietinus 
solicited that the territory near Myrkimw might be 
given to him for the foundation of a colony. A-> 
toon as the Persian cotuptwls extended Hues far, 
the site in (question was presented in I list hem, who 
entered actively upon his new sdierpc. \\ e shall 
find the territory near Myikiuus eminent Uercattcr 
ns the site of AmphipoUs. It offered great tcmjila- 
linn tu settlers, as fertile. wtil-wooded, convenient 
for maritime cumin tree, and near tu auriferous and 
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m l*c)i til emus mountains'. It however that 

the IVrsiim dominion in Thrace was disturbed by 
<in invasion of the ScytJsiuoa, who, in revenge for 
the aggression of Harms, overran (lit country as 
far n> tln< Thracian Chersonese. and arc even said 
to have sent envoys to Spartn, proposing a siimiJ- 
t ancon .s invasion of Persia from different sides by 
Spartans anil Scythians. Tim Athenian Milii.uh* 
who was despot or governor of the Chersonese, was 
forced to quit it for some time ; a retirement which 
licrudotus ascribe to the incursion ol these No- 
mad*. Hut we may be pennilted In bui-prct that 
the historian has misconceived the real cause of 
such retirement, JMilliadte could not re mum in I he 
CbentUiese, after he had incurred the deadly enmity 
of Dan tis by exhorting the Ion him* to destroy the 
bridge over the Danube J .

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whom Amytilas readily gave die required token of 
submission, inviting them \o a splendid banquet* 
liTuX"'' When exhilarated with wine, they demanded to 
51 -v die women of the regal family, who, being ac¬ 
cordingly introduced, were rudely dealt with by the 
strauecr*- At length the son o) Amyutny, Alexan¬ 
der, resented the insult, ami exacted for it a signal 
vengeance. Dismissing the women under pretence 
that they should return after a bath, he brought 
buck in their place youth;- iu female attire, armed 
with dagger*; the Pendant;, proceeding to repeal 
their caresses, were ail put to death. Their rctinuU, 
and the splendid carnages and equipment which 
they had brought with them, disappeared at the 
same time, without any tidings reaching the Per¬ 
sian army. And when Buhurite, another eminent 
Persian, was *cut into Macedonia to institute rc- 
wnrdir*. Alexander contrived to hnsli up the pro¬ 
ceeding by large bribes, and liy giving liim his sis¬ 
ter Gygsea in marriage 1 .

son. and carrying him to Susu counsellor and 
friend, with every mark of honour, but with the 
secret intention of never letting him revisit Ask 
Minor. The fears of the Persian general were 
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Hieli»‘us at Sutn liffiamt in lhe settle) an important 

L'Vt'Ilt *. 

On departing for his capital, Darius nominated 
his brother Artapherru-s satrap of Sardis, ami QtjjntJa nwni 
general of the forces on the const in place of Mega* ntajpom 
bums. The new general dealt very soivrdy with 
Tnriouft towns near the Propontis, cm I he ground 
that they had evaded their duty in the luteScythian 
expedition, and had even harassed the tunny of 
Darius in its retreat* He look Byzantium and 
Clmikfcioi). Of* well ns Antandnis in the Tread, and 
Lamponmin - t and with the aid of a tied from Les¬ 
bos, he achieved a new conquest.—the islands of 
Lemnos ami hubris, at that time occupied by ft 
Pclusgtc population, seemingly without any Greek 
inhabitants nt ail* 

These Pdasgi were of cruel and piratical cha¬ 
racter, if we may judge by the tenor of the legends 
respecting them ; l^mmao misdeeds being cited on 
a proverbial expression for atrucith s *. They were 
distinguished also for ancient worship of HDplacstus, 
together with mystic rites in honour of the Knbeiri, 
and even human saiiriliee- to their Great Goddes*. 

In their two cities—Heplut-ria* on the east of the 

■ tlaafcrt- t. £t. Cl 
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island .uni Myrittn an iJil- west—they held out 
bravely against Ottinte, nor did they submit until 
[hey had undergone long and severe hardship. 
Lykai&u#, brother of iU.it Aln-undrjus whom we 
have already noticed a« despot of Santo#, wnanamed 
gov urn or ill' Lemnos : but he soon after died'. It 
is probable that llirl’ditagic population of Ike uluuds 
was greatly enter hied during this struggle, ami we 
even hear that their king I lermmi voluntarily emi¬ 
grated from fear of Puriii?'. 

Lemnos and ituhros thus became Persian pos- 
sesaiwiS, held by a subordinate prince as tributary 
A few years afterwards their lul wnn again idi;in"r<I 
—they passed into the hands of Athens, the IVlus- 
■ric inhabitant» were expelled, mid fresh Athenian 
sutlers in traduced.. They were conquered by Mil* 
tiades from the Thruciuii Chersonese; from Klavas 
at the *oulh of that [Hriimsulfi to Lemnos living 
within Its-3 than mn -I.lvV -nil with a north wind. 
The Hcphaes titans abandoned their city and evacu¬ 
ated the Island w ith little resistance ; but the in- 
ludotants of Myrirm stood a siege 1 , and were not 
expelled without difficulty: both of them found 
abode* in Thruee, on anil near the peninsula of 
Mount Athos.

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lor ancient legendary crime committed by certain 
Pclas^t* who, many centuries before, had been 
expelled by th® Athenians from Attta, ami had 
retired to Lemnos. Full of this legend, lie tells u* 
no thing about the proximate causes or cireum- 
afnnces of the conquest, which must probably have 
been accomplished by the efforts of Alliens jointly 
with MiUiudOs from Lhe Chersonese, daring the 
period that the Persians were occupied in quelling 
Hit Ionic revolt, between o02-4H4 b.c.— since it is 
hardly Lo be supposed that Mi Hindus would have 
ventured thus to attack a Persian possession during 
i be time that the satraps bnd their hands tree. The 
acquisition was probably tad I i toted by the fact, 
i hat the Fdtutgic population of the inlands had been 
weakened, as well by their former resistance to the 
Persian Otanfis, as by some years passed under the 
deputy of a Persian ait rap. 

In menlioning the conquest of Lemnos by the 
Athenians and MiltiudK I have anticipated a little 
on the course of events, because (hut conquest— 
though coiucidiug in point of time with the Ionic 
revolt iwhich will be recounted m the fallowing 
chapter; . and indirectly caused by it in so far as it 
occupied the attention of the Persians—lies entirely 
apart from the ope ratio ns of the revolted loniima. 
Wheu Miliiiidfe was driven out of the Clieri+oucse 
by (be Persians on the anpprw^sion of the tonic 
revolt. Ids fame, derived from having subdued 
Lcinfio- 1 , contributed both to neutralize thccniuily 
Which he had incurred as governor of the Chcrso- 
iicse, and to procure bis election as one of (be ten 
generals for Ihc year of tin 1 Maralhimiuti combat.

llttBRKTU tin- history of the Asiatic Greeks lifts 
flowed in ti stream dktlucL from That of the Euro¬ 
pean Greeks. 'Hie present chapter will murk the 
jjci'ick] of confluence between the two. 

At the time when Darius ipnlied -Sardis on his nano* 
return to Susa, carrying with him the Milesian in.-, ,. 
HUtiaus, he left Ariapheruds hts brother ns entrap " >J1M ’ 
of Sardis, invested with the supreme command of 
Western Asia Minor. The Grecian uilics on the 
coast, comprehended under his satrapy , appear to 
liftve heuti chiefly governed hy native despot* in 
each . and Miletus especially. in the absence of 
Hiidixeus wa« ruled hy his son-in-law Arisiagorus- 
That city was imw in the height of power am! pros¬ 
perity—in every respect the leading city of loom 
The return of Darina to Suna may he pi need seem¬ 
ingly about a 1 ‘J n.c.. from which time forward the 
state of things above di-scribi'd continued, without 
disturbance, for eight or ten yenr*— M a respite 
from suffering,” to ii*c the significant phrase of the 
historian *.

It tot wealthy, prosperous, possessing r ^,“ 
a large population both of freemen and slaves, and ■"* 
detciidi-d as well by armed drips as hv a force ol 
feOttO heavy-armed infantry. The exiles applied 
for n id lo Arista gums, who saw that he could turn 
them into instruments of dominion for himself in 
the island, provided lie could induce Arlaphero^ 
to embark in the project along with him—hia own 
force not being nth -piatc by flsdf. Accordingly he 
went to Santis and laid his project before the 
satrap, intinmtin:: that ns soon as the exiles should

On reaching Chios. they 
g****" 11 waited in its western harbour of Kaiikasa lor a loir 
Aonur jir- wind u> carry them straight across to Naxos. No 
Ibt'iVmp. suspicion was entertained in that island of its real 
purpose, nor was any preparation made lor rt> 
si&tanrc , so that l lit success of Aristagor&s would 
have been complete, had it not been defeated hy on 
untoward incident ending in dispute MegabattU— 
with a solicitude which we we surprised to diflcem 
in a Persian general—making personally the tourot 
bin fleet, to see that every ship was under proper 
watch, discovered a ship frutn Myndrn* (an Asiatic 
Dorian city near llalikanjaMUs) left with* ml a aiu- 
■ Html*. c ai 
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glc man on board. Incensed at thi* neglect, he 
called before him Skylax, tha commander of the 
ship, and ordered him lo be put in, chains, with his 
head projecting outwards through ouy of the aper¬ 
tures for dare in the ship’s side. Shy Ian was a gtie^t 
mid friend of Aristagbnw, who on hearing of this 
punishment, interceded with Megabits for his re.

The failure of this expedition threatened Ariala- 
gorus with entire ruin, He had incensed Megidmffo. 
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deceived ArtajdiemSs, and incurred, nn ObllglttOOt 
which in knew not how lo discharge, ol indemni¬ 
fying the hitter for the costs of the fleet. 1 Je begun 
to revolt- in his mind die scheme of revolting J'rotti 
Persia, when it eo happened that there arrived nearly 
at the iiimi 1 mmucijL ;i messenger fro™ hi a father- 
in-law Hi si hens, who was detained nl the court ol 
Susa, secretly instigating lum to this very resolu¬ 
tion. Not knowing whom to trust with this dun- 
eorocs iiicsFnee, Hiitifeu^ had caused the l wad m * 
fnjthlnl duet to hr shaved—branded upon it the 
Words necessary—iinl llim despatched him, so soon 
ne his heir had grown, to MikHtis, with a vr.rlud 
mtiiiiiUkm to Arislagarna that his bend was to he 
again shaved and examined*. llfotitviia sought to 
provoke this perilous rising, simply ae a mean" ol 
procuring his own release from Susa, and in the 
calculation that Darius would send him down to the 
coast to re-establish order.

Such of these 
despots as fell into the hands ot Ariblagora*- were 
surrendered info the hands of their former subject*, 
by whom they were for the most pari quietly dis¬ 
missed, and we shall find them hereafter active 
auxiliaries 10 the Pureiaxts. Jo (Ids treatment tin- 
only exception mentioned is KtVs, who was stoned 
to death by the [VII trie means*. 

By these lin*t .iuccesiful steps the Ionic revolt 
was made to assume mi extensive and formidable 
character; much more so. probably, than the pru¬ 
rient Hekatflfus bad anticipated as practicable, I be 
naval force of the Penums in the JEgeuit was at 
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once taken away from them, and pii&aed to their 
oppoocniK. wli>. were thus completely masters of 
the iiiti; and would iu fact have remained 00, if a 
second naval force I mil out bean brought up againil 
them from Phruh in—a proceeding never before ie- 
wwted to. and perhaps at that time not looked fur. 

Having exhorted all the revolted towns to name

Rejected at Sparta„ Ariatagoms proceeded to 
Athens, now decidedly Liu- second [*>vvcr in Greece. 
And here he found tin easier task, not only as it was 
the metropolis (or ruoiber-city) of Asiatic Ionia, but 
also .H it had already incurred the pronounced 
hostility of the Persian satrap, and might look in be

prnvnkiug n nen - many by meddling in the Asiatic 
»nr- The [ifnmtavs aed representations of Arista* 
gorus were accordingly received with great Favour 
by the Athenians , wlm,. over and above tin- claims 
ul sympathy, had a powerful interest in sustaining 
thr Iiitiir revolt as an indirect pmtcctiiiu lu thciu- 
scKi—ami to whom the (detraction of the Ionic 
fleet from the Persians afforded a conspicuous raid 
important relief. Tin Athenians at oner resolved 
to send a fleet of twenty whips, under Metuuthius, 
as an aid lo the revolted Inmans—ships which 
nit: styled by EicrodoUJ.H "the beginning of the 
mischiefs between Greek® and barbarians"—as 
the ships in which Pane crossed the J^eun had 
he fore been called in the Iliad of Homer. He* 
radolus fart lie i remarks that -assembled numbers 
seem cosier to deceive than one man—since Ari- 
htAgruiih, after huvin^r foiled with Kleotm ucs, thus 
imposed o|nm the Mu j kXI dthtm of Athena 1 , But 
on this remark two comments surest themselves. 
First, the cirtumstimct* ol Athens mid Sparta m re 
not the smne in regard to the Ionic quarrel,— 
im observation wh'tnh Herodotus himself had made 
n little white before j the Athenians hod n material 
Merest in the quarrel. political as well ns sympa- 
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thellc, while the Spartans had none. Secondly, ihc 
ultimate result of their interference, he, it stood in 
the time of JtcrodoLuv, though purchased by severe 
intermediate hardship, was one eminent tv gainful 
and glorifying, not less to Athens than to Greece 1 . 

When Arifitagortis returned, he seems 10 have 
found llic Persians engaged in the siege of Miletus, 
The twenty Athenian ships soon crossed the /Egean, 
and found there five Erctrian ships which had 
also come to the succour of the Ionian* , the Kre- 
irians generously taking this opportunity to repay 
assistance formerly rendered to them by the Mile¬ 
sians in their ancient wnr with Chalkis On the 
arrival of these allies. Aiisingoras organized an 
expedition from Eplit'su^ up to Sardis, tinder the 
command of his brother Champinus with others. 
The ships were left at Knrfosus-. a mountain and 
seaport live miles from Ephesus, while the troops 
iiiarchcd up under Ephesian guides. tir?t along the 
river Kavstrr, next ncro&s the mountain range of 
Tniftltis to Sardis. Arhip heme* had Rot troops 
enough to do more than hold Llie strong citadel. so 
that the assailant- posse-sed tbeuiselves of the town 
without opposition.

portunity offered 1 . Such an opinion must doubt¬ 
less have been founded on the assumption, that they 
would be able to maintain superiority at sea And 
it is important to note such confident reliance upon 
this superiority in the mind of a sagacious man, 
not given to sanguine hopes, like HeknUtus—f vew 
under circumstances very unprasperoufi on land. 
Emigration to Myrkmus. as proposed by Arista go* 
ms, presented no hope ol refuge at nil; since the 
Persians, if they re gained their authority in Asia 
Minor, would not fail again to extend it to the 
Stryuion. Nevertheless the consultation ended by 
ad opting this scheme, since probably no famous

Samos was made an exception to the rest, 
and completely spared hy the Persians, us a reward 
to its captains for setting the example of desertion 
nt the battle of Lsdi 1 ; at the same lime, -Kalie= the 
despot of that island wo# reinstated tn his govern¬ 
ment ’ It appears that several other despot# were 
also replaced in their respective cities, though we

Amidst the sufferings endured by so ninny imm- 
cent persons, of every age mid of I with «exe», the iTiiilrut,. 
fate ofHisti.vus excites hut little -=v input by. Having 
learnt, while carry ing on In# piracies at Byzantium, 
the surrender of Mih v tus. In tlionght it expedient to 
sail with his l-eshinti ves&cia lor Chios, where ad¬ 
mittance was refused to him. But the C hums , 
weakened as they bad been hy flic late bnltie. were 
id little condition to resist, #n that lie defeated their 
troop- and despoiled the island. Oaring the pre¬ 
sent bresk-up of the Asiatic Greeks, there were 
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doubtless many who {like the Phbkw Dionysius) 
did not chouse to return home lu tui enslaved city, 
vet hud no fixed ['Inn top a new nlnuk of tlirftc 
exiles, a considerable number put themselves under 
the temporary command ur Hisliieus. and accom¬ 
panied him to the plunder of l’l ;\soi- 1 Wink- be¬ 
sieging that itnvu, he learnt the news that the l J be- 
oidun drat had ipiitti d .Miletus tu aLtack the re¬ 
maining Ionic lawns; ami he left his design* on 
Thasus imtinihhed, in order to _■> and defend Le&bos- 
But in this latter island the dearth of provisions was 
such, that he wa* forced to cro^s over tn the eunli- 
neot to reap the standing coin nmuntl Arai neus and 
m the fertile plain of Mvda near the river Kaikiifi. 
Hare he fell in with a cnuskkrubk Persian force 
under Harpagua—was beaten, compelled to dec,and 
taken prisoner. On his lidtig carried to Surds-,

bis Persffip would naturally curry with him the full 
tide of A til cut an sympathy, while dwelling on the 
victories oi Stdamli :md Plat a a Hut to interest i he 
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audience in i’crsitm success and Grecian Buffering, 
was a task in which much greater poets than Phrv-

poet would hare under taken. The sack of Magda* 
burg by Count Tilly, m the Thirty Years' war.

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CHAPTER XXXVI. 

PHOU IONIC IlKVOLT Tf* tllTTl.ll 0} UAftATHON 

In the preceding chapter, I indicated the point 
of confluence between the European anil Asiatic 
strcnmii of (i rad an history—the com I lie lice uieni 
of n decided Persian intmmoti to cuiufttcr Attica; 
manifested lirnt in the form of a threat by Arla- 
phem£« the sift rap, when he enjoined ihc Athenians' 
to take buck J hp[ j5.h an the ijttlv condition of safely, 
and niLt-iwanls converted into a pussitm in the 
bosom of Darius in consequence of the burning ofl 
Sardis, From this time forward, therefore, the 
®d£urs of Greece find Persia come to be in direct 
relation one with the other, and capable of being 
embodied, much more than before, into one con-' 
tin lious narrative. 

The reecmqiH it of lama being thoroughly com- 
pitted. Artojihernes proceeded to organise I lie future •»&?*»- 
government of ti, with n degree uf prudence urid ^rrthT 
lomllmughi not often visible in Persian proceedings. 
Convoking deputies from oil die different cities, be 
compelled them to enter into n piTitmncnl conven¬ 
tion, for the atuicnMe settlement of dilpute*, so to 
prevent nil employment of farce by any one against 
tin others. Moreover lie caused the territory of 
each city to lie uieitauml by para tangs (each para- 
sangwus equal to thirty stadiu, or something above 
three wiles), und arranged the a^vsiuiients of tribute 
according to this mcasunrment, without any mate- 
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rial departure, however. from the earns which had 
been pnid baltue the revolt 1 . 

Unfortunately, [ Serodotus i* uttUiumlly brief in 
his allusion to this proceeding, which it would have 
been highly interesting to L,_- able to comprehend 
jh' ricctly. We may however assume it as certain, 
that. both the population and lino territory of in.iuy 
among the Ionic cities, if not of all, were materially 
altered in consequence of llie preceding revolt, and 
still in on in consequence of the ornottfee with which 
thr ftappregsToii of tin 1 revolt had beta accompanied. 
In regard to Milftoi, Herodotus talks us that the 
Persians retained lor them selves the city with its 
circutnjecel.t plain, bul gave llu: mouuUdn-porlmn 
of ihr Mile-tan territory to the Kuri.uis of J’lkliisa*. 
Such j proceeding would onto rally coll for n I re ah 
measurement and assessment of tribute, mid there 
may have been similar transfers of turul else*' here 
1 have aheadv observed that ihc stsuunsiits which 
we litnl in Herodotus, of utter depopulation awl de¬ 
struction falling upon the cities, cannot be credited! 
iti tltcir full extent. for these cities arc nil peopled. 
and id! Hellenic, afterward*. Hut there can be nu 
doubt Ihnt they are partially true, and that the 
miseries of those days, as stated in tin) work ol 
HckaUvio- ,h writ as by contemporary informant 
with whom Herodotus had probably conversed, 
must have been extreme, New iobbiluuti would 
probably be admitted in many of them, to supply 
the loss sustained t and such infusion of Ireeh blood 
would stfeJigilufO tin: necessity tor the orgjUH/atkm 
introduced by Artaphernft), in order to determine 
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clearly the obligations doe from the cities both to 
thfl Persian government and towards each other* 
Herodotus coiiiiiders that the wraugeii unit w.h es- 
ial to the lemmas* mid so it must 
unquestionably have nppe.ued, earning as it did 
unm fe tl lately niU-r m numb previous sultbring. He 
farther adds that the tribute thru fixed remained 
unaltered until his own day—a fit a lenient reijuif mg 
?tnnc comment, which I reserve until the time 
arrives for describing tins condition of the Asiatic 
(Jreck* after the repulse of Xerxes from Greece 
Proper. 


Meanwhile tin- tutcnljmii of Darius tor ihe rm. Mintastn 
fjnesi of Greece were now effectively manifest fed: 
Mnnmnius, invested with the supreme command, 
and til tin.- bead of a large force, was sent down in 
the ensuing spring for the purpose. Having reached ib» 
tCilikia in Lhc course of the march, he liimseli got 
on chip-hoard and went bj &ca to (oma. whUr his 
arm} mure bed across Asia Miner to the Hellespont. 

His proem!tug m Ionia sarprufeS ua, ami seems to 
have ap|M?arcd surprising as well to Herodotus 
himself te» 1u his readers, Mnnlcmiiw deposed the 
despots throughout the various Greek cities. *, mid 
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It:ft the [Hfoplc uf cfljtli to ^ov^rii Uicmeelres, subject 
to Uit Pervitin dominion and tribute. Tills was n 
complete reversal of the former policy of Persia, 
and must lie ascribed to a new eon vie Lion, doubt’ 
less wise and well-founded, which laid recently 
grown up among the Persiau lenders, that oti the 
whole their mi popularity was aggravated, more than 
their strength was increased. In employing these 
despots ns in stroma i its. The jihwtiotlUlM ut the 
late Ionic revolt were well calculated to leach such 
a lesion; but «t dial I tint often find tlu* I’cmnnt. 
profiting hy experience, throughout the course ot 
this history. 

Mardonius did not remain long in Ionia, hot 
iiiii am*. passed on with his Heel to the Hellespont, where 
fir- 1 *cu- L * the land-force Im<i nlready nrrived He Ironspiiried 
SSSi* it Across into Europe, anti begun his march through 
S“» “» Huwx ; all of which had already been reduced 
Aiin.-b< hy Mcgabugltfl, without having participated in the 
iulu A*i*- Ionic revolt. The island of Thusu* (surrendered 
to the deei without any resistance, and the land- 
force was conveyed across Lht’ Strytnon t<> the 
Greek city of Ak anthers, on the western coast ol 
the Stry atonic Gulf. From hence the I and-force, 
marching into Macedonia, subdued a consider :ibtc 
portion of its inhabitants—perhaps some of those 
not comprised in the dominion of Amyntra, since 
that prince had hdbre submitted to Megabaxun. 
Meanwhile he sent litu fleet to double the pro¬ 
montory of Mount Alitor, and to join the laud- 
furce again at iho Gulf of Thermo, with a view of

One of the lut men lies SO frequent 
itt its neighbourhood overlook the Persian tin:[. tic* 
strayed three liutidmi shipa, «nd drowned or tail 
ashore not Jess than twenty thousand men : of those 
who iviuihgd the shore, many died of cold, or were 
devoured by the wild bcnaU on Uwt inhospitable 
towcuc of land. Thin disaster checked (JlOfiCtlwr 
tin farther progress of Mardonius, who also Hui- 
tinned euimdcrable loss with his land-army, and 
was huinfdl wounded, in a night attack wind* upon 
him by the Lnlic ui Thracians failed Brygi Though 
strong enough to repel and avenge this attack, and 
to subdue the Brygi, he wsi* yet in no condition to 
advance farther* Both the land-force and the fleet 
wen? therefore conveyed lank to the Hellespont, 
and from thence across lu Asia, with such shame 
(1 f failure, that Mardonius was not again employed 
hy Darius—though we cannot make out that the 
fault was imputable to him*. We shall hear of 
him a coin under Xcrx&J.

As fast as each rnnn came mil, he whs 
pul to death ; the fnle of these tuihnppy sufferers 
being concealed from ihcif comrades within the 
grove by the ilik-km> of the foliage, until some 
one i‘limbing to the top of a tree detected a tut pro- 
etui toed the destruction going oo—after about fifty 
of the victim-t had peri-lied.

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Though iliis Spurt an kins' lost the opportunity 
ol inking Argoa, hi* victories already gained bad 
inflicted upon her a blow -such as she did not re¬ 
cover far n generation, and put her for a time out 
of idl condit io n to dispute the primacy of Greece 
with Laced teuton. 1 hare already mentioned that 
both ta legend and in earliest history, Argos stands 
fnith ji> tin? first power in Greece, with legendary 
claim.-, to headship, and decidedly above Lsice- 
dicmon ; who gradually usurps from her, first the 
reality of superior power, next the recognition or 
] ire el n ini’ nee— and is now, nl the period which we 
have reached, taking upon herself both the rights 
mid the duties of a presiding state over n bod y of 
idliea who are bemud both to her and to each other. 

Her title to this honour, however, was never ad- a*#*. 
milted at Argos, nor is it improbable that the war 
just described grew in some way or other out of 
the increasing presidential power which circum- 
stances were tending to throw into her bauds. Now iimuinuiui 
such complete temporary prostration of Argos was r " ar " 
no essential condition to the quiet acquisition of 
this power by Spann. Occurring os it did two or 
llutc years before the above-recounted adventure 
of the heralds, it removed the only rival at that 
time both willing and able to compete with Sparta 
—a rival who might well have prevented tmy effect¬ 
ive union tinder an other chief, Though she could no 
longer have secured any Ihm-htdlcnic ascendency 
for herself— ;i rival who would IhiVc seconded .Kg it La 
in her siibnuscnm to tfac Persians, and would thus 
have lamed incurably the defensive force of Greece.

Detna- 
mtus, tbt colleague of Klcomenfe in the junior or 
Proklcid line of kings, bad suggested to them the 
step and promised to carry them through it safely*. 
DisielmiCtn between the two coordinate kinglKISS 
no m-w phaMiomcnOn nt Spuria; but in Die case of 
Ddinar&t iik mu] ivhuimllie-', il had broken nut 50UUJ 
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yours previously uti the occasion of the march 
against Attica ; .uni llcmnratus, hating Iliscolleague 
more than ever, entered into the present intrigue 
With the -Elgin etnas with the deliberate purpose of 
irustraliug his intervention, lie succeeded so well.

successive wives,: at lust he became c humoured of 
the wife of his tiivmi Agfftttn—4 woman of ~ur- 
passing beauty—and entrapped him into an agree¬ 
ment, whereby each solemnly bo mid himself tn sur¬ 
render anythin g hrluugiug to him which the oilier 
■night ask for. That which Agftus asked from 
Arista was at once given ■ in return the latter 
ilern untied In have the wife of Agihvm, who was 
thunderstruck at the request and indignantly com- 
phiined nt having been cheaicd into a saeriiire of 
all others the merit painful nuvrrt licks* the oath 
WBfl iwmiiptory, and he w;c forced to comply, 
The birth ul Ifemumtus took place so soon after 
this change of husbands. licit when it was* first 
made known tn Aristo. as In *nt u|hjii 4 bench 
along with the ephors, he counted on his fingers 
the number of mouths since lit* 1 no mage anil ts- 
ct aimed w ith n« oath— " The child cannot be mine.'' 
lie soon however retracted 1 u= opinion and aofcnow- 
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linked the cbiltl h wbo p growing up without any ipics- 
ticm publicly raised as to his birtlii^ succeeded hjj 
father on the throne.

Lcolvchldcs was uuiumted not merely by nmljitiam 
but also by private enrnity against Ditminitu*. who 
had disappointed him of his intended bride: he 
warmly entered into the scheme, arraigned Duma- 
raturi os no true Hemli kid, and produced evidence 
Iq prove the original doubts expressed by Aristo* 
A seriiju* dispute was llmi raked at Sparta, end 
Khunx-nik, spousing the pretensions of Uotvd.h 
dCs r recommended that the question as to the legi¬ 
timacy oi Demand.tifi should he decided by reference 
to the Delphian erode. Through the influence oi 
Krdioii, n powerful native of Delphi, he procured 
from tin Pythian prickles* an answer pronouncing 
that Demaratus was not the son of Arifito'- Lco- 
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tyt-tiidLS thus bet aide king of ike i'rokleid line, 
while Dcniarutns descended .Into a private station, 
and was elected nt the ensuing solemnity of the 
GyuiuojKfdin to mi oflicml function. The new king, 
unable to repress a hurst of triumphant spite, sent 
an attendant to n^k him in the public theatre, how 
he Mt as no officer after having once been a king. 

Slung with this insult , DcmnraLu? replied tlmt lie 
himself had tried thorn both, and ilia l Evolve hide* 
might in time conic to try them both also: the 
(jw^tiun ftin added j ahull Lu,u it* fruit—great evil, 
or great good, in Sparta. So saying, he covered 
bis face mu! retired home from the theatre—ottered 
a solemn hire well satrifieL at the altar of Zeus Her* 
keios, and solemnly adjured his mother to declare 
to him who his real father was—then at once quitted 
Sparta lor Elis, under pretence of going to consult 
the Delphian reticle 1 . 

Demiratai was well known to be a high-spirited tniuim 
and ambitious man—anted, among other things, a* Spirtiwd 
the only Laced icmonimi king down to the time of 
Herodotus who had ever gained a chariot victory 
at Olympia; and KleoaumOe and Leolychidcs In?* 
came alarmed at the iniechittf which he mi gift do 
them in exile, tty ihe law of Sparta, no llemkletd 
was allowed to establish hi.s residence out of the 
country, on pain of death: thin marks thesenliinenl 
of the Laeedie monin ns, and Dcmarafus was not the 
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le>- likely to give tremble because they hail pro- 
nnuiiwd him iHcgitiumtc 1 . Accordingly they sent 
in pur-aiii -of him, and seized him in the island of 
ZahyiithuH. Hut tin Ztikyiilhinns would not cuii- 
senl to surrender him. no that he passed tinoli- 
sinicted into Asia, where lie presented himself to 
Darius, and whs received with abundant favours 
and presents’ 1 . We shall hereafter find him the 
companion of Xerxes, giving to Lhut monarch ad¬ 
vice such as, if it lind I wen acted upon, would imre 
proved the min of Grecian independence s to which 
however Iil- would have hern even more dangerous, 
if he had remained at home as Ling or Sparta, 
Meanwhile Klcomenfig, having obtained a ccm- 
.siW,. P ; sentient ccdJeSpue in LeinychidO* went with him 
over to vEginn. eager U> revenge htfusidf for the 
«hl cnaH) affront which had been put upon him. To the re* 
JiVnurn jc 'position ami presence of (lie two kings jointly, iho 
-Egineuiih did not dare to oppose any resistance. 
Kleomenrs made choice of len citizens, eminent for 
wealth, stolion, and influence, arming whom were 
I\fills and another person mimed Khsamlms, the 
iwo most powerful men in the island Conveying 
them away to Athens, he deposited them aa hostages 
in the htmih of the AlHeniatia d . 

It waa tn this state that 1 lie affairs of Athens and 
of Greece generally were found by the Persian ar¬ 
mament wbidi kindl'd >*t Miinithmi, flic progress *d 
which we ore now ahout to follow, And the events 
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just recounted were of mnHiriitl importance, ron-i- 
defed in their indirect hearing upun the success id 
tliat armament. Sparta had now, on the invitation 
of Athens, assumed tu herself for the lirrt time a 
format I'lin-liellctiic primacy, her ancient rival 
Argw being too much broken to contest it—her 
two kings, nt tins juncture unanimous, emplov 
their presiding interference in coercing _J£gina, and 
placing /Egraelun hosLage* in the hands of Athens. 

The .-fvpnetans would iioi have been unwilling to 
purchase victory over n neighbour and rivul Lit the 
coaI of *llhini<admi in Persia, and u wna the Spartan 
interfii vniTe only which rest ruined them irom assail¬ 
ing Artieiw conjointly with the IVndun invader*; 
thus leaving the hand* of the latter free, nmt her 
cuiimge undituimsiicd, for the coming trial. 

Meanwhile a vast Persian Ibrce, brought together 
in cunv. iptenn ot tin- preparation made during the i££U™ 
hint two years in every part of the empire, had ns- ™^ 7ur 
senihkcl in the Aldan plain of Kilikia near the sea, * S » WDL 
A fleet of six hundred armed triremes, together with 
immy Irmimports both for men and horses, wan 
brought hither for theiu* embarkation : the troop.-, 
were pul oil lifiatd and i-ailed along the i.‘naal tn 
Samos ill lonin.

Immense indeed was the diffcrcucc in Grecian 
sentiment towards the Persians, created by the ter- 
nor-striking recciii|ue-a of Ionia, and by the exhi¬ 
bition of a large Plicukian fleet in the ^Egenn. 

J lie strength ot Naxos was the -nine now as il had 
been before the Ionic revolt, and the successful re¬ 
sistance then mode might have been supjwscd likely 
to nerve the courage of its inhabitants.

The extinction of the Ionic revolt threatened him 
with ruin j su that when the Phenidun fleet, m thu 
sunimrr follow in- the capture of MiWtiffl. made Us 
conquering appearance in the Hdksponl. he was 
forced to escape rapidly to Athens with his imme¬ 
diate friends and' property, mid « iih a email squadron 
u f f lV e ships. One of then ships, commanded by 
hit, eon Mctlodhue, was actually captured between 
the Chersonese and tmbros; and the Pliemciau# 
were most eager to capture himself 1 -inasmuch as 
he was personally odious to Darius from hL »tm* 
■moue rceemmcnd.ition to destroy the bridge over 
the Danube. On arriving ui Athens. alter lib escape 
from the i'htuirian Heel, he was brought to trail 
before the judicial popular assembly for alleged 
misgoveminint in ihe Chwwmese. or tor uhat 
Heradirtiis calls 11 hi* despotism" there exercised'. 
Nor is it improbable that the Athenian ottoS 
^vt Lh'd in that peninsula may have had good reason 
to com plain o) him—the more so as he bad carried 
out with Lull the maxim? of government prevalent 
at Athens under the [‘cisistf&lida, and had in blfi 
pay a body of Thracian raercounries, I lowevcr the 
jHOplii at Attica™ honourably acquitted him pro* 
hnbly in part from the reputation which lie had 
obtained as conqueror of Lemnos*; and lie was one 
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of the ten annually deck'd generals of the republic, 
during the year of this Persian expedition—chosen 
ul lhe licgmnmg; of the Attic Year, shortly after the 
summer tooNtice, at a time when Dalis and llippiu* 
had actually sailed, and were known to he ftp- 
prtMChiOg, 

The character of Miltiad^* ia one of'great bravery 
and decision—qualities pre-euiiueuiiy useful to his 
country on the present crisis, and the more useful 
us he was under the strongest motive to put them 
forth, from the personal hostility of Darius towards 
Inin ; hut he doc* not peculiarly belong to the de¬ 
mocracy of Kli-ihtheiifls, like hi* younger raulem- 
jiorarics Thcmistoklfr and Arisuidds. The two Ini* 
ter art specimen- of * class of men new at Athens 
since the expulsion uf llippias, and contrasting 
forcibly with PcisisTmtus, Lykurgns, and Megabit's, 
the political lenders of the preceding generation. 
TfcrinUlokte* and Aristeidc-, d lifer cut as they were 
in disposition, agree in being politicians of the de* 
mucnilical stamp, exercising ascendency by and 
through the people—devoting their time to the 
discharge of public duties, and to the frequent dis- 
auHQQR in the political and judicial meetings of 

the people—I testing those combined power* of 

action, comprehension, and persuasive speech, 
which gradually nccustonunl the citizens to look to 
them as adviser* ms well lift leaders—hut always 
subject to criticism and accusation from unfriendly 
rivals, mid exercising nudi rivalry towards each 
other with an asperity constantly increasing. In- 
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iitiitl of Allien disunited and torn into arm cd fac¬ 
tions. hs it had been forty yours before—tlic hhnkrii 
under one mini, ami the Paroll and Peditrl* Under 
others—we have mw Attica one and indivisible i 
rcyiSenkd inlo a budy of orderly hen^r* in tin?

Neither Tlieinwtoklfi* tior Arwteidte could boast 
a liuta"':' of gods and heroes, like the zLakid Aid- 
tindifr' both were of middling station nod circum¬ 
stances, AristeidCs, edit <>■ Lysimachiu, wk» on both 
sides of pure Athenian blood, hut the wife of JVen- 
kli'**, father of Tlteriii^toklfia, was a foreign worn tin 
of Thrace or of Karla: and Hindi an nlhiinte ip the 
loss surprising, sinee Tkewlfitoklta must have been 
born diiriiiL' the dynasty of iht* Pcisislraliih, ulicn 
the status of nil Athenian citizen had rmi yet ac¬ 
quired its political villa e. There teas a marked 
contrast between these two eminent nicn-^ihose 
points which stood most conspicuous in the one 
being comparatively deficient in the other. In the 
description oi Themifitoktf-i, which wc have the 
ndvaiitaLi of ihuliog briefly felt etched by l hucy- 
dides, lbs circumstance moat emphatically brought 
oot is. hit immense force «f spomnneons invention 
and njipieheriRlmi, witlmut any previous aid either 
from teaching nr gradual practice. The might 
unuswslcd natin-u 1 was never so strikingly exhibited 
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a? in him: In! conceived the cnuiplicjUioni* of n 
present embarrassment, mul divined the chances of 
a mysterious future, with equal sagacity find equal 
quickrn^-i: tlie right expedient seemed Lo flush 
Ins mind extempore, even in the moat pvi ipltxim; 
loniiii rentes. without the tens! necessity for pre- 
nivdi tut inn* Nor was lie less iliilitiguislied for 
daring and resource ill action. When eng a ceil on 
nny joint aifuira. his superior coin pet cnee innrhed 
him out as the leader lor others to folluu while no 
business, however foreign tu hi& experience, ever 
took him by surprise, nr came wholly amiss to him. 
Such i»i the remarkable picture v. I.iib Tfauccdidfe 
draws of n cmwtiymmi whose death nearly coin¬ 
cided in time frith his own birth: the untutored 
readiness and UiUvCrteUly of Tliemistokl&i pro¬ 
bably funned in his mind a contrast to tin- more 
elaborate discipline, and careful preliminary study, 
with which the statesmen of hi* own day—and IV 
riklCs especially, the grenkst of them—-approached 
the consideration and discussion of public affairs. 
TlieinUlukW* had received no teaching from philo¬ 
sophers, Aopliif.li* and rhetors, who wen? the in* 
st motors of well*born youth in the dm * ol I'liucy- 
didi-9. nud whom Aristoplnuiite, the conieinpomrv of 
the latter, so unmercifully derides—treating such 
instruction as worse than nothing, and extolling, in 
comparison with it. the unlettered courage, with 
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ul Marathon' Then. is no evidence m l lie mind rd' 
'lliacydidib of any ■nidi undue contempt towards 
Lis own age. Though the same terms of contrast 
are tacitly present to bis. mind. he seems to treat 
the gre.il capacity "I niemislokks as llie more a 
matter of wonder since it sprung up without that 
preliminary cultivation which liutl gone to the oia* 
king of IWikles 

The general character given by Plutarch \ though 
tunny of his uuircdrjteJt arc both I rdf mg mid apo¬ 
cryphal, is quite consistent with the brief sketch 
ju^t cited from Thucydides. Tlitmisfotilei hnd an 
unbounded passion—not merely'lor glory, insomuch 
that the? I a units of Millkdh acquired al Marathon 
deprived him of rest—hut also for display of every 
hind. He wu- eager to vie with men richer than 
himself hi showy exhibition-—one great source, 
though mil Ihu only source, of popularity at Athens 
—nor wtis he ;il all scrupulous in procuring the 
means of doing so, Besides being assiduous in 
attendance at the KlikltVm and llie Dikastcry, he 
knew mot I of the ctjircna in name, ami was id ways 
ready with advice to them in their private affairs. 
Moreover he possessed all the tactics of an expert 
party-man in emu-dialing political friend* and in 
defeating political enemies , and though hi: was in 
the early part of hi- life sincerely bent upon the 
upholding and aggrandisement of his country', and 
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wns tm Slime most critical occasion* of unspeakable 
mine let it—ycl on tin- whole his morality was as 
reckless ns Ills intelligence was eminent. 11® will be 
foil ml gross I', corrupt iti the exercise of power, mid 
employing tortuous mentis, wmtislilti^ indeed for 
end? in i hem Selves honourable and patriotic, but 
sometimes also merely for enriching himself- He 
ended n glorious life by years of deep disgrace, with 
the forfeiture of all Hellenic esteem and brother* 
htn.nl—;, rich imiu. nil exile- a traitor, imd a pen* 
sioner of the Great King, pledged to undo Ids own 
previous work of liberation accomplished at the 
victory of-S alum is. 

Of Aristeid^ we posses uufnrtunstBly no tie* situusk 
script ton from the hnnd of Thucydides; yet \m 
character is so simple and consistent, Unit we may 
safely accept the brief but mitpuditird encomium of 
Herodotus and Plain, expanded as it is in the bio¬ 
graphy of Plutarch uttil Cornelius Nc;»o> however 
little the details of the hitler can be trusted, Ari- 
«tcul£s was inferior to Theimstoklfs in re source, 
qmokm-M, flexibility, and power of coping with 
ilifficnltk* : but ineuiTtpnrtthly superior Ux him. as 
well ns to other rivals and contemparnrics, in 
integrity public as well as private \ uiticeessililc to 
pecuniary tempi utiotn* :is well lit* *o other seduc¬ 
tive influences, and deserving ns well as enjoying 
the highest measure of personal confidence. He is 
described us the peculiar friend of Klciuthenfe, the 
firs* founder ol the democrat) as pursuing a 
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straight and single-liiimlcd course in political life, 
■with ho eoiirititdc (or parly-tics, mul with little care 
either to conciliate fricuds or 1.0 offend enemies—os 
unflinching in tin exposure oi eoiTuptpracticcii, by 
whomsoever committed or upheld—us earning for 
Imntiir tin 1 Utfly &uru aim of flic JilSl, not less, by 
hbjudici.il decisions in the rapacity of nrrlion. than 
by Uis equity in private arhilrotiona and even hie 
candour in political dispute—and a» manifesting, 
throughout a long public lilts full of templing oppor¬ 
tunities. nu uprightness without flaw and beyond nil 
suspicion, recognised equally by his bitter contera- 
pormy the poet Timokreon 1 anti by the at lies oi 
Athens upon whom be first assessed the tribute. 
Few fifthe leading men in miv part of Greece were 
without some taint on their reputation, deserved 
or undeserved, in regard to pecuniary probity ; but 
whoever became uoUmorndy rivogufeed as pos¬ 
sessing tlii» vital quality, acquired by means of 
it a firmer bold on the public esteem than even 
eminent tali'nls could confer, Thu c yd id rank i 
cuitspicuous puddly among the first of the many 
its a undent qualities po^L^ed by Rerikh ''. ami 
Niktas, equal to him m this rrepccl, thoughimtnea- 
gufabty inferior in every other, owed to it a still 
larger proport ion of t hut exaggerated confidence 
which the Athenian people continued so tong to 
repute in hint. The -ihilUii^ of ArinteidB, though 
tipparcnlly adequate (n every occasion on which hr 
was engaged, and oulv inferior when we coco pare 
him with remark able a limit as Tltfmwtokfe*, 
were put in the shade by (his incorruptildo probity, 
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whir!) procured for him, however, along with flic 
general esteem, no incoiistdiMabk- amount of private 
enmity from jobbers whom he exposed, and even 
Burnt-jealousy from person.-, who heard il prod aimed 
with ufTanwre iM viilathiii. 

We tire told (hut a rustic nnrl unlettered citizen 
gave his ostracising vote amt ox preyed Ids dislike 
against AmlcidiV. on the simple ground th | he 
wa* Lined of hearing him alnays called (he Just. 
Now the purity of iiie most honourable man will 
nut hear (u be so boastfully talked of an if lie were 
(he only honourable rann in the country : tllo k*?s 
it is obtruded, the more deeply autf oimliaiJj' will it 
hr fdt; utid the itory just allude.] to, whether inie 
or false, illustrates thftt natural reaction of feeling 
produced by absurd encomiast*, or perhaps by in¬ 
sidious eitesutat under the mask of eaco miosis, who 
trumpeted forth Aristeidfe as The Jrsst men ol At- 
tic si, so as to wound the legitimate dignity of every 
one else. Neither indiscreet Jxtcurh nor artful ene¬ 
mies, however, could roh him of the lasting esteem 
of his countrymen; which lie enjoyed, wish inter¬ 
val- of their ilupkiisnrci. to the cud of his life. 
Though lie wn> ostnirimJ during a part of the 
period between the battles of Marathon and Su limns 
—at a time when the rivalry u I ween him junl Tlus- 
tiii'-iokbswas mi violent that (hj tit could not rr main 
at Athena without peri!—-yet the dangers of Athena 
during tin- invasion nf XvtxtV brought him bach 
before the Lea years of exile were expired, Hti for- 
rune, on-tmnlly very moderate, was stilt farther dl- 
jiiiitisluLl during llic course of Id- life, m that he 
1 hulMrli, Artmciiltfii, r t.

Suftli were the characters of Themislfpklta uud 
Arieloidfs., the two earliest tenders thrown up by 
ilia Athenian democracy. Hail a century he lore, 
ThemibloM&i would have been an active partisan 
in the taction of the Parali or the Padieis. while 
ArrstcdliVy would probably have rcutMiied an un- 
noticed cimeiu At the present ptfM of Athenian 
history, the charnel ere of the sold ter, the ns;tgii~ 
trulf, aud i Ik: orator, were intimately blended to- 
“ether in n citizen who Mood forward lor eminence, 
though they tended more find more to divide them- 
*dvc- during: the eusuhig century and u halt. Ari- 
rteidrs and Mil Lindas were both deded among the 
ten generals, each fd: Ids i >ji- divt tribe, in the 
year of the cttpediUon of Dalis across the vEgean, 
and probably even fillerlimit expedition was known 
to l>e on its voyage. Moreover we are led to envied 
from -i [fiisvnge in 1 'hiUtrdi, that Tmmd-'loUii--. also 
was general of Ins tribe oti the same occasion'.

This most mo¬ 
mentous debate, upon which the fate of Athens 
hung, ia represented by Herodotus to have oc¬ 
curred at Marathon, after the army had marched 
out and taken poA there within sight of the Per¬ 
sian* , while Cornelius Nepoa describes it as having 
been raised before the army quitted the city— 
upon the question, whether it was prudent to meet 
the enemy at all in the Held, or to confine the 
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defence to the city ami the sacred ruck, Innccu- 
rate as this latter author generally is, his slnteuictii 
sc«m more proSuhle here than that of Herodotus. 

Far the ten geccrate would scarcely march out of 
Athens to Marathon, without Imring previously re- 
solved to fijeht- moreover, the question between 
figfclin? in the field or resisting behind the walls, 
which hud already Won raised at Erctria, seems 
the natural point on which the five mistrustful 
generals would lake their stood. And probably 
indeed Miltiadi’-s hiui^eli, if debarred fniiii jiunu - 
din It art ion, would have preferred to hold pasaes- 
sioti df Athens, and prevent nuy treacherous move, 
ment from breaking out there—rather than to re¬ 
main inactive on the hills, watching the Perdues 
nt Marathon, with the chance of a detachment from 
their numerous fleet sailing round to PbaltSrum, 
anti thus distracting by a double attack both the 
city and the camp. 

However this may be, the equal division of oni- o-t 
uion among the ten general*, whether manifest ■! V , , 
a! Marathon nr at Athens, is certain.—so that Mil- 
tiadt's had to await the casting-vole of the pole- 
mareh KnJIjinaehu-. To him he represented cm* 
phaliodly the danger of delay, with the chance of 
seme traitorous inf rigne occurring to excite dtsunmii ^i™ 6 *™ 
mid aggravate the alnnu* of the citizens. Notiling 
could previ til such treason from breaking out, with 
ail its terrific consequences of enslavement to the 
Persians mid to Uippiafi, except a hold, deriniira, 
and im mediate attack—the success of which he 
(MilliiuJiV wn? pft-pared to guarantee. Fortunately 
for Athens, the polcinarch embraced 1 he opinion of 
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MilttndH «o that the andUkro* moremcutswldah 
were prepwing (lid not show themsekes until uftet 
the bulllo had bwn gained. Anateidta wid Ttiemi- 
*loklfc are both recorded to have seconded Md-

town of riuUtu, amsisting of about 100U hoplUesi 
who bad marched directly from their own city to 
liir spot, alon^ tile souitiem ran^ of KilhafiOu ^ 
iKiiising through DckoMa. Wo arc not told that 
they bad been incited, and very probably the 
Athcmruifl had never thought of summoning nid 
from this unimportant neighbour, ill whoso b*ln»h 
they bad taken upon themsehes a lasting feud with 
Thebes and the Lkcotian league 1 .

of that mountain. Of these two roads, the northern, 
at once the shortrol and the most difficult, is twenty* 
twouiih-s in length , the southern—longer bill more 
easy, and the only one practicable for chariots — 
is twenty -six mile* in length, or about six ami a 
half hum* of computed march.

It ieeins to 
have lo t*i) lemy rememherad also among the Greek!* 
nn the liecnlinr cbaracterintin of the battle of Mara¬ 
thon, oiiiI [lorodtotuB telle ue that the Athenians 
were the rirtst Greeks who ever charged at a nm l . 
ft ilotihUc^ operated beneficially hi rendering the 
IVi-iiifi cavalry and artier? comparatively inno¬ 
cuous. but we may reasonably suppose that it also 
disordered the Athenian ranks, m that when they 
rein:in'll the Persian front, they were both out of 
breath and unsteady in that line ot presented spears

Their fleet pra* observed to 
take the direction of Capo Sttnium—a portion being 
font to take up the Ere Irian prisoners and the stores 
which had been kit in the inland ofJEgtliil, At the 
same time a shield, discernible from its polished 
surface afar off, woe seen held aloft upon some high 
point of Attica*—perhaps on the summit of Mount 
(\ntdikus, as Colonel Leake suppose* with much 
plausibility, The Athenians doubtless saw it as 
well as the Persians; and Miltiadfat did not fail to 
put the right inter pretutkm upon it, token in ran- 
j unci ion with the course of the departing fleet. 
The shield was a signal put up by partisan* in 
the country, to invite the Persians round to Athena 
by sea, while the Marathonhn army wna absent. 
MiHiatlus saw thru ugh (lie plot, mid lost nut a mo* 
merit in returning to Athens. On the very day of 
f^ e battle, the Athenian army marched buck with 
the utmost sjieed from the precinct of thVithks at 

ui^ ii*Vni Marathon to the precinct of the same cod nt Kv- 
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nosarges dose to Athens, which they reached before 
the arrival of the Persian fleet 1 . Dalis soon came 
off the purl of RmJimm, but the partisans of Hip- 
pius had been dismayed by the rapid return of 
the Murat human army, and he. did not therefore Tb* Pa.

Imperfect as the uccmmt is which Herodotus gives 
of this moat interesting crisis, we sec plainly that 
tin? partisans of Ilippias hi«J actually organised a 
conspiracy, and I hat it only failed by coming lit Me 
ton late. The bright shield uplifted on Mount Pen- 
tdikus, apprising the Persians that (natters were 
prepared for them a l Athens, wus intended ti> have 
come lo their view before nuy action had taken 
place .it Marathon, nud while the Athenian army 
were yet detained there ; so that Uatis might have 
sent a portion of his (loci round U) Phalflmm, re¬ 
taining the rest for combat with Hid v many Indore 
him. If it had once become known to the Morit- 
thonian army that a Persian detachment had lauded 
at Rial (rum '—where there wan a good plniu lor ca¬ 
valry to act in, prior to the building of the Phalfric 
wall, ns Imd been seen in the defeat of the Spartan 
Andiiinuliiis hy the Thc-salian cavalry, m MO u.c- 
— that it Imd been joined by timid nr treacherous 
Athenian*, and! had perhaps even got possession of 
the city — their minds would have been so distracted 
hy the double danger, and by fears for their absent 
wivts mid children, thret they would have been dis¬ 
qualified for any i mammon t execution of mililury 
orders, mid generals as well as soldiers would have 
become incur a lily divided in opinion — jierhaps even

host, and leaving no cent ml ur co-operating force 
for the defence of Greece ganr rally Fortunately 
for the Greeks, t in- childinil in role nee of Xcrxe* ltd 
him to despise all such advice, as implying con¬ 
scious wtakures- Not so Uaiia and Hippuis. Sen¬ 
sible of the prudence of distracting the attention of 
the Athenians by n double attack .thry laid a scheme, 
while the main nrtuy was at Marathon, for rallying 
the partial us of Mippiii.s, with a force to nsaiit them, 
in the neichbaurhuod of Athens—and the signal vw 
upheld hv these partisans -is soon as their measure# 
were taken, Ihd the rapidity of Million!-"* Ho pie- 
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cipiUUed the battle. that this signal came too late, 
and wa» nitty given 11 when the Persians were 
already in their ship**," after llie Marathonum 
defeat' Even theu it might have proved danger, 
oils, had not the movements of Miltiudta been as 
rapid after the victory ob before it: but if time had 
been allowed tor the Persian movement on Athena 
before Urn battle of Marathon hail been fought, the 
triumph of the Athenians might well have been ex¬ 
changed for a calamitous servitude. To Miltiudes 
belongs the credit of having comprehended the 
emergency from the beginning, and overruled tin* 
irresolution of his colleagues by his own single- 
hearted cuergy. The chalices nil turned out in his 
favour—for the unexpected junction of the Pla* 
taniM in the very encampment of Marathon must 
have wrought up tin* courage of his army In the 
highest pitch: aud not only did he thus escape nil 
the depressing and distracting accidents, but he 
was fortunate enough to find this exl raucous encou¬ 
ragement immediately preceding the battle, from n 
source uii which he could not have calculated- 
I have already observed that the phase of Gre¬ 
cian history best known to us, amidst which the 
great authors from whom we draw onr infortuutiun

Even before the battle, his reputation had b*en 
great—ami nftcr the victory, the admiration and 
confidence of his country me ti knew no bounds.

Such u pitomfce, 
rrern the lips of the recent victor of Marathon, was 
suilkuciu. and the armament was granted, no man 
c.Wvpl Miltiad^s knowing whwL was its destination. 
Ilv sailed immediately to the island of Paros, laid 
siege to tin* town, and rent in a herald to require 
from the inhabitants n contribution of one hundred 
talents, on puin of entire destruction, ][is pre¬ 
tence for thin attack was, that tlic PariiiHu htul fur- 
iijriicd a trireme to Dalis Ibr the Persian duet at 
Marathon ; but his real motive (so Herodotus fis¬ 
sure* u»‘t was vindictive animosity against a E’.iriau 
fiti/i'u named Lysagonts, who had exas perilled the 
Persian general Nyriarm » against him. The Parian* 
amused him at first with evasions, until they had

fiance ; arn! Miltiiui&s in cum prosecuted hostilities 
against them for the space of twenty-six day*; lie 
ravaged the island, hut his attack* made nn im¬ 
pression upon the town 1 Beginning to despair of 
success in hta military operation*, he entered into 
some negotiation .such at least wau the tale of the 
Parians Lbemgfttves) with a Parian wotnan named 
Tiind, priestess or attendant in the temple of l>il- 
mtUer near tin town-gates. This woman, promising 
to reveal to him a secret which would |dnee Pnms 
in hi* power, induced him to visit by night a 
temple to which nn male person was admissible. 
Itc leaped the exterior fence and approached the 
sanctuary; hut on corning near, wa* seized with 
a panic terror and ran away, almost out of hi* 
senses: on leaping the same fence to get back, lie 
strained «r bruised hi* thigh badly, and became 
utterly disabled.

in his own defence : lie lay on Ids couch before the 
assembled judges, while his friends made the beet 
caw they conltl in his behalf. Defence, it appears, 
there was none; all they could du was to appeal to 
his previous services: they reminded the people 
largely and emphatically of the mcsiimahlc exploit 
ol Marathon cooling in addition to bis previous 
com|ur--;t of Iwmnos. The assembled rlikasTs or 
jurors showed their sense of these powerful appeals 
by rejecting the proportion id' hi> accuser to con* 
dcinn him to death; hut they imposed on him the 
penalty of fifty talents ** for Ids miqaity.”

to me improbable : lie would hardly have omitted 
to notice it, liatl it come to hi® knowledge- Im¬ 
mediate imprisonment o( o person fined hy the di¬ 
ll astery. until his Sue wits paid, was not the natural 
and ordinary course of ALlniiiiiii procedure. though 
there were particular cases in which *uch aggrava¬ 
tion wit‘ added. Usually acertam time was allowed 
for payment*, before absolute execution was re* 
sorted to; but the person under sentence became 
disfranchised and excluded from all political rights, 
from the very instant of his condemnation ns a 
public debtor, until the fine was paid. Now in the 
instance of MUIjftdds, the lamentable condition of 
his wounded thigh rendered escape impossible 
so that there would Ira no special motive for dc* 
parting from the usual practice, ami imprisoning 
him forthwith; moreover il he was not imprisoned 
forthwith, he would not be imprisoned at all, since 
he cannot have lived many day3 after Ids trial\

Thus dosed the life of the conqueror of Mura- nrttru&a* 
thou. The last net of tl produce* ait tnipreaeiun so 
mournful, and even shocking^bis descent, from the nTi'itTe/ 
pinnacle of glory, to defeat, mean tampering with 11,1 lil ’*" 
a temple-servant, mortal bodily hurl, tuulefc'iidcd 
ignominy, ami death under a sentence of heavy 
fine, is so abrupt and unprepared—that readers, 
ancient and modem, have mil been satisfied with¬ 
out finding some one to blame for it: we must ex¬ 
cept Herodotus, our original authority, who recount* 
the (nuit action without dropping a single bint of 
blame against any one. To speak ill of the people, 
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aft Macfoiave! has long ngo obecrted 1 , i* n slram in 
which every one at ull timee, even under a demo¬ 
crat kid government, indulges with inipuuilt aad 
without provoking any opponent In reply t and in 
this instance, the hard fate of hlUtiadk has been 
imputed to the vires of the Athenians cud their 
democniuy—it had been cited in proof, partly of 
their rickicne**, partly of their ingratitude- But 
how ever such blame may serve to lighten the men- 
tal'sociru^ft arising from a series of painful farts, it 
will not he fouiul justified if we apply to those lacia 
a re&sonsiMtf mlicisi!)- 

mirm* Wliat in nailed the 0ek)ena» of the Athenians on 
this occasion is nothing more than u rapid and de- 
Iboiht ciaive change hi their estimation of Miltiadta ; tin- 
bounded ntl mi ration passing at mice iuLo extreme 
■i*nf»< n.r- ttrfltli. To censure them lor fickleness is here nn 
<5a * rpL abuse oJ terms; *uck a change in their opinion 
was the unavoidable result of lid conduct. H‘ fl 
behaviour in the expedition nf Paros was us repre¬ 
hensible ns at Marathon It had been meritorious, 
nnd the one succeeded immediately alter the other r 
wind else could ensue except an entire revolution 
in the Athenian feelings ? He- hud employed bis 
prodigious asCemlency over their minds to induce 
them to follow him without knowing whither, in 
the confidence of an unknown booty: he had ex¬ 
posed their lives and wasted their substance in

countrymen. The idea ul having lavished praise 
and Conti do nee upon u person who forthwith turns 
it to an unworthy purpose, is one nf the greatest 
torment* of the human bosom, and wi* may well 
mukrstumi that the muaisity of the subsequent dis¬ 
pleasure would be aggravated by this reactionary 
sentiment, without accusing ilic Athenians of tickle* 
ness. If un ollicer, whose Conduct Ims been such 
as to merit the highest encomiums, comes on a 
sudden to betray his trust, tat) manifests cowardice 
or treachery in u new imd itupnttaut undertaking 
confided to him. nrc we in treat the general in com¬ 
mand as ficktr, Ik cause Lir- opinion as well as. his 
conduct undergoes tin Iflitantuiwous revolution— 
which will be all the more vehement in proportion 
tu 1 ii- pr( - ' in us esteem V Thu question to bedeicr- 
m tiled is. whether there he sufficient ground for such 
a change; and in the ense of Mil Hade-, that ques¬ 
tion mioit lie nnawcrcd in the .itfimi.itivc. 

In regard to the charge of ingratitude against the 
Athenians this lost-mentioned poiiit-^miifirieney of 
icnaon—atntids tmnth admitted. it is conceded 
that Mtllttdb ikicrvd punishment for bis conduct 
la re I err: mm to the L'arimi expedition, hut it is 
nevertheless maintained that grailtuile for his pre¬ 
vious services at Marathon ought to have exempted 
him from punishment. But the sentiment, upon 
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which, after nil, this exculpation rests, will not licar 
»o he drawn out and stated in the form of a cogen* 
or justifying' reason, b’or will any one really eon* 
tend, that a mnu who has rendered great services Ui 
the public, is to receive in return a licence of un¬ 
punished misconduct for the future i Is ihn gene¬ 
ral who has earned applause by eminent skill and 
important victories, to be recompensed by being 
allowed the liberty of betraying his lni*l afterwards, 
and exposing his country to peri!, without censure 
or penalty ? This is what no one intends to vin¬ 
dicate deliberately; yet a man must be prepared to 
vindicate it, when hi- bltimes the Athenians for in¬ 
gratitude towards Mill indies. For if all that be 
meant b, that gratitude for previous services ought 
to p;^>, nut as n receipt in full for subsequent crime, 
bat ns an extenuating circu Distance in the measure¬ 
ment of the penultv, the answer is, that it wrs so 
reckoned in the Athenian treatment, of Miltiidds 1 .

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Tbi* charge of ingratitude against the AtheuinQ 
popular juries really amount* to this—tliui in try¬ 
ing n person accused of present crime or fault, they 
were apl to confine themselves too strictly and cx- 
elusive! y to the particular matter of charge, cither 
forgetting, or making too tittle account of, past ser¬ 
vice, which lie might have rendered- Whoever 
imagines that such was the habit of Athenian di- 
k&sts, must have studied the umtura to very little 
purpose. Their real defect was the very- opposite 
they were too much deposed to wander from tbs 
special issue before them, and la be uffectcd bj 
appeals to previous services and conduct 1 . That 
which an ac cused person at Athens usually strives to 
produce is, an impression in the minds of the dikaaU 
favourable to hi* grtneflll character and behaviour. 
Of course he meets the particular ul legation of hia 
accuser ns wet) as he can, but he never fails also to 
remind them emphatically, how well he has per¬ 
formed his general duties of < itir.cn—how iuumj 

times he has served in military expeditions—how 
tnanv Hierarchies and liturgh - he has performed, 
and performed with splendid efficiency. In lart, 
the claim of an act 1 used pt radii to BtujuiUal is made

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to reit too much on his prior services, and too little 
upon innocence or justifying matter as to the parti¬ 
cular indictment When wii come down to the lime 
of the orator*, I skull be prepared to show that such 
indisposition to confine tbenuwlvv* to a special 
issue was one o( ttie most serious delects of (lie 
assembled ditasts .it Athens, 11 is one which we 
should naturally expect from a body of private, 
non-professional citizens assembled for the occasion 
—and which belongs more or less to the system of 
jury-trial everywhere; hat it is the direct reverse 
of that ingratitude, "r htdiitual insensibility to prior 
services, for winch they htvvc been so often de¬ 
nounced. 

The fate of Miltiadt!*, then, so far from iIlusitrating 
either the fickleness or the ingratitude of his conn- cmvi so 
try men, attests tlntir just appreciation of deserts. i, f 
It also iIlu>treto- another morel, of no windl im- “ nctt ” 
portanco to the right comprehensiou of Grecian 
affaire i—it teaches us the painful lesson, bow per¬ 
fectly maddening were the effects of a copious 
draught of glory on the Temperament of mi en¬ 
terprising and mu bilious Greek. There con he no 
doubt that the rapid transition, in the course of 
about one week, from Athenian terror before the 
battle to Athenian exultation after it, must have 
produced demonstrations towards Mi I tunics such hk 
wore in ver paid towards any other man in the whole 
hifttnry ni the commonwealth. Such uni maim red 
admiration unseated his rational judgment, mi that 
his mind become abandoned to the reckk^ impulses 
of insolence, and antipathy, and rapacity that 
ilihiempcrcd Male. for which (according to Gr^ian 
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morality] the retributive Nemesis was ever on the 
watch, and which in bi» ca» she visited with a 
judgment startling la its rapidity ns well as terrible 
m its amount. Had Miltindfi* been the same man 
before the battle of MamlSiou ns he became after it, 
the battle might probably have turned out a defeat 
instead of a victory. Demosthenes indeed 1 , in 
speaking of Uw wealth ami luxury a\ political 
leaders in Ids own lime, and the profuse rewards 
bestowed upon them by the people, puinfed in con¬ 
trast to the house of Miltiaih?s as being no way more 
splendid than that of a private man. But though 
Mi It hides might continue to live in a modest esta¬ 
blishment. he received from his count rynieii marks 
of admiration and deference Hitch as were never paid 
to any citizen before or after him; ojhJ, after all, 
admiration and deference constitute the precious 
essence of pnpolur reward. No man except JbfliUi- 
adtlg ever dared to raise his voice in the Athiniau 
assembly, and say—Give me <i licet ol ship-* do 
not ask what 1 am going to do with them, but only 
follow me. and 1 will enrich you,"' Herein we may- 
mid the unmeasured confidence which the Athe¬ 
nian* placet] in their victorious general, and the 
utter incapacity of a leading Grech lo hear it with¬ 
out mental depravation; while wo learn from it lu 
draw the mehiuchuly info re nee, that one result of 
success was to make the successful leader owe of the 
most dangerous men iu the community. We shall 
presently l« railed upon t<> observe the same ten¬ 
dency in the ease of the Spartan Pnusanifts and even 
iu that of the Athenian Thwnistoklfe H is indeed 
1 DtaMkraK OKulh- Ilf. c, (i ft 
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fortunate that the reckless aspirations of MiltindiU 
dill not take a turn more noxious to Athens than 
tha comparatively uounpOTtenl enlorp rifle against 
Fores, For had he sought to acquire dorainwn anil 
gratify antipathies against enemies at home, instead 
of directing his lilow against u Parian enemy, the 
peace and security of his country- night have been 
si'riooity endangered. 

Of the despots who gained power in Greece, a 
eonsi derail I e- proportion begun by popular conduct 
nmt by rendering good service to tlinir fellow-cili- 
y.ens: having first earned public gratitude, they 
abused it lor purposes of their mv u amln! imt. There 
was far greater danger, in u Grecian Community, 
of dangerous execs* of graliLude toward-; a Victo¬ 
rians soldier, than of deficiency in that sentiment ■ 
hence the person thus exulted acquired a position 
such that the comm unity found it difficult after- 
wards to shake him ofl*. Now there i* is disposition 
lJ mast uni venal among writers mid readers to side 
with an individual, especially an uni item indivi¬ 
dual against the multitude , mid accordingly Uwwi 
who under ftndi circumstances enspect the prahahlr 
abuse of ,m exalted position, are denounced as tl 
they hiiilmured an unworthy jealousy ol uperi-ss 
abilities But the truth is, that the largest anula- 
giea of the Gmiian chiiraclur justified th.il sus¬ 
picion , and required the community to take precau¬ 
tion* a£iiin&t the corrupting effect* nt their own 
enthtniaMii. There (& no I eat u re which mure 
t.irgrty pi'fviiili'i the impressible Grecian eharnv ter, 
than a liability to be intoxicated nnd demoralised 
hy siiceo-: there wai nu fault from which so few 
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eminent Greeks were free j there wne liardly any 
danger, against which it whs nt once so necessary 
and so difficult for the Grecian government* 
take security—especially the democrecira, where 
the pionifcitation* of enthusiasm were always the 
fondest* Such is the real explanation of those 
charge* which have been urged against the Grecian 
democracies, tliat they came to hate and ill-treat 
previous benefactors ; and the history ot Miltiadfis 
til uni rates it in a manner m> !«*# pointed than 
painful. 

tn «ut I have already remarked that the fickleness, 
ESTt&J’ which hu been so largely imputed to the Athenian 
n*«uxSmt* democracy in their dealing with him, is nothing 
Atbnk more than n rcEtsouoble change of opinion on the 
Oroocrmij. best ground *• Nor can it be said that tickle ness 
was in anv case an attribute of the Athenian demo¬ 
cracy. It U ii well-known fact, that feelings* or 
opinions, or modes of judging, which have utiee 
obtained footing among a Urge number of people, 
are more lasting and unchangeable than those which 
belong only lo one or u few ; insomuch Shat iho 
judgments and actions of the many admit or being 
more clearly understood as t<> the past, and mure 
certain tv predicted as to the future. If we arc to 
predicate' any attribute nf the multitude, it will 
rather he that id undue tenacity than undue fickle¬ 
ness; and there will occur nothing in the coUi-s ; 
nf this history to prove that the Athenian people 
changed iheir opinions, nt insufficient grounds, 
more frequently than tm unrespomibh; one or lew 
would have changed. 

Mol there wen two circ urns lances in the working 
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of tlie Athenian democracy which imparted to it 
an appearance of greater fickleness, without the 
reality —First, that tluimmuiWulitiiii and changes 
of opinion were all open, undisguiiKiii, and noisy 
the people gave utterance to tiurir present impres- 
nifin, whatever U wits, with perfect frantuie* ^ T if 
llirrtr opinions were really changed, they had no 
shame or scruple in avowing it Secondly—and 

this is a point of capital importance in the working 
of democracy generally—the preitut imprcssiim, 
whatever it might be, was not merely undisguised 
to its Diouifeatittioufi, hut also hod a tendency tu 
be exaggerated in its intensity, This ar*tsn from 
their habit of treating public atfidrs in laullttudi* 
nous assem Wages, the well-known effect of which 
is to inflame ten Urn cot in every man's bosom hy 
mere contact with u sympathising circle of neigh, 
hours Whatever the sentiment might he, fear, 
ambition, cupidity, wrath, com passion, piety, pa¬ 
triotic devotion, See . 1 j and whether well*founded or

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ill-founded—it was constantly influenced more ot 
les-' by such intenuifyine causa- This is a *3efeet 
which of course belong! in i* certain degree to ell

Urey be representative bodies—esj* 1 daily when the 
character of the people* instead ol Iwing enmpara- 
tively sednie and slow to move, tike tlic Knglish, n* 
quick, impressible, and fiery, like Croc I* s or Jia- 
UtmS; hut it operated tar more powerfully oil the 
self-acting DSinos assctnbted in the l'ny.v Jt was 
in fact the constitutional malady of the democracy, 
of which ihe people were themselves perfectly -eli¬ 
gible—as I ahull show hereafter from the securities 
which they tried to prtre idv against it—but which 
no securities could ever wholly eradicate. Fre¬ 
quency of public aascmbUe*, far from aggravating 
the evil, had a tendency !« lighten it. I he people 
thus became accustomed to hear and balance many 
different views an ;t preliminary to ultimate judg¬ 
ment ; they contracted personal interest and esteem 
for a numerous class of dissentient speakers ; and 
(hey even acquired a certain practical cmiscioiis' 
ness of their own liability to error. Moreover the 
(litfuaion uf Lift him of public speaking, by means 
of the sophists and the rhetor-*, whom it has 
beeu sc* much the custom to disparage, tended in 
the name direction—to break t he unity of sentiment 
among the listening crowd, to multiply separate 
judgtOenU, Mid to neutralise the contagion of mere 
sympathising impulse, Tliene were important de¬ 
ductions, still farther assisted by the superior tusttr 
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ami intelligence of the Athenian people: hul atill 
t lie in lit rt in malady remnined—exclusive and mis¬ 
leading intensity of present sentiment. It was this 
which gave such inestimable value to the ascend* 
entry of Rerikh)*, a* depicted by Thucydidtis : bb> 
hold on the people was ho firm. that he could 
always speak with t'JTcct against excess iif the 
reigning tone of feeling. "When Peri k US (say* 
tJio historian) saw the people in a state of unsea¬ 
sonable and insolent con fide net', lie spoke so as to 
cow them into alarm; when again They wft? in 
groundless terror, he combated it. and brought 
them back to confidence 5 ." Wo sluiil timl D£- 
mu&thcnf 1 *, with far inferior ascendency, employed 
in the same honourable task : the Athenian people 
often stood iu need of suck coLrcetiau, buL unfor¬ 
tunately did not always liud statesmen, ;it once 
friendly and commanding; to administer it. 

These two attributes, then, belonged to the 
Athenian democracy ; first, their -nitiinciits of 
every kind wero manifested loudly and openly; 
next, their sentiments tended to a pitch of great 
present intensity Of course, there fare, when they 
changed. lh< change of sentiment si end prominent 
noil forced itself upon every one’s notice— facing a 
transition from one Lrlriiug sentiment past to an¬

Tin history of lit powerful Grecian cities- in Italy puiim* 
mid Sicily* between lbs accession of EWsislmtus 
and the battle of Ma mil ion, is Jor the most part lum * 
unknown to us- Phalarta, despot of Aerigeulmu to 
Sicily, made lor himself »n unenviable imnie durum 
this obscure interval.

Hi* life, 
nearly emit cm purer y with that of Solon, belongs 
seemingly to the interval about b-10-550 ax. ■ tie 
stories mentioned in Herodotus (perhaps borrowed 
iu part from the MitflSiw Hckataus] are sufficient 
to show that his reputation, lorwudontM well as for 
science, continued to be wry great, even a ceftlurv

which the problems suggesting themselves to be 
solved, and the ma< hinvrv for Wfofog theta, bear 
i* fair proportion nm to the other. It the pro¬ 
blems he mt, imhitenmnnte, confused, and dc* 
rived rather from the hopes, team, love, hatred, 
astonishment, &c.. of men, than from any genuine 
desire of knowledge—so also dors the receive 
belief supply inrifibSo agents iu unlimited number 
and with every variety or power and inetinntioii. 
Tlie means ui explanation arc thus mnltijihii 
und diversified a* readily us the phenomena m 
be explained. And though no future events or 
itatesi can b« predicted on trustworthy grounds, w 
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such manner ns to stand tire scrutiny ot ittbserpient 
verification—yet there is little diflteahy m rendering 
a specioii’T iintl iiLmsiblc account oi (unUers past, 
□i any and alt things alike ; i specially as at *’jch a 
jK'riud, matters of hut requiring explanation are 
neither col luted nor preserved with earn. Custno- 
gonv .and the prior nges ot the world, wen 1 coned vied 
fia n port of personal history, with intanwnrtagw, 
Ulintion, quarrels nnd other adventures, of these 
invisible agents 1 among whom some one or more 
were lissuiucd as uubcgulLcti uud ^dlsisislnil - Ihfi 
latter assumption being a difficulty common to nil 
systems of cosmogony, and from which even I hi’ 
tlesiblr atwl expansive hypothesis is not exempt. 

Now when TlmMs disengaged Grecian philosophy 
from the old mode nl explanation, he did not ;ii 
tim same time disengage it from the old problems 
and nialters pjro|>mi ruled for fej%i I'lnao he 
retained, and transmitted to his roCCCMOfS, ns 
vague and vast us they were at first conceived ; 
and they remained, though with notue ti'sn*" 
format ions and modifications, together with many 
new ipicstlons equally insoluble, Bilim taut tally pre¬ 
sent to the Greeks throughout their whole hist nr y. 
as tUo legitimate problems for jjfaflowphiWd invw- 
tigstimi. Hut these problems, adapted only m thc 
old elastic system of poly italic explanation «ud 
omnipresent personal agency been me utterly dis- 
proportioned to any impersonal hypotheses snob 
as those of 'Cfcnlesnnd the philwoplu n after him— 
whether assumed physical lawn, or plausible moral 
and metaphysical dogmas, o(«ti to argumentalive 
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attack* and of ctmrw requiring Uw> liko dcfeno* 
To treat the visible world w ft whole, awl ini|uire 
when flfid bow it began, us well an into aU iU 
past changes-"to di*cut* llie first origin of men, 
aoimiib, plwiU, the bud, the star*, &c.—to assign 
some comprchuntivt', return* why motion or change 
in gen 13ml took place in the universe—to investi- 
«ate the destinies of iho human race, and to lay 
down some gysftottuilic relation between them and 
tin soils—all these were topic® ndiuilting of being 
conceived in many different ways, and set forth 
with doqncnt plausibility, but not reducible to any 
solution cither resting on scientific evidence, or 
commanding steady adherence tinder a lies sem* 

tiny . . ' 

At the tittie when tin power of scientific invests 

potion wa* scanty and ltclptem* the problems pro¬ 
posed were thus -rath us to lie out of the reach of 
-ciinCL- in its largest compass. Gradually indeed 
subject-' mare sjicciftl and limited, and upon which 
experience in deductions from experience could hu 
brought to hear, were added to Lhc list oi tjutemta, 
nml examined with great profit mid intiuctrin : hul 
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tlio old problems, with new ones alike unfathomable, 
were never eliminated, and always occupied a pro¬ 
minent place in the philosophical world. Now il wti* 
thi« disproportion, between questions to be *olv«d 
anti mttUM of solution, winch gave rise to that coil- 
A|)icu(iiit characteristic til Grecian pbiluwjtliy tbo 
un lug must force of ■Dspendve scepticism, passing 
in some minds into a broad negation of the attain¬ 
ability of general truth—which it nourished from 
it* beginning to in end ; cointneneing as early as 
Xeimphuntis. continuing to manifest itoalf wrvea 
ceiitnries afterwards in jEmsaUhVmu* and Sextus 
Empiricus, and including in the interval Iwtween 
these two extremes some of the most powerful in¬ 
tellects in Greece. The present t* not the tunc thw™^ 
tor comiiJeriim these Sceptics. who bear mi unpo- 
iitiiur name, and Imvo not olteii been fairly appro- ^ 
dated; the more so, as it often suited tbc purpose 
of men, themed vea essentially -cepticni. like Si>- r*^- 4 **^ 
kralis and Plato, to denounce professed scepticism 
with indignation. But it is essential to bring them 
into notice ot the first spring of Grecian philosophy 
under Hull*, Ikcru^ the ciwmmiranw* were theu 
laid which so soon altcrwafd* developed them. 

Though the celebrity of Thales in antiquity was 
p^ut and universal, scarcely any distinct facts wore 
known res[«ctiog him: it is certain tliUt ho left 
thing in writing- Extensive travels in Egypt and 
Asia are nsorihtd to Mm, and a* a general fact these 
travels are doubtless tme, *ince no other means of 
acquiring knowledge were then open. Al u time 
when the brother of the Lesliiau Aik tens was scr- 
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vtug ill the BnhylotiUn army, we may easily con¬

He stripped Oceomia and Tethys, *;j|^ 
parent* of the gods in the iloittClLc the* <isuMirf 
ogony, of their personality—and laid down wider, [!,* rmlis, 
pr fluid substance, as the single original element 
from which every thing came and into which every 
thing returned 1 . The <!octane of one elemnl «!e- 
tneuf, remaining id ways the flame in its essence, hut 
indefinitely variable in it* manifestations to benfie, 
was thus first introduced tti the discussion uf tin* 

Grecian public. We have no means of knowing 
the reasons by which TliflIAt supported this opi¬ 
nion, nor could even Aristotle do more limn nnn- 
jeeture what they might ha vis been ; hut one- nt the 
statements urged on behalf of" it—that the earth 
itself rested on water*—we may safely refer to the 
Milesian himself, lor it would hardly have been ad¬ 
vanced at a later age. Moreover Thales is reported 
to li.ivi- held, that I v .tv thing was living and full of 
go.Is 5 and that the magnet, especially, was a living 
thing, Thus the gods, as far as we can pretend to 
follow opinions so very faintly transmitted, are con¬ 
ceived us active powers, and causes of changeful 
muiri festal ion, attached to the pr tune vul substance"; 
the universe Icing assimilated to un organised hotly 
or system- 

Respecting Hippo—who reproduced the theory 
of Thalfc under * more gcnemlixed form of exp rea¬ 
son, substituting, in place of water, moisture, or 
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something common to air sort water 1 ' wc do not 
know wliel iter ho belonged to Lhe mixtli or the filth 
Anuijbjtt* country n-c. But Anaximander, Xenophmife, and 
Pberekydtfs belong m the latter half of the ^ixth 
century. Anaximander tlic son of Praxtadfe* was » 
uatlvc "of Miletus—Xrnopbati^i, n unlive of Koto* 
pliftn , the former, among t lie earliest expositors of 
doctrine m ]ime', while the latter committal hi* 
opinion* to the old medium of verse. Anaximander 
neon* to have taken up the philosophical problem, 
while he mntcrmlly altered the hypothesis, of liis 
predecessor 'HmlAs. Instead of the pnmtcvnl fluid 
of the latter, lie ‘utpposcd a primeval principle, 
without any HCtiml determining fpiaiilies wlmtcver, 
but including all ijualitiefl potentially, and imni- 
festing them in an infiniti 1 variety from it* contf- 
nunllv self-changing nature—a principle, which was 
nothing" in iLsdf, yet hod thu capacity of producing 
Qiiy and ail manifesto tkiua, however contrary to 
each other*—a prim weal «omclhing. wlto.se essence 
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it was to be eternally productive of different ph»* 
nnmciia-—a soi l oj uiatluimaiu al point, wiiictk 
counts for nothing in iiadf, but vigorous in ge¬ 
nerating lines to any extent that may lie desired. 
In thin manner Anaximander professed to giro a 
compti’lwiHiVf explanation oi' change in general, 
or General ion or Destruct ion —bow it happen ed 
that one ecmtlilc thing began ami another ceased 
to exist — according to the rogue problem* which 
these early inquirer* were m tin; imbit of setting 
to ihemadvc* 1 . He avoided that which thr first 
phikwopher* especiallv dreaded, the nrHrmatimi ihat 
generation could take place out of Nothing : yet the 
primiwnl Something which he st*ppo*wl only 
distinguished from Nothing by possessing this very 
power of generation. 

In his theory he ptumed Irom the province of 
physjr- into that of tnetaphysii a. I It tirtt *.istrr>- 
duced min Grecian philosophy that important wonl 
which signifies a Beginning or a Principle \ mid first 
opened that metaphysical tliwuuedon, which was 
carried an in various wave throughout the whole 
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the Miii’iv—Old Continuous and the \ unaliU Hal 
which exists eternally. « tfiatbgoisM tom that 
whirl) comes ami posse* away m ever-chaiiguig 
Mritotfiow.

nature d>t» conducted the mind into n Men* 

route from Hot suited by He bypotbom of 
Tbaids. which was built upon physical count -.ra- 
Uous aild was therefore adeulatecl to suggest ami 
stimulate obscTveiioo* of jihyaienl v \aamm to 
the purpose of verifying nr confuting »t while the 
hypothesis of Anaximander admitted only of bang 
thsmzsed tUekcticnUy, or by reasoning* expre^d 
in general language ; reasonings, sometimes indeed 
referring to experience for Hr purpose or . Instm- 
lion, but seldom rating on it—and never looking 
out ior it os a nectary support. The physicalex¬ 
planation of nature, however, once introduced <> 

Thulfo. although darted hv Anaximander, was 
lakcu up by Anaximenes and others afterwards, 
and reproduced with many divergences ot doctrine 
—yd always more or lew entmigk-d and perplexed 
with inttaplivsical additions, since the two c * 
part men I* were never clearly parted throughout 
all Grecian philosophy. Of these subsequent phy¬ 
sical philosopher* 1 shall speak hereafter : at l«*' 
*ctit i confine myself to the thinkers oi the sixth 
ternary ji.c., among whom Anaximander stands 
prominent, not a* the follower of Thalfrs. but mm 
author of uu hypothesis both new and tending m a 

different direction. . . , . 

It was not merely m the author of this bypotne- 
sis, however, that Anaximander enlarged the Greet 
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mind and stimulated the power* uf thought we firul 
him also mentioned ua distinguished in astronomy 
and geometry- He ** said to have been the first to 

establish a sun-dial in t Greece, U» caiifttrucl :i ipjttfr, 
and to explain the obliquity of the ecliptic*j how lar 
snob alleged authorship really belougs to him. we 
cannot be curtain—but there is one -tup of imineme 
importance which he is dearly ntfirmed to have made. 
He was the lir^l to compose a treuliiu on the geo¬ 
graphy of the land and «a within his cognixan.ee, 
and U> construct a chart or map founded thereupon 
—seemingly a tablet of bras*. Such a novelty! 
wondrous oven to the rude toil ignorant, was calcu¬ 
lated. tu stimulate powerfully inquisitive minds, and 
from it may be dated the commencement of Gre¬ 
cian nvtioiml geography—not the leat.1 vulunble 
among the contributions of this people to the stock 
el" human knowledge. 

Xtjuophnn&s of Kolttphuu, •obmwhitt younger 
than A mis imauder and nearly contemporary with 
Pythagoras, (seemingly from about TiTO-lbO !.c.j 
migrated Iroin Kohqdion lo Zankb and lv.itaim m 
Sicily and Rica in Italy soon after the time when 
Ionia became subject totiml\sr3iiiii&(fi40-5d& u.e. j, 
lie w£w the founder ot whtti is called the Eleatic 
school of philosophers — a real schnvt, since it ap¬ 
pears that Parmenid^, Zeno, imd Mclissua, pur¬ 
sued and developed, in a great degree, the train of 
speculation which had been begun by Xenophon^ 
- -doubtless with additions and variations of their 
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own, bui especially with 1 ‘ lialcct ’ 1 ' !' owcr which 
bctooM to the Bgi- oi Pcriklk, unit » ymk^ow m 
the nuttii century «o. He was the author of <««« 
tticin one poem of considerable length,! one on 
foundation of Kolophtm and another ot\ that of 
fjjcd; betide* hit rtwin Oil Nature, wherein hw 
phihnupbicnl doctrines were *ut forth 1 His (M"* 
ner appear® to have been controversv.il and full of 
asperity toward* antagonists; but what is most 
remarkable in the platn^pbhen manner in which 
he declared himself against the popular rchginn, 
and in which he deaouoced ^ abontfnable the ilr- 
iCriptiimi of the gods given by Homer and HesooiK 
He ifl said to have controverted the doctrines both 
ofThnM* and Pythagoras; tins i- probable enough ; 
but lie seems to have taken his start Irom the ph * 
iosophy of Anaximander—not however to adopt it , 
but to reverse it— and to «t forth mt opmion which 
wo may call its contrary, Natuiv, in the conception 
of Anaximander, coiitisM uf u Something having 
mi other attribute except the unlimited power of 
gruiTiitiiig and cAtodtag pfrrnimuM l nbwgwj jjj 
this doctrine the Something or Subtimujn 
<miv in and tor those changes, ami could not be 
Mil) to exist ill id) in any other sense: the Purmn-

one percipient and another. I hut which exist* i.Vto 
muiu mint'd] coaid not hum hren gemnated, nor 
could it ever be destroyed: there was neither real 
generation nor retd destruction of anything; hot 
tliHi which men took for such, was the change in 
their own feeiitigs mnl ideas. He thus recognised the 
I'crmanenl without the Variable 1 — the One with¬ 
out the Many. And ids treatment of the received 
religions creed was in harmony with such physical 
or metaphysical hyputbeau; for while he held the 
whole of Nature to be God. without parts or change*, 
he at tiie name lime proooimced tin- popular god* 
to be entities of subjective fancy, imagined by men 
after their own model ; if oxen or lions wens to 
become religious the added}, they would in like 
manner provide for themselves gtuh after their re-

thus much from the slishiing epithet applied to huu 
by Aristotle 1 . Hut his successors. Parmenides and 
Zt-no in the succeeding century* expanded it con¬ 
siderably. supported it with extraordinary acuteness

which the phn tiOTuena of sense—though considered 
only «s appearances, not partaking in the reality <»l 
the One Bus— were yet explained by a new physics 
hypothesis ; mi that they will be found to exerch* 
great influence over the speculations both ot Plato 
and Ari»loLlv Wo discover in Xe n ojduuifis, n iore- 

over, a vein of scepticism, awl «i mournful despair 
us to the attainability of certain knowledge** w hich 
the nature uf his philosophy was well-calculated to 
suggest, and in which the sillograpb 'l imon nl the 
third century a.e., who seems to have spoken ol 
Xenophunfis belter than of most of the other philo¬ 
sophers, powerfully sympathised. 

The cosmogony of Phcrokydds of Syrus, con tem¬ 
porary of Anaximander and among the teachers o 
Pythagoras, seems, according to the iragmcnls prt- 
liJrveif a combination of the old legendary fancies 
with Orphic mysticism", and probably cxerewed 
little influence over the subsequent course of l>rt- 
dan philosophy. By wlml baa been said of TU »^ 
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Anaximcmdcrr, imd Xenophanes, it will Ik,* seen tJiul 
ibe sixth ooniury u,t. witnessed the opening of 
wvcml of those reads of in teller dual speculation 
winch the later philosopher.-; pursued farther, or at 
least from which they branched off. Before the 
year 500 n c, many interest ipg questions were thus 
brought into discus* inn, which So Ion, who died 
about 358 a.c,, hmj never Ucurii of— just as be tuny 
prohjihly never have seen (lie map of Anaximander. 

But neither of these t wo distinguished men —Anaxi* 

1 minder or XenaphaLii 1 * — was anything more than 
a speculative inquirer The third eminent name of 
this century, of whom I am now about to speak— 
Pythagoras, combined in his- character disparate ele¬ 
ments which require rather n longer development. 

Pythagoras wos founder of a brotherhood, origi¬ 
nally brought together by a religious inf!octree, and 
with obsrmuces approaching to monastic pecu¬ 
liarity — working in n direction at once religious, 
political, arid scientific, and exercising for some 
time a real political ubetuidttncy. — but afterward* 
banished from govern merit ami state affairs into 
a sectarian privacy with scientific pursuits, not 
withiml however still producing some statesmen 
individually distinguished. Amidst the multitude 
of false aiiJ apocryphal statements which circulated 
in antiquity resfwseiing this celebrated man, we find 
n few important facts reasonably attested nnrt de¬ 
serving credence. He was a native of Samoa 1 , sou 
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of opulent Tuurchnm named Mfi^arohoa,

fited by the KiS’liins of Thai-.'*, of Anaximander, 
and of Phertkydfiaof Syfoa l , Amidst tins towns of 
Ionia he would moreover have an opportunity of 
conversing with many Greek navigators who had 
visited foreign countries, especially Italy amt Sicily. 
His mind seems to have been acted upon and ini' 
polled by this combined stimulus,—partly towards 
an imaginative and religious vein of speculation, 
with a life of myrtle observance,—partly towards 
that active exercise, both of mind and body, which 
the genius of an Hellenic community so naturally 
tended to suggest. 

Of the personal doctrines or opinion* ot Pytha¬ 
goras, whom wv must dklLiifpiish from Phihjlaus 
and the subsequent Pythagorean*, wc have little 
certain knowledge, though doubtlete the tir->l germ 
of their geometry, nrilli luetic, .'utomomy t &c. must 
have proceeded from him. But that he believed in 
the metempsychosis or transit)ignition of the souls 
of deceased men into other men as well m into 
uni mat*, we know, not only by other evidence, hut 
stj.,0 by the testimony of his contemporary, thr phi¬ 
losopher Xcimpkunfe ^ Eton Pythagoras, seeing 
a dog beaten and hearing him lioul, desired lbs; 
striker tu desist, saying—* 4 It is the soul of * friend 
of mine, whom 1 fWMguisod by Ui* voice." This— 
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together with the general testimony of iWraklcitwa, 
that Pythagoras «» a man of extensive research 
and acquired instruction. but artful for mischief 
and destitute of sound judgment—is all Unit we 
know about him from contemporaries. llemdoUi*, 
two generations afterwart Is, white he conceives the 
Pythagoreans as a peculiar religion* order, nUi* 
toW'b* both Orpheus and Pythagoras had derived 
Uu doctrine of the met cm psychos is from Egypt, 
but had pretended to it as their own without «*- 

knowlcdgmenl 1 . 
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Pythagoras combined the character of a sophist 
(a man ot large Lib^rvnli.m, and clever, aictimhml, 
incentive mind—the origin.il sense of the "word 
Sophist. prior to llie polemicsof the Plutonic sdiool, 
and the nnlv samite known to Hmxhitiii!'), with that 
of an inspired teacher, prophet, mid worker of mi¬ 
racles,—-approaching to mid sometime* even con* 
founded with the gods,—and employing rH these 
gifts to found a new special order of brethren humid 
together by religious rites uud observances peculiar 
to themselves. !u hi* prominent vocation, analo¬ 
gous to that of Epimcniilfc. Orpheus, or Meluropus, 
he appears as the revealcr of a inode of Life calcu¬ 
lated to raiisv his disciples above the level of man¬ 
kind , and to recommend them to (he favour of tlie 
gods; the Pythagorean life, like the Orphic life 1 , 
being intended as the exclusive prerogative of the 
brotherhood — approached only by probation ami 
juitiutory cert manic 1 * which were adapted to select 
enthusiast* rather than to an indiscriminate crowd — 
and exacting entire menlid devotion to the mutter''. 
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In these lofty pmWtitiiuw the Asrigentim- Enipcdc. 

seems to have greatly copied Into, thngg 1 ‘ 

burnt* varieties, about half a century afterwards 
While Aristotle tells us that the Krdtomatea .dcu- 
tified Pythagoras with the Hyperborean Apollo, the 
satirical Timuu pronOWiced him to have becu a 
iiiKKler of solemn speech engaged m inlungfor 
uieu , ■ This is the same character, looked at n om 
the different points of vie* of the believer and lb R 
unbeliever. There is however no reason for regam- 
; nc Pythagoras as an impostor, because experience 
seems’ to show, thul while in certain ages il is not 
difficult for a man to persuade others that he is in¬ 
spired, it is *tiU less difficult lor him to connect the 
same belie! liinieelf. 

Looking at the general type of I ythagorae, a# 
conceived by witnesses in and nearest lo his own age 
—Xenophanes, Ilfnikleitus, Herodotus, Plato, Ari¬ 
stotle- IwikrotCs—wi find in him chiefly the reli¬ 
gious missionary and school master, with little o 
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the politician. Hid efficiency in the latter character, 
originally subordinate, first becomra prominent in 
those glowing fancies which the inter Pythagoreans 
communicated to Aristoxeirua mud Ditauduu. 
The primitive Pythngont* is umpired by tin- "oda 
to reveal o new mode of life 1 —the Pythagorean life ; 
— nud to promise divine favour to a select and du- 
{flli* few us tliu recompense of strict ritual obedience, 
of austere aclf'Contml, mid ol laborious training, 
bodily os wall us mental. To speak with confidence 
of the detail- of hit training, ethical or scientific, 
mid of the doctrines which lie promulgated, is im¬ 
possible ; for neither he himself nor any of bib di- 
c>|lies anterior to Phitoku* (who was separated 
from him by about one intervening generation) lea 
any memorials in writing*. Numbers anil lines, 
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studied partly in their own mutual wlalioiii, partly 
miekr various symbolising fancies, presenteil theta- 
frtlves to hint us the primary constituent elements 
ot" tho universe, and a 1 ; a Hurt oi magical key to 
phivijomena, physical tis welt as moral. And these 
mathematical tendencies in his teaching, expanded 
by Pythagoreans his ^PWWB«Ti ( anUcorneiilmg|jarUy 
atAo\as bus teen before slated, with the rtudies of 
Anaximander wnd Tlial&s. acquired more and more 
development, so ns to become one ot the most glo¬ 
rious and profitable manifesto Lions of Grecian intel¬ 
lect Living ns Pythagoras did at a time when the 
slock of experience was scanty, I be licence of hypo* 
thesis unbounded, and the process of deduction 
without rule or verifying test’—lie was thus fortunate 
enough to strike into that track of geometry and 
arithmetic, in which, from data of experience- tew, 
simple, mid obvious, an immense field of deductive 
and verifiable investigation may be travel led over. 
We must at tin* *ame time remark, however, thal in 
hi? mind this track, which now seems bo straight¬ 
forward mid welLdefitted, was clouded by at range 
fancies which it is not easy to understand, and tram 
which it was but parliaJU cleared by Ills successors. 

Of his spiritual training much is said. Though out 
upon very good authority. We hear of his tneoiariil 
discipline, his monastic sdf-serniiuy, tiis employ¬ 
ment of music let south? disorderly paBtuort* 1 . his 
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Jong novitiate of eliflnoe,tiiiktK>w1cilgsof physiogrto- 
nsy which tumbled him to detect even without trial 
unworthy subjects, bis peculiar diet, and his rigid 
care for sobriety as well ns for bodily vjgrmr. He 
is also said to have inculcated abstinence from ani¬ 
mat infill, and this let!tug is so naturally connected 
with the doctrine of the metempsychosis, that we 
tuny well believe him to have entertained II. as 
Kropedokl&i also did after him*. It is certain that 
there were peculiar observances, and probnhLy a 
certain measure of *«If-denial, embodied hi tliu I’y- 
fbugorciin life ; but on the other hand. it «imm 
equally certain that tho members of the order can¬ 
not hsivu been all subjected to (be some diet, or 
training, or studies. For Milo lilt* Kroloniutv S'li? 
Among them 1 , the strongest man and the utipfiml- 
leled wrestler Ol bis age—who cannot possibly have 
dispensed with animal food and ample diet (even 
setting aside the tales about his voracious appetite}. 
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and is not likely to have bont his attention on 
speculative study. Probably Pythagoras did not 
enforce the same bodily or mental discipline on 
all, or at least knew when to grant dispensations. 
The order, ns it first stood under hint, consisted of 
men ditferenl both in lorn pern men l and aptitude, 
but bound together by common religious obser¬ 
vance- and hopes, common reverence fur the master, 
and mat uni attachment as well as pride in each 
other** Hiictr-* . and it mu-t thus be distinguished 
from the Pythagoreans of the fourth century u.e., 
who, having no communion with wrestlers, com¬ 
prised only ascetic, studious men, generally recluse, 
though in some cases rising to political distinction. 

The succession of these Pythagoreans, never very 
numerous, seams lu have continued until about 300 
tt.c., and then nearly died out ; tains superseded 
by otiter schemes of philosophy more suited to 
cultivated Greeks of the age after Sokrat to. Bat 
during the time of Cicero, two centuries' after* 
wards, the orienkdisiug tendency—then beginning 
to sprawl over the Grecian and Roman world, and 
becoming gradually stranger and stronger—caused 
the t ha gore on pbilusopliv to be again revived. 

It was revived too, with little or nunc of its- scien¬ 
tific tendencies, but with more than its primitive 
religious and imaginative fanaticism—Apollonius 
of Tynnu constituting himself a living copy 
PythSgnrtW, And thu£, while the scientific ele¬ 
ments developed by the ditwiplcs ofPyiha gores tad 
become disjoined from oil peculiarity of sect, sad 
passed into the general studious world—Mu: origi¬ 
nal vein of mystic mid ascetic fancy belonging h> 
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lite master, without any of that practical efficiency 
«>f body and mind which luid marked hi a first fol- 
]qw('|e, was taken up anew into the Pagan world, 
along with Lite disfigured doctrine# of Pluto. Nuo- 
I’ytlnigorifm, passing gradually into Ned. PJaUjuUui, 
out lust ell I lie other more positive and masculine 
interns of Pagan philosophy, in* the contemporary 
and rival of Christianity. A large proportion of 
die false si internet us concerning Pythagoras uume 
from these Nco-Pythagoreana, who were not de¬ 
terred by the want of memorials from illustrating, 
with ample latitude of fancy. the ideal diameter ol 
the master. 

That an intpiiritive man like Pythagoras, at a 
lime when there were hardly any book* to study, 
would visit foreign countries, and converse with 
alt the Crucian philosophical inquirers within his 
reach, is a matter which we should presume even 
if no one attested it; and our witnesses carry' u# 
very little beyond this general presumption. WliuL 
doctrines he borrowed. or from whom, we are im- 
able to discover. Hut in fact his whole hie and 
proceedings hear the stamp of an mijiiiij wind 
and not of a borrower—a mind impressed both with 
Hellenic and with nun-HelJciiic habits and religion, 
yet capable of combining tbr two in a manner pe¬ 
culiar to himself; anil above alt, endued with those 
talent* for religious and personal ascendency over 
others, which told for much more than the intrinsic 
merit of his ideas. We are informed that alter ex¬ 
tensive travels and inquiries In returned to Samos, 
nt lliu age in about forty : he then found his native 
island under the despot rim of Poly krai Os which 
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rendered it an unsuitable place either tor free sen¬ 
timents or for marked individuals. Unable to at¬ 
tract hearers, or found uivy school or brotherhood, 
in his native island, he determined to expatriate. 
And we may presume Lhul ul this peri ml (about 
,Vh’p-5.'l() n.c.) the recent subjugation of Ionia by 
the Persians whs not without influence on Ins dir* 
termination. The I mule between the Asiatic and 
the Unlhtit f.Ireek*—and even the intimacy between 
Miletus and {Cnidus on (lie one side, and Sybaris 
mid Turin turn on the Other—had been great and of 
long standing, ho that there vu more than one 
motive to determine him La lhe coast oi Italy; in 
which directiun also bin contemporary Xenupbanr-, 
the founder of the Eleutic school of philosophy, 
emigrated seemingly abuul the same time—from 
Knl opium to Ziuiklt , Katana and Elea 1 . 

Iv rot on and Sybaris were a I this time in their 
fullest prosperity*—among the first and most pros¬ 
perous cities <>l the Hellenic name. To the former 
of the two Pythagoras directed his course- A 
Council of One Thousand persona, taken from 
among the heirs and representatives of the principal 
proprietors at its first foundation, was here invested 
with the supreme authority in what manner the 
executive office* were filled, we have no information, 
Besides a great extent of power, and it numerous 
population, the huge muss of whom had no share 
in the political frauchtsv, Kroton stood at this time 
distinguished for two things — the general excellence 
of the bodily habit of the citizens, attested in part 
by the number of conquerors furnished to the 
1 FNBfrm Ijwft. *x 1^ 
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Olympic games—and the superiority of iti' physi¬ 
cians or surgeons 1 . These two points were in fact 
greatly connected with each wilier. For the thera¬ 
peutics of the day consisted not so nmdt oi active 
remedies «» of careful diet and regimen j while the 
trainer, who dictated the life of un athlete dol ing 
his long and fatiguing preparation for im Olympic 
contest—am! the professional superintendent of the 
youth- who frequented the public gymnasia—-fol¬ 
lowed out the same general views and acted npun 
the same basis of knowledge, as the physician who 
prescribed for a state of positive bad bvdth *. tin 
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medical education properly so called, especially of 
anatomy, there was then little or nothing- The 
physician acquired his knowledge from obaerntion 
of men tick <u* well ns healthy* and from a careful 
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notice of the way in which live bin nan body was 
acted upon Uy surrounding agent* and cireuiu- 
stances: and this same knowledge was not b-• 
necessary for the trainer; so lhai the same place 
which contained the bust men in U» latter '-’lass 
w&s also likely to tie distinguished in the former. 

It h not improbable tlioi tins celebrity of Krtn.m 
mnv have been mur of the reason* which determined 
Pythagoras to iin thither; for among the precept* 
ascribed to him, precise rules us to diet and bodily 
regulation occupy a prominent place. fhc medical 
or surgical celebrity of Dfrmokedihi (*on-iiiduw o< 
the Pythagorean Milo]. to whom allusion has been 
made ill a former chapter* is con temporal icons with 
the presence of Pythagoras at Kroton ; anil theme- 
. dieal men of Magna (inecia maintained fteindvrs 
in credit, as rivals «f the school* of the Asklepiads 
at K6s ami K nidus, throughout all the fifth and 
fourth centuries a.c. 

The biographer of Pythagoras loll us that 
Ids arrival there, bis preaching, and his conduct, 
produced an effect almost electric Upon the minds i**.**, 
of the people, with an extensive reform public ns 
well as private. Political discontent was rapre^d, *$£**, 
incontinence disappeared, luxury became discre- 
diled. and the women hastened to exchange their 
gulden ornaments for the simplest attire. No less 
than two thousand persons were converted at his 
first preaching; mid so effective were his discourses 
to the youth, that the Supreme Council of Ono 
Thousand Invited him into their ufrsembiy ♦ wiliciled 
his advice, and even offered to constitute him their 
Prytiioi* or president, while his wife and daughter 
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were placed at the head or ihc religious processions 
of females 1 . Nor was his influence confined lu 
Kroltm. Other towns iu Italy and Sksity—tSybart?, 
Mi!L:t[iontmn, Rh$gium, Katana, Itimera, &e,. all 
felt the benefit of bis exhortations, which extricated 
sonic «f them even frwiu slavery. Such are ihc 
tale* of which the biographers of Pythagoras tire 
full*. And we sec that even the disciple* of Ari¬ 
stotle, about the year 300 ur.-—Aristoxenm. Ih* 
krvarchus, HemkleidiJs of [\iutus, Ste., arc baldly 
less charged with them tliuii the Neo-PytliagOretUi* 
of three or four centuries lutCf : llw former doubtless 
heard thotn from Lheir contemporary PytliagOR'un*

AIM lie information which we possess* nporryplud 
as it 1* respecting this mcmnraUle dub, is derived 
irom its worm admirers; yet even their state men is. 
nre enough to uxpbiiu how it came to provoke «mcr. 
deadly and extensive enmity. A stranger coming 
to teach new religious dogmas and observance*, 
with s tincture of science and some new elides 
ideas and phrases, though lie would obtain some 
zealous votaries, would also bring upon Himself « 
certain measure of tmtiphtby- Extreme stnctnesw 
of observances, combined with the art of touching 
skilfully the springs of religion 1 * terror in others, 
would indeed dn much both w l°rtily and to exalt 
him- Hut when it woe discovered that eeicncc, 
philosophy, and even the mystic revelations o. re- 
tiinnn. whatever they were, remained confined to i 
private talk and practice of the dkc.pk*, nnd were 
thus thrown into the backgraimd, while nil thm 
was seen ami felt without, was the political pre¬ 
dominance of an ambitious frfttenuty-we need not 
wonder that Pythttfiorhmi m *H It* pwre b ecame 

odious to a targe portion of the community. More¬ 
over. wefiud the order represented not merely a^ 
constituting a devoted and exclusive 

but also as manifesting an orteutuuous S cU*cOi.Lut 
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ihraugliont their personal ikmeanmir 1 —reluning 
lEtu battel of fellowship to ail except the brethren, 
mid disgust ine vsjJfciiiUy their own familiar friends 
ami kinsmen. fc?o far ns we know Grecian pltUo- 
guphy. this is E lie only instance in winch it was 
distinctly abused fur ( hi lit i cal and parly objects; 
the early days ot the Pythagorean order sUnul 
(iifttinguirdn-d for such pcm-ision, which, Ibrtn- 
mltdy fur the progrewi of pliilusnpliv, never pre* 
lilted Itself afterwards in (Ircecc*. Even at Athene 
however, we *111111 lierrafUj see that StiknUik, 
though staniii Ug n ally aloof fr*m» all parly intrigue, 
iucurreil much of his unpopularity from h apposed 
piilttU.il conjunction with Kriliw ami Alkihladte 4 , 
to which indeed the orator JSschmA* distinctly

It was lllift cause which bruuirlii about the ram- 
fdetr and violent destruction of the I’ytlmgorran 
artier* Their ascendency Imd provoked such wide¬ 
spread discontent, Unit their enemies became cm* 
hohh'iici) to employ esiremr force against them- 
Kytmi ami Ninon—the former of whom n Mttd to 
have sought admittance into the order, but tu have 
been rejected on account of bin had character'—took 
Lhe teud in pronounced opposition U> the Pythngo- 
rcan«; while the mliuin which tin. latter had incurred 
extended itself farther to the Hcjnate of One llion- 
sautl, ibrough the medium of wbndi their usi tendency 
had been exercised. Proposition* were made Ihr 
rendering the government more dciimcmUcal, and 
Uir eniistilutiug a new sen Or, taken by lot *«nu .ill 
Ihc people, before which the miiyifilmtM should 20 
through their trial uf accountability after office;

Similar dibturhnuccn, mid the like violent suppres¬ 
sion of the order, wilb destruction of ’wvcnil awuiig 
the lead tug cilhcims, are said to have taken place 10 
other cUie-i of Mngnu tiriecjn—Turetittmi, Meta- 
(jtmtuiu, k;m Ionia. Anil wo are told that tliese 
cities rtiinaiiud liir some time in ft state of great 
di*i|uictnde and commotion, from which they were 
ouly rescued by the friendly modi at ton of the I\dn- 
1Kinnt»-.nm Acbseani, the original ftmiidunt ol Sybaris 
and Kroton-—lUsdsted mired by media lot* from 
other part* of Greece, The cities went at length 
pacified. and induced to ad up I hi nuiicabte eon- 
itrena, with common religious festivals at a temple 
founded t\preatly for the purpose and dedicated to 
Zeus ilotnnmifi'- 
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’rtius perished the original nnltr,

His torn!) was -Hill ihov.ii at Meta- 
pout um in the risy* of Cicero 1 As an active ^ 
brotherhood. the Pythagorean* never revived, hat ^..,.1 
the dispersed member* oanw together a* n seet. for ^j^"' 
common religious observance* nnd cotntnrm pur- ‘JJJIj,'*,. ,, 
attit ol aciouce. They were re -admitted, after «mu ™**r* 
interval, into the oities of Magnu (Irnscur. from 
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which tlie*v had licon originally expelled, but to 
which the #eet i# always considered as particularly 
belonging-—though individual members of it are 
found beside# ;it Thebes anti in other cities of 
Greece. Indeed some of these later Pythagorean# 
sometimes even acquired groat political inrUioncc. 
as we see in the cu*e of the Tnreutiae Archvttw, 
the contemporary of Plato. 

It has nlremly been stated that the period when 
Pvt hayonis arrived at Krolou itutv In* lisiol suum- 
where between n.t 540-53fl: and liHUirrivnl is said 
tu have occurred at n lime of great depression irt 
ihe minds of the Krotoniatea, They had recently 
bocudefeatcd by the imite<lLokiiai» and Rhcgians, 
vastly inferior to themselves in number, at the river 
Sagrii; and the humiliation thus brought upon 
them i< said to have reniltnii them docile to 
the framing of the Sarninn tni-niotniry*. As the 
Ixtrili nl the Pvtbagofcau order is Ltius connected 
with the defeat of the Krotonintes at tin; Sngrn, £u 
it< extinction ts also cornier ted with their victory 
over the Sybarites it tin river Tracis or Tnonlo. 
about twenty yean? afterwards. 

Of the history oi these two great Aehienn citirs 
we unfortunately hnnw very little. Though both 
were powerful, jet down to the period Ol 510 iu>, 
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Syliun* seems to huvu been decidedly Iht* greatest: 
trf its dominion as well ns of its much-denounced 
luxury I have spoken in a former chapter 1 . !l was 
at that time that the war broke out between them 
which ended in the destruction of fiybarU, it is 
certain that the %barita»s were tiggmsstors in the 
war j hut by what cause* it had l«eu preceded iu 
their own town, or what provocation they had re¬ 
ceived, we make out very indistinctly. There hail 
been n political revolution at Syham (we are luhT) 
not long before, in which a popular leader named 
TMys had headed a rising against the oUgnrcliieal 
government, and induced llie people to banish five 
hundred of the leading rich men, as well a* to con¬ 
fiscate their properties. lie had acquired the 
sovereignty and become despot cd Sybaria 1 ; and it 
appeal* that he, or kin role at Sybaris, was much 
abhorred at Krotou—ajnceiht-KreLon^elldlippuS:, 
a mail of splendid muscular fuim and no Olympic 
vie lor, was exiled for having engaged himself to 
marry the daughter of Teh - According io the 
narrative given by the later Pythagoreans, those 
cx ;| eS| whom TiHya hail driven from Syhstris, took 
refuge at Krotou, and csfct Ihctiuitiivc* a* suppliuom 
on Hit altars for protection. It may well be, indeed, 
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that they were in part I’ylh&goreaiJH of Sybaris. A 
body of powerful exiles. harboured in a IWN no 
close nt hand, nnturullv inspired alarm, ami Tilye 
demanded that they diyuld he delivered up, threat- 
euiltit war Lu case ui" reiusal, Tins ikuufind excited 
consternation at Krotuii, nicee the military strength 
oi Siberia was decidedly superior* The surrender of 
the uxilt'-fi was much dduti’il. and ultnusii decreed t 
by the Kioioniutes, until at length the persuasion 
of Pythagoras himself is said to have determined 
them It* risk any hazard sooner than incur the <hs* 
honour of betraying suppliants. 

Oh tlu! demand of the Sybarites being refused, 
'Efijyg marched against KtoUjii at the hand of a force 
winch is reckoned at 300,000 men ', He marchedi 
too, in ddutnee «f the stronger! relieiuu- waruiogii 
against die enterprise—for the sacrifices, offered 
his behalf by the (amid prophet Kallm of Jills, were 
decisively unfavourable. :-snJ the prophet hinn* li Ikd 
m niter to Km ton*. Near the river Tracis or Tri¬ 
er n to, be was met by the Ibrcea of KratOfl, eouaist* 
jug (we arc unarmed I of 100,000 men, and com* 
tuauded by the great athlete and 1\ 1 'uigarean Milo ; 
who was dollied (we are laid in the eotilunm and 
armed with the club of I Idrakk's. They were farther 
rr in turned however by a valuable ally, the Spartan 
Dorieus, younger brother of kin^ KlcomeJii".*, the fl 
crusting idong Ibc dull' of Tnreiiluiri with n body 
of colonist*, intending to found a h* til I emeu l > u 
Sicily, A IiIchmEi hallle was fought, in winch ihe 
Sybarites were totally Worsted, with prodigious 
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daughter; while the victors, fiercely picked awl 
giving noijuarter, followed UpII m pursuit so warmly 
iiiul they look the city, diiperbcd its inhabits ilU* ri niee 
nuj crushed ii* whole power* in l!io ibort space of KST* 
seventy dnv* Ills Sybarite* lied in great pmt tu 
Uua and Skid rue\ their settlement* plumed mi u<***>- 
tbe Mediterranean coast, across the Calnbnnn 
peninsula, Ami so eager were llu: Kroto mules to 
render the site of Sv bavin untenable, ttrnl they 
turned the course of Ihe river K ratio* so as to 
overwhelm and destroy ill the dry hud ill which 
Ilia river had m igitudly flowed wns auJI visible in 
the time of Herodotu**, who was among Hie Hottlcrs 
in the town of Thu Hi afterwards founded nearly 


adjoining. 

It appears however tliai the Krotouiates for a 
loug time kept the site of Sybori* deserted, refusing 
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even to oUol the territorj arnonc the body of their 
own citi/.eitb from which elreumstances (as lias 
been before noticed) the commotion iigninflt the 
t'ythngUFran order is said to have arisen* They 
may perhaps have been tumid of tire name and re- 
enl lections nf \he city; wherein nu large or perms- 
deni establishment wns ever formed until Thuiii 
was established by Athens about sixty-five years 
afterwards Nevertheless the name ot the Sybarites 
«Jid not perish. Having maintained themselves at 
Laos, Skid ms, and elsewhere .they afterwards formed 
Hit! privileged Old-citizen* am cm;; Lhe colonists of 
Tliurii; but misbehaved themselves in that cap«« 
city, and were mostly either shun or expelled. Even 
after that* however, the unine of Sybnris still re¬ 
mained on a reduced scale m some portion of the 
territory. Herodotus recounts what he was told 
by the Sybarites, and we find subsequent indication* 
of them even at late as Tbcokritns.

Th* 
event happened just at I lie lime uf the expulsion of 
Hipping from Athens, and must have made a sen¬ 
sible revolution in (.Lie relations of the Greek chit ' 
on the Italian const with the rustic population of 
the in tenor. The Krotonintcs might destroy 5y- 
bariji und disperse its inhabitants, but they could 
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not Bueefltsl to its wulie dominion over dependent 
territory; and Uto extinction of Uih great aggregute 
power. stretching aenm (he petitnettlft fnmi <um to 
fteti. lessened the mean* of resistance against the 
O^caii iiwH'dijent' from the inland. From this 
tutu?, fnnvjii I, the chits nt‘ M(|m Qwds, as well 
ua those of Ionia, tend to decline in *i>Ofieijueiice, 
while Athens, on 1 tie other hand, becomes both 
more cniwpieumis and innro powerful. At the in¬ 
vasion of Greece by Xrrsiv.s thirty ycarix after tin* 
conquest; of Syburis, Sparta ond Athens send to ash 
for aid both from Sicily andKdtkyia—but not fium 
Magna Gncue. 

It is much to he regretted thnt we do not [km- 
«r«s» fuller in form at ion respecting these important 
changes among the Green-Italian cities. ftut we may 
remark tlmt even Herodotus—himself a citizen of 
Thuru and dwelling on tLfl spot not more than eighty 
years after the capture of Sybari*—evidently found 
no written memorials to wnuilt; anil could obtain 
from verbid conversation nothing better t han state¬ 
ments both meagre and contradictory- The mate¬

Mount Eryx. Now t he Sybarites deduced from t his 
fatal disaster of Dorieus, combined with the tavoid¬ 
able promise of the oracle beforehand lor bis expc- 
ciiiicm—a confident proof of the correctness of their 
own statement that he had fought at Sybaris. for 
if lie bud gone straight to the territory marked out 
by the crack- {they argued), without turning aside 
for any other object, the prophecy on which his 
hopes were founded would have been unqueatiuii* 
ably realised* and be would have succeeded ; but the 
ruinous disappointment which actualiyovertuok him 
was at once explained, und the truth of prophecy 
vindicated, when it was recollected that he hiul 
turned aside to hell, the KroloniaU-s agiunst Sv- 
baris. and thus set at nought the conditions pfC*

Anti while we note their |rimw and literal faith in 
the comm uni cat whs of an inspired prophet, wo must

It is to be remarked, that Herodotus, in his brief 
mention of tits fatal war between Syboris and Kro- pa.|t..».jM 
ton, docs not make the least allusion to I'y lhtgoru mmvw 
or his brotherhood* The least which we can infer 
from such silence i» T that the part which they jggj"* — 
played in reference to the war, and their general 
ascendency in Magna Grwciii, was in reality less 
conspicuous and overruling than tin? P\ thiigorcuii 
historians act forth. Even making such allowance, 
however, the absence of all allusion in Herodotus, 
to the commotions which accompanied the subver¬ 
sion of the Pythagoreans, is a circtmistmico not easy 
to explain. Nor can I puas over a [►crplcxin estate* 
merit in Polybius, which seems to show that he too 
must have conceived the history of Sybwis mawny 
different from that in which it is commonly repre¬ 
sented, lie tells us, that after much suffering in 
Magna Gnccia, from the troubles which followed 
the expulsion of the Pythagoreans, Uw cities were 
induced hv Achajan mrdiution to come to an ac 
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coiamodation, and even lo establish anything life
